J. Hoffman Waugh was born in Alex- 
andria, Va., March 27, 1814, and died in 
Harrisonburg, Va., August 10, 1900, in 
his eighty-seventh year. He was the 
eldest child of a distinguished attorney 
of Washington City, and a nephew of 
Bishop Beverly Waugh, of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. His mother, who 
was a devout member of the Society of 
Friends, dedicated him at his birth to 
the Lord, of which fact she did not in- 
form him till his entrance into the 
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ministry. He was liberally educated at 
the noted “Benjamin Hallowell School,” 
Alexandria, Va., and at Georgetown Col- 
lege, District of Columbia. He was en- 
gaged for some years in secular pur- 
suits, but during most of the time was 
deeply impressed that it was his duty to 
devote his life to the work of the min- 
istry. In vain did he endeavor to shake 
oft* these impressions; until at last, im- 
pelled by the call of God, he resigned a 
government position worth twelve hun- 
dred dollars a year for a rural appoint- 
ment pajdng but one hundred dollars a 
year. He was converted when about 
twelve years of age, and united with the 
Methodist Church. In 1842 he was re- 
ceived on trial by the Baltimore Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church; 
became a full member, and was or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Morris at the 
Old Foundry Church, in Washington, 
March 17, 1844. March 15, 1846, he was 
ordained elder by Bishop Janes at Eutaw 
Church, Baltimore. In his early minis- 
try he filled some of the most important 
stations in Baltimore and in Washington 
City. Apart from his various pastoral 
appointments he was presiding elder of 
the Lewisburg District, and served two 
terms of four years each as presiding 
elder of the Rockingham District. Dr. 
Waugh served the following charges at 
the periods indicated: Jefferson Circuit, 
in 1842; Hillsboro, 1843; Prince George's, 
1844; Baltimore City Station, 1845; Win- 
chester Circuit, 1846; Jefferson, 1817; 
Lewisburg, 1S48; Lexington, 1849; Salem, 
1850-1; Fincastle, 1852-3; East Balti- 
more, 1854; Fayette Street, Baltimore, 
1855-6; West Loudoun, 1857-8; Jefferson, 
1859-60; Hillsboro. 1861-5; Lewisburg Dis- 
trict, 1866-70; Ilockingham District, 1870- 
4; Alexandria, 1874-7; Hillsboro, 1877; 
Falls Church, 1878-81; Loudoun, 1881-3; 
Piedmont and Linden, 1883; Piedmont, 
1884-6; Lexington, 1886; Ilockingham 
District, 1887-91; Berkeley, 1891. While 
at Lexington, in 1886, the degree of 
Doctor of Divinity was conferred upon 
him by the Washington and Lee Univer- 
sity. In 1892 his name was placed on 
the list of superannuates, he having 
completed the fiftieth year of his active 
ministry. After his superannuation he 
settled in Harrisonburg, Va., where he 
passed a sei’ene old age, amid warm 
friends and pleasant surroundings, re- 
spected and beloved by the entire com- 
munity. In form Dr. Waugh was tall, 
commanding, and well proportioned; 
dignified in his bearing both in the pul- 
pit and out of it. He had an incisive or- 
der of mind, was a diligent student, a 
learned theologian, and a man of wide 
information. He was “an able minister 
of the New Testament,” preparing his 



sermons with great care, and bringing; I 

no “unbeaten oil” into the sanctuary of 
God. He was remarkable for his widt> 
command of language, always choosing 
the most fitting and forcible words to- 
convey his meaning. Above all, he was- 
a man of great devotion and piety, con- 
secrated with singleness of purpose to- 
his high and holy office. He declined no 
work assigned by the Church, and 
shrank from no labor or sacrifice that 
it involved. The responsible positions of 
his long career were filled with fidelity 
and success. Dr. George V. Leech, of 
the Baltimore Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, who previous to- , 
the Civil War had been associated with 
Dr. Waugh in ministerial work, in speak- 
ing of him, says: “It was my good for- 
tune to be the junior colleague of my 
friend twice; first, in the second year of 
my ministry on West Loudoun Circuit; 
again in my fourth year on Jefferson 
1 came to know him intimately. What 
wise counsel, given with the tenderness 
of an elder brotfier! What thorough 
honesty of spirit! What extensive and 
exact information! What fidelity to 
truth and to his exalted work! I was 
much in my colleague’s home. I always 
felt exalted by my intercourse with this, 
strong man, and his gentle but queenly 
companion.” Although his health had 
been declining for some time, his last 
illness was of brief continuance. God 
spared his aged servant a period of pro- 
tracted suffering. Some days before his 
death he spoke calmly of his approach- 
ing departure, and hopefully of the 
bright and blessed future upon which he 
was soon to enter. He leaves behind 
him a widow and five daughters, to 
whom we extend our sincere sympa- 
thies. The funeral services were con- 
ducted at the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, at Harrisonburg, Va., on 
Sunday, August 12, at 11 a.m. As a mark 
of respect to his memory, all the church- 
es in the town, except one, suspended 
their morning services, and the minis- 
ters of these several churches were in 
attendance at the obsequies, together 
with some of our own brethren from ad- 
jacent appointments. Rev. Dr. Palmer, 
of the Presbyterian Church, offered the 
opening prayer. Rev. Thomas Cooper 
read the first lesson, and Rev. R. L. 
Fultz the second. Rev. .T. E. Armstrong, 
presiding elder of the Rockingham Dis- 
trict; Rev. J. R. Andrew, Dr. Waugh’s 
pastor; and Rev. Dr. S. K. Cox, editor of 
the Baltimore Christian Advocate, spoke 
upon the character and ministerial ca- 
reer of our deceased brother.

On his return he was assigned 
to his former charge in Washington, and 
remained until 1895. His next appoint- 
ment was Trinity Church, Roanoke, 
which he served well for four years, and 
from which he went in 1899 to Wood- 
stock, and was in the second year of 
his ministry there at the time of his 
death. Brother Jones was twice mar- 
ried, his first wife being Miss Ada War- 
ren Gibson, of Paris, Fauquier county, 
Va., who lived only a little over one year 
after her marriage, dying December 25, 
1890. On the 19th of October, 1898, he 
was married to Miss Francis Elizabeth 
Ball, daughter of his first colleague. Rev. 
B. F. Ball, presiding elder of the Moore- 
field District. Brother Jones was a man 
of fine physique. His death was as un- 
expected to us as was that of brother J. 
D. Martin last year. He had been com- 
plaining for two or three weeks, and, 
under the advice of his physician, had 
gone to Romney, where his wife was vis- 
iting her father, trusting that the 
change and rest would soon relieve him. 
Although he knew he had typhoid fever, 
it was only a few hours before his death 
that it assumed a violent form. He was 
conscious to the last. Looking death in 
the face, he called his wife and attend- 
ed calmly to some matters of busi- 
ness. As he concluded, in response to a 
proposition to talk about spiritual mat- 
ters, he replied: “Since I have been sick 
I have been so dull and stupid, my mind 
so confused, that I have not been able 
to read, scarcely to think, and hardly to 
pray connectedly; but 1 have no doubt 
or fear, and am fully satisfied as to my 
acceptance with God, ‘through hint that 
loved me and gave himself for me.’ ” 
Later in the day he prayed with those 
that were present, commending his bro- 
ken family to God. In a little while aft- 
erwards he fell asleep, to awake in the 
kingdom above. Wednesday afternoon 
the Moorefield District Conference went 
in a body to the district parsonage, 
where the funeral services were held. 
The next day his remains were taken to 
Harrisonburg for interment, the official 
board of Woodstock acting as pallbear- 
ers. The following Sunday memorial 
services were held in Woodstock, all of 
the churches in the town uniting to 
pay a last tribute to one they all loved 
so well. In the death of brother Jones 
the Conference has lost one of its best 
men and ablest ministers. In his preach- 
ing he was clear, thoughtful, and logical. 
He never indulged in repetitions, trite 
sayings, and stereotyped expressions. 
His subjects were thoroughly discussed, 
showing thought, research, and fresh- 



ness. As a pastor he was genial, help- 
ful, vigilant, and discreet. He was a 
man of superior sense and judgment. He 
knew men as well as things. He under- 
stood human nature, and knew how to 
deal with all kinds of men. He was a 
man of the finest social qualities, his 
ready wit, which sparkled with bril- , 
liancy, along with Ms sunny humor and 
disposition, made him a favorite with all 
who knew him. His information was 
most accurate. He never indulged in 
idle speculations, but knew “whereof he 
spoke.” To those who did not under- 
stand him he was kind, generous, and 
forgiving; to his friends, true in every 
word and deed, counting no sacrifice too 
great to make for them. Those who 
knew him best loved him most. In the 
language of his last text, from which he 
preached August 5, we offer our last and 
highest eulogy: “For he w’as a good 
man, and full of the Holy Ghost and of 
faith, and much people was added unto 
the Lord.” For his sorrow-stricken wife 
and two children left behind we pray: 
May his God be their God, and the God 
of the widows and the fatherless keep 
them, ’neath the shadow of his wings.

C. C. Edington was born January 2, 
1860, at Roanoke, Va. He was converted 
to God when about fifteen years of age, 
at his home church. He always consid- 
ered from the first that he had a call 
to preach, and it seemed to be a settled 
fact among his friends and relatives that 
he would be a preacher. He was licensed 
to preach at the age of twenty-five years 
on January 6, 1885; ordained deacon in 
1S87, and an elder in 1889. He served 
the following charges: Springfield. 1885; 
Catawba, 1886-7; Rockville, 1888; Wash- 
ington City, 1889-90; Beltsville. 1891. His 
health failing, he went to Santa Bar- 
bara, Cal., in the fall of 1891, scarcely 
expecting to reach there alive; but in 
some measure recovering his health, he 
was sent to Eddy as a supply in 1893, and 
transferred to this Conference in 1894. 
The succeeding four years he served as 
presiding elder of the El Paso District 
in this Conference. For a time he 
seemed to recover his health, but ulti- 
mately was compelled to return to his 
friends at Roanoke in the early part of 
1899; the doctor who had been attending 
him not expecting him to live through 
the journey. He lingered on till the 25th 
of July of this year, when his spirit re- 
turned to God. Those who had the priv- 
ilege of knowing brother Edington will 



bear testimony to the high standard he 
always set for himself, to do his duty 
faithfully and leave the results with 
God. During the time he served the 
charge at Eddy he was in much afflic- 
tion and weakness of the flesh, and met 
with obstacles that would have daunted 
many a one in full health, but he man- 
fully stuck to his work. When appointed 
to the post of presiding elder, he soon 
justified the appointment by the master- 
ly manner in which he carried out his 
trust. With a tenacity of purpose he 
traversed the extensive district, preach- 
ing with earnestness everywhere, man- 
aging the business with excellent judg- 
ment and foresight, exhibiting a pa- 
tient, uncomplaining demeanor, suffer- 
ing from extreme exhaustion, but bat- 
tling with the fell disease with an in- 
domitable spirit, yet with a will that 
was completely resigned to the will of 
his God. The Christian character of our 
brother was of the highest order. He 
was intensely devoted to his calling, and 
manifested to the last the greatest in- 
terest in the New Mexico Annual Con- 
ference. While waiting for his release, 
he found great consolation and comfort 
from his faith in God. Almost to the 
last moment he seemed to be in com- 
munion with the Lord. As a preacher 
he was earnest, forcible, and logical; his 
sermons were largely expository, yet 
mingled with a tender pathos that found 
its way to the hearts of all who heard 
him. Those of us who w r ere associated 
in the work he loved will cherish his 
memory while we live; the remembrance 
of his patient endurance will be a source 
of stimulus when we are confronted 
with similar trials. The death, by 
drowning, of his sister, at Key West 
about a year ago. was a great shock to 
him; and yet amidst it all he manifest- 
ed a patient hope and trust in God. 

J. N. McClure was born in Lee county, 
Va., July 5, 1867, the son of John and 
Sophia McClure, both devout Christians.' 
He was converted in the chapel built by 
his father near his home at the age of 
fourteen years. He early felt a call to 
the ministry, and devoted his studies to 
that end. After graduating at Vander- 
bilt University, he came to this territory, 
and was stationed at Las Cruces for one 
year. He next served the Albuquerque 
charge one year and four months. He 
was seized with pneumonia in its most 
malignant form, and after only a few 
days’ illness he “fell on sleep.” He was 
loved by all who knew him. He was 
possessed of an estimable spirit, and did 
not spare himself in his work. He man- 
ifested a strong faith in God, and thor- 
oughly believed the doctrines of our 
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Church, which he preached with great 
earnestness and zeal. His influence 
among his people was greater than ever 
he would allow himself to think it to 
he. The date of his decease was Janu- 
ary 8, 1901. When he died the Confer- 
ence lost a large-hearted and affection- 
ate brother, and the Methodist Clnirch a 
devoted minister. 

W. M. Leftwich was born in Virginia 
nearly seventy-five years ago. He early 
distinguished himself as a good and ear- 
nest preacher, and was appointed to sev- 
eral interesting charges in the Confer- 
ences of which he was a member. After 
retiring from the pastoral work, he was 
a successful evangelist. He was the au- 
thor of a number of works, among 
others, “The Martyrs of Missouri,” “The 
Child in the Midst,” and “The Way to 
Christ Made Plain.” He came to this 
Conference to fill the place made vacant 
by the failing health of the pastor of 
Trinity Church, El Paso. During his 
residence there he ably discharged his 
duties, but was transferred, much 
against the wishes of that people, to Los 
Angeles, Cal. He was a Christian gen- 
tleman, an able minister, a faithful 
pastor, and an earnest and devout fol- 
lower of the Saviour. He died suddenly 
at Los Angeles on August 21st, the day 
that the members of this Conference 
were assembling for the present session. 
We tender our deepest sympathies to the 
widow so suddenly bereaved, and to the 
rest of the family. We pray that in this 
heavy trial they may have the comfort- 
ing assurance and sustaining grace 
vouchsafed to all who put their trust 
in God.

Daniel Treadwell Sherman died at 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. Mary 
Brown, in Dalton, Ga., January 21, 1901. 
To many of his friends and brethren in 
Missouri this announcement brought 
sorrow, and revived many tender recol- 
lections of bygone years. He was the 
third son of Daniel and Sylvia Sherman, 
and was born in Oneida county, New 
York, March 21, 1816. When about five 
years of age his father’s family moved 
from their New York home to St. 
Charles, Mo. The trip was made by 
wagon to Sackett’s Harbor, and from 
there to St. Louis by flatboat, and occu- 
pied more than two months. From St. 
Charles they moved, in 1822, to that part 
of Montgomery county now known as 
Warren, and in May, 1826, fixed their 
permanent residence at Hickory Grove, 
on the old Boon’s Lick Road, one mile 
west of the fifth principal meridian of 
United States Surveys. Here the boy- 
hood of our brother was passed, and he 
always spoke of this as the old family 
home. His opportunities for education 
were very meager. The public and pri- 
vate schools of the vicinity were few 
and elementary, but he so improved his 
opportunities that in early manhood he 
had acquired a fair English education, 
which developed in precision and extent 
in all his after life. In connection with 
this part of his life it is fitting to con- 
sider the refining and stimulating effect 
of his mother’s life and example on her 
son. She was a woman to whom might 
well be applied the Saviour’s w’ords, 
“Salt of the earth.” She was a sister 
of the Paddocks, more than a half a 
century ago prominent members of the 
New York Conference, and was born and 



reared under purely old-time Methodist 
influences and usages. The living influ- 
ence of that mother followed Daniel T. 
Sherman through all his long #nd useful 
life. In a meeting for Christian fellow- 
ship, in later life, he paid the following 
tribute to her memory: “Under God I 
am indebted unspeakably to the teach- 
ing and prayers as well as to the exam- 
ple of a godly, loving mother, who had 
found the Lord in her early life and had 
united with the Methodist Church, was 
a happy Christian every day, and loved 
God’s people of every name. I praise 
God for such a mother, and can never 
forget her songs and shouts of praise, 
and her fervent prayers for me and her 
family and neighbors. Hope of meeting 
her, with many other dear ones, in that 
home of the blessed is to me an inspira- 
tion in the service of my dear Saviour. 
She lived to the age of seventy-four 
years, and had been a member of the 
Church sixty years, and died in peaceful 
triumph in May, 1865.” Growing up un- 
der the influence of such a mother, it is 
no marvel that the idea of a special con- 
secration to the service of God early 
gained ascendency in his mind. When 
about sixteen years of age he was dan- 
gerously ill, and seeing the grief of his 
mother, he begged her to dry her tears, 
as she would “yet live to hear him 
preach.” Brother Sherman has left on 
record with his children much of the ex- 
periences of his Christian life and la- 
bors. On the same occasion of Chris- 
tian conference before mentioned, he 
gave account of his conversion and as- 
sociation with the Church. It is given 
in his own words, abridged as far as pos- 
sible: “My religious conviction began in 
childhood, but I procrastinated my re- 
turn to God; would purpose to give my 
life, my heart to the Lord, and unite 
with the Church, but then delayed. I 
lived along this way till the year 1834, 
when I attended a camp meeting at the 
Ebenezer church in Warren county. The 
meeting was in progress when I arrived 
on the camp ground on Saturday, Au- 
gust S. When seekers of salvation were 
invited to the altar-place for prayers 
and instruction, I gladly responded to 
the call without urging. To seek God in 
the pardon of my sins was my special 
business at that meeting. When the 
services were closed, though I felt no 
special comfort, yet, walking out into 
the quiet grove near by, I felt that vic- 
tory would come, if earnestly and per- 
sistently I continued to seek God in 
faith, for his word of promise was 
pledged to give rest. At night the usual 
invitation to those seeking salvation was 
given, and I freely accepted it. For a 
time it seemed as if my heart was hard- 
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er and my mind darker than at the 
close of the first service. But, by grace, 

I cried like Jacob, T will not let thee 
go except thou bless me,’ and soon the 
darkness vanished and the light of Di- 
vine favor shone upon me, and peace 
and joy and love reigned supreme in my 
soul. The words the brethren sang 
seemed to be in unison with my state of 
mind and heart. They were, 

O thou God of my salvation, 

My Redeemer from all sin, etc.” 

His membership in the visible Church 
of God dates from that same evening. 
]n February, 1835, brother Sherman was 
licensed as an exhorter, and on August 
29, 1836, he was licensed as a local preach- 
er by the Quarterly Conference of the 
St. Charles Circuit, at the old Bethlehem 
Camp Ground; and at the same place, 
in September, 1837, he was recommended 
for admission on trial in the Missouri 
Annual Conference. The Conference sat 
that year in St. Louis, Bishop Soule pre- 
siding. Admitted on trial, he was ap- 
pointed for the year 1837-8, as assistant, 
on the Bowling Green Circuit. His offi- 
cial relations to the Church for the last 
sixty-five years of his life are briefly 
summarized: Local preacher and ex- 

horter nineteen years; traveling preach- 
er in Missouri Conference, twenty years, 
with the following charges: Bowling 

Green, Kiehmond, Columbia (1837-40); lo- 
cal, 1840-5; Danville Circuit two years; 
Bowling Green, St. Charles Circuit two 
years, YVarrenton two years. Savannah 
Circuit two years, Hannibal Station 
(1845-66); local. Illinois Conference, 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, five 
yeans: Canton Station and Springfield 
District, Peoria District, two years; Ma- 
rietta and Midway, supernumerary, two 
years. Missouri Conference, Kahoka, 
Old Alexandria, Ashley, Frankford. Santa 
Fe, Vandalia, superannuated, 1881-1900. 
Brother Sherman was twice married. 
His first wife was Mrs. Sylvia J. Bewley, 
widow of Rev. Kelson R. Bewley, of the 
Missouri Conference. They were mar- 
ried at the home of the late venerated 
David K. Pittman, in St. Charles county, 
January ll v 1838. She was a refined Chris- 
tian lady, and is held in affectionate re- 
membrance by all who knew her. Two 
children of this marriage survive — Mrs. 
Eliza Worthington, of Winlock. Wash- 
ington; and J. M. Sherman, of Defiance, 
Mo. His second wife was Miss Clara 
Howard, of Montpelier, Vt. They were 
married at the residence of their friend, 
B. C. Pierce, near Flint Hill, St. Charles 
county, October 25, 1845. A woman of 
rare intellectual endowments — bravely 
sharing with him the lot of a Methodist 



preacher for forty-six years — she left 
behind her the fragrance of a life spent 
in loving and self-sacrificing service for 
others, an example which “yet speak- 
eth.” She jjreceded him to the spirit 
world in 1895. Of this marriage four 
children survive — Mrs. Sylvia Bangs, of 
Eagle Grove, la.; Dr. George H. Sher- 
man, of Eads, Colo.; Mrs. Mary Brown 
and Miss Ella Sherman, of Dalton, Ga. 
Brother Sherman leaves one brother, W. 
W. Sherman, of St. Louis; and a sister : 
Mrs. M. J. Guiley, of Ashley, Mo. Broth- 
er Sherman was naturally of a social 
and genial disposition; and this, with 
his chastened yet cheerful Christian 
spirit and life, commended him to the 
high esteem and affection of every one. 
As a preacher of the blessed gospel, he 
was earnest and sympathetic without 
even an approach of being boisterous. 
His sermons were always carefully stud- 
ied, and delivered with calmness, in 
well-chosen words. While they were hot 
written out, he seldom preached with- 
out copious notes. As a pastor he was 
ever mindful of the apostolic charge, 
“taking the oversight, . . . not as 

lords over God’s heritage, but being en- 
samples to the flock.” He was one of 
the most laborious and useful of local 
preachers. Sixty years ago the visits of 
the traveling preachers to the different 
congegations of their large circuits .were 
comparatively rare, and the ministry of 
brother Sherman supplied a long-felt 
want for a large area of the country. 
Not only were all his Sabbaths occupied, 
but often he was called to special serv- 
ice during the vreek. In the social rela- 
tions of life, not only as a preacher, but 
as a Christian, his was no “buried tal- 
ent.” It is always pleasing to note the 
marked effect of one Christian life on 
another, illustrating the truth. “No man 
liveth to himself.” The influence of 
brother Sherman, especially in his ear- 
lier life, on the young is worthy of note. 
The early religious life of Enoch M. 
Marvin was stimulated at the home and 
under the influence of Daniel T. Sher- 
man. Marvin’s brother, Nat, had mar- 
ried Elizabeth Sherman, and this brought 
him much to the Sherman home, only 
three miles away. Here he had access 
not only to Sherman’s society, but to 
his little library, and it is well known 
that at Sherman’s request he went to 
Old Bethany to preach his first sermon; 
and it was from Sherman’s gate that 
Marvin started to his first circuit on 
the western boundary of the state. 
About twelve years ago brother Sher- 
man, with his wife and youngest daugh- 
ter, Miss Ella, moved to Georgia. The 
change v, T as made in the hope that the 
milder climate of Georgia would be a 
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benefit to the health of Mrs. Sherman. 
He was then in comparatively good 
health, and was a strong man for his 
age. About eight years ago he had an 
attack of la grippe, from the effects of 
which he never fully recovered. He 
seemed gradually to lose the use of his 
limbs, and in his walk this affliction be- 
came very manifest, as he moved about 
the house and yard in a halting, drag- 
ging gait. Aside from this infirmity and 
inevitable weakening of age, he was gen- 
erally very well, and often remarked to 
his daughter, Mrs. Brown, with whom 
they lived, “how well*’ he felt. He had ' 
a severe fall about a j'ear ago, and since 
that time he had not been out on the 
ground, but walked daily in the house 
and on the porches. On the evening of 
January 11 he had been reading his pa- 
pers, and walked across the room to put 
them away. In returning to his chair, 
in some way unknown, he fell, striking 
the floor in a sitting position. He said 
he seemed to lose his balance, and his 
limbs seemed to have given way. He 
suffered intensely at times with his 
limb, which the physician said was very 
much strained. Up to seven a.m. of Jan- 
uary 21 the doctor said he saw no rea- 
son why he should not recover. Soon 
after, however, extreme pain set in, at- 
tended by congestion of brain, and at 
1:45 p.m. of January 21 the end came. 
So unexpected was his death that of his 
children only his daughter Mary was 
present at his bedside; his youngest 
daughter, Ella, being at her post of duty 
in Atlanta. For many years brother 
Sherman had lived before his family as 
one “in conscious communion” with 
God. In his personal memoranda this 
note is found: “During my first year in 
charge of Santa Fe Circuit, March 26, 
1879, I was enabled by faith to claim the 
experience of full salvation and perfect 
love.” His uniform testimony in all the 
later years of his life was: “I am ready, 
and only await the call of my blecsed 
Master.” Rev. T. J. Christian, who vis- 
ited him on Thursday before he died, 
and who conducted the simple funeral 
service at the home, said: “I found him 
still in this state of happy expectation 
and waiting.” The ninetieth Psalm was 
read, and the hymn commencing “Serv- 
ant of God, well done” was sung in con- 
nection with the Church burial service, 
and on the evening of January 22 he was 
laid to rest beside his wife, in a sunny 
spot of the Dalton cemetery.

Thomas M. Finney, who died October 
1, 1900, a few days after the last session 
of our Conference in St. Louis, was born 
in that city July 23, 1827. His family 
were among the earliest St. Louis Meth- 
odists. John Finney, his uncle, was one 
of the five who composed the first Meth- 
odist Society, old Fourth Street Church, 
founded in St. Louis January 1, 1821; 
while his father, William Finney, and his 
aunt, Mrs. Elizabeth Kells, were the first 
additions to its membership, and his 
mother, then Jane Lee, united in 1823. 
He was converted in this church when 
a young man, then full of the fashions 
and ambitions of the world. He was 
licensed to preach at the same church 
soon afterwards, July 1, 1850. and was 
admitted on trial in the St. Louis Con- 
ference, at Independence, Mo., July 10 of 
the same year. This came after a great 
struggle with himself, as he had been ad- 
mitted to the bar and was now enthu- 
siastically and successfully praticing his 
profession. He was thoroughly equipped 
intellectually, and wonderfully endowed 
naturally, for his life work. Besides a 
training of several years in the private 
schools of St. Louis, and being graduated 
from the St. Louis University in the 
class of 1844, he was graduated three 
years later from Yale University, and 
afterwards studied law on his return to 



St. Louis. He was recognized and hon- 
ored in our Church as a clear, logical, 
and forceful preacher; but he was most 
conspicuous in his service as a leader 
and administrator, a man of the finest 
foresight and business sense. It is diffi- 
cult to calculate the value of his coun- 
sels and service to our Church in Mis- 
souri. The most notable result of his 
work was on the line of Church Exten- 
sion, and the furtherance of the mate- 
rial interests of our whole work. Under 
his administration the following church- 
es in St. Louis and vicinity were built 
and established: St. John’s, Lafayette 
Park, Marvin, Immanuel, Ferguson, 
Kirkwood; and many were the others 
begun and fostered under his influence. 
The first six years of his ministry were 
successively spent in Saline county, at 
Jefferson City and Lexington, two years 
the pastoral limit. In 1856 he was ap- 
pointed to St. Louis and served various 
charges, among them the church of his 
spiritual birth. During fifteen years of 
his active ministry he was a presiding 
elder in St. Louis, serving in that capac- 
ity first in 1861 to 1868, and then from 
1884 to 1892. He edited the St. Louis 
Christian Advocate from 1869 to 1872, hav- 
ing previously, as agent, raised $75,00 > 
to establish the Southwestern Book axi l 
Publishing Company. He has immortal- 
ized himself as a writer in the author- 
ship of the “Life of Bishop Marvin,” one 
of the most perfect interpretations of 
that grand life. He was for forty years 
a member and active worker in the* 
Board of Curators of Central College, 
and a member of the convention which 
established it; for eighteen years, also, 
Curator of Bellevue Collegiate Institute: 
and in 1877, when overwhelmed with 
debt, it was relieved of it by his untiring 
energy, and tided over exigencies by his 
three 3 'ears’ presidency. From 1870 to 
• lie close of his life he was chairman 
and the leading spirit of the Conference 
Board of Missions in its very important 
work. He was president of the Board of 
Trustees of our Church; a number of 
years member of the General Board of 
Missions; served with distinction as a 
member of a number of General Confer- 
ences, and served on the Cape May Com- 
mission. The last eight years of his 
life he ga ve to the work of 'the St. Louis 
Provident Association, among the poor 
in connection with Mr. R. M. Scruggs’ 
its president and benefactor, and in it 
he ended his noble career of usefulness 
He was a man of strong and decided* 
character, whose convictions, when a 
matter of principle or judgment was in- 
volved, could not be easily changed. On 
the other hand, he was gentle, courteous, 
and sympathetic, ever ready to hellp by 
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counsel or personal service. He loved 
the Church, and served her and her in- 
terests with increasing effort and a con- 
suming zeal. Last year he had been ap- 
pointed to preach a semi-centennial ser- 
mon before ns, which his sickness pre- 
vented, and now we can but imperfectly 
review these facts, and thank God for his 
life of fifty years of loyalty and serv- 
ice to the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, especially in Southeast Missouri. 
Although his Christian life was marked 
by abundant and unceasing labor and 
great accomplishments in the cause of 
his Master, and which absorbed him to 
the very end, he saw in it all no merit 
nor glory. As he was dying, in answer 
to a friend, in faint and stammering 
speech, but with great emphasis and 
emotion, he expressed his utter repudia- 
tion of all dependence on good works, 
and his perfect and victorious faith in 
Christ’s atonement when he whispered: 

My hope is built on nothing less 
Than Jesus’ blood and righteousness. 

I dare not trust the sweetest frame, 

But wholly lean on Jesus’ name. 

On Christ, the Solid Rock, I stand, 

All other ground is sinking sand.

Warwick Briscoe was born in Bath 
county, now Highland county, Va., May 
8, 1819. At the age of thirty, or in 1849, 
he was admitted on trial into the Ken- 
tucky Annual Conference. On the 4th 
of September, 1850, the Western Vir- 
ginia Conference was organized at Par- 
kersburg by Bishop Andrew. Brother 
Briscoe was a charter member of the 
Conference, being transferred thereto 
and advanced to the class of the second 
year. From that day forth, as long as 
his strength would permit, he was an 
active and efficient member of this body. 
During the Civil War he remained at his 
post, traveling at the peril of his life, 
thereby doing much to preserve un- 
broken the chain of our Conference his- 
tory. Shortly after the six-year gap in 
the sessions of the Conference, occa- 
sioned by the war, he was appointed 
presiding elder of the Charleston District, 
which embraced, in addition to the ter- 
ritory now belonging, a large portion of 
what is now Fayette District. Without 
a single organization, with few friends 
and fewer members, he began the toil- 
some task of reorganization. At the end 
of his term much had been accomplished, 
and the foundations of the two districts 
were firmly reestablished. Brother Bris- 
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coe was instrumental in organizing the Ques. 21. What is the number of local 
congregation at Charleston in March, preachers and members in the several 



1851, and was, so far as we can learn, c 
the first Southern Methodist to preach in C 
that city. By a merciful Providence he 
was permitted to be present at the semi- 
centennial anniversary observed by that 
congregation March 17, 1901, just three 
weeks before the Easter Sabbath, which • 
was the date of his burial. He served j 
many charges, traveling over almost the s 
entire territory of our Conference, and j 
Avas as highly respected and honored as j 
he was Avidely knoAvn. His character as ] 
a man and minister was at all times j 
Avithout blemish. He AA’as peculiarly < 
fortunate in his marriage, which oc- 
curred early in his ministerial life. He 
Avas the father of seven children, five 
of them, Avith the faithful companion of 
his life, surviving him. Brother Briscoe 
passed into the eternal life April 5, 1901. 
in the full assurance of faith. Having 
been a superannuate since 1885, he was 
called to the Conference of the saints 
above; and we laid him to sleep under a 
boAver of Easter roses in the full hope 
of the doctrine of that holy season. 

Burwell S. Chambers entered the 
ranks of the Western Virginia Confer- 
ence September, 1858, and was called to 
his reward March 5, 1901. We are not in 
possession of the date of his birth, but 
he was about seventy years of age. 
Brother Chambers Avas a man of very 
peculiar endowments, and was in many 
respects a gifted man. Born and reared 
in our mountain country, he grew up 
amid rugged surroundings, and was him- 
self a rugged and strong man physical- 
ly. His mental endowments were of a 
high order, as avrs demonstrated by his 
peculiarly vigorous and original think- 
ing, as Avell as his eloquent preaching. 
Ordinarily he was a very quiet and re- 
served man. and really suppressed rath- 
er than magnified his gifts; and in con- 
sequence of this peculiarity he rarely 
passed for his true worth as a preacher. 
Much of his time was spent on the su- 
pernumerary and superannuated lists. 
Not ha\ r ing been regularly in the active 
aa t ork, he aars not as extensivelv known 
or as highly estimated at large as he 
Avould have been had he given the full 
measure of his services to the itinerant 
work. But he Avas a true man and lived 
a consistent life, and when the end came 
he aars ready, and said, “Come around 
me and see how a Christian can die.”

Mannen Duren was born in or near 
Warsaw, Mo., September 10, 1834. Of 
his early life, when he was converted 
and joined the Church, we have no 
knowledge. He was licensed to preach 
August 6, 1856, by the Quarterly Confer- 
ence of W T arsaw Circuit, under the pres- 
idency of D. A. Leeper, and at the same 
time recommended as a suitable person 
to become an itinerant preacher; and 
in September of that year the St. Louis 
Conference, at its session in Charleston, 
under the presidency of Bishop Pierce, 
admitted him on trial. His first ap- 
pointment was to the Buffalo Circuit; 
1857, to Nevada Circuit; 1858, Bloom 
Garden Circuit; 1859, Pineville Circuit; 
1860, located. August 25, 1858, he was 
married to Miss Samantha J. Austin, of 
Vernon county, who died about one 
month ago. Two children, a son and a 
daughter, survive him. In October, 1858, 
he was admitted into full connection in 
the Conference, and ordained deacon bv 
Bishop Pierce. While local, he lived two 
years in Clinton, three in Fort Scott, 
Kans., and six in Nevada, Mo. He was 
ordained elder by Bishop Pierce in 1869. 
He was readmitted into the Southwest 
Missouri Conference at its first session 
held in Kansas City in 1871. His subse- 
quent fields of labor were: Index Cir- 
cuit, Columbus, two years: Harrison- 
ville, two years; Wellington, Longwood, 
Arrow Rock, two years; Lamonte, Pap- 
insville,and Walker. Here his health gave 
wav, and his name was placed on the list 
of superannuates, where it remained 
two years; then on the supernumerary 
list, where it remained till one year ago. 
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when he was again placed among the 
superannuates. Brother Duren was a 
preacher a little over forty-four years — 
eleven local, sixteen effective, and four- 
teen supernumerary and superannuate. 
During this last period of his life he 
lived in Nevada and engaged in secular 
business, thereby supporting himself 
and family and contributing liberally to 
Church enterprises. During all these 
years he received but twenty-five dollars 
from the Conference fund. Near the 
close of the year 1899 he moved to Kan- 
sas City, where he fell asleep January 
23, 1901. Brother Duren was a Chris- 
tian gentleman, a good preacher of the 
word, and a safe counsc lor. Withal he 
was a great sufferer. He went down to 
the tomb gently, slowly, surely, safely. 
He knew whom he had trusted, and was 
assured that he would keep that which 
he had committed to him against that 
day. His body was wasted and feeble, 
but his mind was bright and clear, his 
faith in lively exercise, and his hope 
anchored within the veil. “When the 
roll is called up yonder,” Mannen Duren 
“will be there.”

E. W. Bottomley was the son of Rev. 
Thomas Bottomley and his saintly wife. 
Further comment on such parentage is 
superfluous among Southern Methodists. 
The place of his birth was Milchester, 
near Baltimore, Md., in the year 1837. 
His early years were those of a child in 
the home of a godly, devoted Methodist 
itinerant preacher and teacher. He at- 
tended school in Hopkinsville, Elkton, 
Russellville, and Bardstown. In the year 
1855, at the age of eighteen, he began 
the study of jiharmacy in the old Uni- 
versity of Louisville. Three years later, 
in 1858, he graduated with the degree of 
M.D. He began the practice of medicine 
in Paducah, and became associated with 
the distinguished Dr. J. B. Johnson, of 
that place. After residing there a year 
he moved to South Gibson, Tenn., where 
he formed a partnership with Dr. Yan- 
dell. He became unhappy under the 
•conviction that he w T as called to preach 
and was refusing to follow the leading 
of God’s Spirit. He passed through that 
fiery ordeal, which so many true souls 
have undergone, when called to preach, 
after entering upon a career for which 
they have specially prepared themselves. 
He loved his chosen profession, and the 
struggle was a bitter one, but finally he 
turned his back upon his hopes and as- 
pirations and became a physician of 
souls. In 1860, when the Louisville Con- 
ference met in Bowling Green, he made 
application for admission on trial, and 
was received. Then followed a career of 
devout usefulness, seldom equaled and 
never surpassed in this Conference. His 
appointments were as follows: Peters- 
burg, 1860-1; Brandenburg, 1861-3; Bowl- 
ing' Green, 1863-5; Portland. 1865-6; 
Brandenburg, 1866-7; Campbellsville, 
1867-8; Twelfth Street, Louisville, 1868-9; 
Hawesville, 1S69-71; AlLensville, 1S71-2; 
Franklin, 1872-4; Elkton. 1874-8: Leba- 
non, 1878-82; Hopkinsville, 1882-6; Hen- 



derson, 1889-90; Marcus Lindsey Memo- 
rial, Louisville, 1890-3; Chestnut Street, 
Louisville, 1893-7; Lander Memorial, Lou- 
isville, 1897-1900; Wilson Memorial, 1900- 
01. It was from the last-named charge 
that, surrounded by a devoted congrega- 
tion, he passed, after months of suffer- 
ing, into the presence of the King. 
Physically brother Bottomley was a 
small man, of graceful carriage and 
clear-cut aristocratic features. As he 
grew older and his hair whitened into 
a silvery softness, his face acquired a 
very saintly cast of countenance. This 
was not marred, rather was it enhanced, 
by the neat and immaculate character 
of his attire. His whole personal ap- 
pearance was an exhalation of his in- 
ner life. It bespoke modesty, gentle- 
ness, purity, truth, devotion to high 
ideals. He was a Christian gentleman 
in the highest sense. His home life was 
singularly beautiful. He was married 
June 4, 1867, to Miss Anna Walker, 
daughter of Judge Walker, of Branden- 
burg. She and three daughters and one 
son survive him. To them his loss is 
inexpressibly great. May God comfort 
them. Judged by the New Testament 
standard of the Christian ministry, 
brother Bottomley was a model servant 
of Jesus Christ. If he possessed a single 
defect it was his failure to project the 
weight of his personality into certain 
spheres of social and ecclesiastical life. 
On the other hand, this seeming defect 
may have been the elimination of that 
spirit of self-seeking and selfishness 
which is a bar to the effort of the Spirit 
to make man an image of Christ. Far 
better the beautiful, harmonious life he 
has left us than one of larger force with 
greater distortion. And yet, to judge 
by outward results merely, what man 
ever left a wider influence for good 
upon the charges committed to his care? 
What minister has ever been more be- 
loved by those whom he served? Even 
in congregations of which he was pastor 
during the Civil War, when house was 
divided against house and father against 
son, the memory of his impartial, loving 
life abides among those who remain 
from that day. In his later appoint- 
ments his memory is like sweet oint- 
ment poured forth. Edmund W. Bot- 
tomley was an apostle of what Matthew 
Arnold calls the doctrine of “sweetness 
and light.” The influence of such lives 
in a community and in a Conference is 
blessed beyond words. It is the most 
powerful argument for Christianity 
which Christianity possesses. It is un- 
answerable. When we think of them we 
seem to be listening to rare music. It 
was God’s melody striking the plectrum 
of a devoted life. As was said of Armin- 
ius, “There lived a man whom it was 
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not, possible for those who knew him 
sufficiently to esteem; those who enter- 
tained no esteem for him are such as 
never knew him.*’

S. W. Speer was born near Nashville, 
Tenn., August 9, 1815; died at the home 
of his good friends, Mr. and Mrs. W. H. 
Hoover, near Nicholasville, Ky., October 
5, 1900. He was the youngest of the 
twelve children of Moses and Amelia 
Ewing Speer. His father was a Metho- 
dist preacher and his mother a pious 
woman, the memory of whose prayers 
with him as a child was sweet to Dr. 
Speer, when he visited the dilapidated 
old home four years ago. Methodist 
preachers were familiar visitors in the 
home of his boyhood, and from them 
he early learned the doctrine which in 
after life he so ably defended and pro- 
claimed. When he was ten years old he 
had memorized the four gospels of the 
New Testament. We have no data from 
which to give the time of his conversion 
nor anything of his early education. He 
was ordained deacon by Bishop x\ndrew 
at Lebanon, Tenn., November 9, 1834, and 
elder by Bishop Morris at Vicksburg, 
Miss., December 11, 1836. From these 
records it appears that he joined the 
Tennessee Conference at the age of sev- 
enteen years, and that he transferred to 
Mississippi in less than two years after- 
wards. His first charge was Stone Riv- 
er Circuit, in Tennessee. At one time 
he had a charge in New Orleans, but 
must have spent most of his early min- 
istry in country charges in Missis- 
sippi. He was also at the head of a 
school for girls at Natchez, Miss., and 

I in later years conducted a similar in- 
stitute at Lagrange, Tenn. In 1863 he 
transferred to the Louisville Conference, 
and served four years as pastor at Hop- 
"kinsville, then transferred to the Ken- 
tucky Conference, in which he contin- 
ued as a member until his decease. He 
was superannuated the last five or six 
years of his life, having been put on that 



list over his protest and continued on 
it against his will. He had a great am- 
bition to serve as an effective preacher 
to the last, but his brethren retired him 
in love and kindness and without desire 
to injure his feelings. His years in the 
Kentucky Conference were full of la- 
bor and crowned with much success. On 
the very last charge he served — Vance- 
burg — stands a nice parsonage built 
through his efforts; at Williamstown 
the beautiful house of worship was 
erected under his care and management; 
and other monuments of his worth are 
to be found where this true servant of 
God wrought. He was a member of 
the Convention held at Louisville, Ky., 
in May, 1845, when the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, was formed; and 
art the time of his death only two mem- 
bers of that heroic gathering were left — 
Dr. Hunter, of Little Rock, Ark., and 
Dr. Berryman, of Celedonia, Mo. Dr. 
Speer was honored by his brethren by 
being sent to one or more General Con- 
ferences as a delegate. He was an ex- 
traordinary man. Although not enjoying 
superior educational advantages early 
in life, yet toward the close he became 
known as a ripe scholar, and he was al- 
ways an instructive preacher. He inves- 
tigated a subject thoroughly, and when 
he discussed it publicly it was ably pre- 
sented. As an examiner of undergrad- 
uates in the Conference course he was 
very thorough, as well as kind and pa- 
tient toward the young men. He had 
much poetic spirit, and the result of his 
musings is scores of poems, many of 
which have been seen in the publica- 
tions of the Church. In his very last ill- 
ness he quoted some original verses to 
his daughter. Miss Abbie, when she in- 
quired how he was feeling. Dr. Speer 
was twice married. His first wife was 
Abigail F. Willmarth; and their only 
child, a daughter, bearing her mother’s 
full name, is still living, and holds a 
position as teacher in Soule College, Mur- 
freesboro, Tenn. She is a noble woman, 
and was loyal and true to her honored 
father to the end. The second wife 
was Antoinette Bliss, with whom he 
lived long enough to celebrate a “gold- 
en wedding,” and who quietly w'aits to 
follow him to heaven. Their four chil- 
dren all passed to the other shore be- 
fore their father, and doubtless greeted 
him there. Funeral services were con- 
ducted in his honor at the Nicholasville 
church, and his body was sent to Wil- 
braliam. Mass., for interment. 

S. S. Deering was born in .Greenup 
county, Kv.. April 10, 1815. His father, 
Richard Deering. was a North Carolin- 
ian by birth, and his mother a Virgin- 
ian. They were both stanch Methodists. 
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With such goodly parentage, and under 
favorable conditions of home training, 
he Avas converted and joined the Church 
at the age of iifteen. He was naturally 
endowed with a good mind, keen sensi- 
bilities, and strong will poAver. From 
the time of his conversion, with him 
Christianity was a verity, and the Bible 
a “thus saith the Lord.” He was li- 
censed to preach in 1834 under the pre- 
siding eldership of Rev. Jonathan Stam- 
per. A call to preach the gospel as he 
understood it meant to use his best en- 
deavors to qualify himself for such a 
Avork. He read, studied, and toiled 
under the conviction that “thou God 
seest me, and hath sent me.” The Bible 
was his daily companion. His habits of 
study he carried with him into the min- 
istry, and in this Avay he very soon be- 
came acquainted with the theological 
text-books of Christianity. His doctri- 
nal sermons AA^ere all clean, plain, and 
his expositions of the divine word were 
generally satisfactory to the people 
whom he serA T ed. He Avas very zealous 
from his entrance upon the Avork of 
the ministry; he was never triflingly 
employed; he preached wherever he 
found an open door, and visited and 
taught from house to house. He was 
a great organizer. By his agency three 
camp-meeting encampments Avere estab- 
lished in the bounds of his own Confer- 
ence, two of which remain to-day. Un- 
der his ministry Sunday schools were or- 
ganized, family altars erected, churches 
and parsonages Avere built or bought. 
On this line his faith overcame moun- 
tains of obstruction, and bridged what 
seemed impossible to others. Here, ac- 
cording to the measure of his capacity, 
he made full proof of his ministry. 
During his ministry he filled some of 
the best appointments within the Confer- 
ence, and would only consent to retire 
from active work by reason of failing 
health and loss of sight. He was given 
the superannuated relation in 1887, but 
that relation did not discontinue his life 
work. He continued to preach, write 
for the papers, and distribute Chris- 
tian literature to the day of his death. 
In 1840 brother Deering was happily mar- 
ried to Miss Martha Nall, of Hartford, 
Ky. For twenty-five years they trod the 
path of life together, she being an angel 
of mercy to him— tireless in her minis- 
trations for his comfort, and true in her 
deA'otion to the cause he had espoused. 
At her death his heart was made des- 
olate, but his religious faith made him 
glad in the hope of meeting her again. In 
1880 he was married the second time to 
Mrs. Mary Stringer, of Richmond, Ky., 
who was equally true to him in his de- 
clining years. She survives him Tinder 
the burden of this great bereavement, 



but she and the children born unto them 
will know where to find him. Brother 
Deering died Avhile the bells Avere ring- 
ing, calling the people to church in the 
little city of Nicholasville, on the morn- 
ing of January 27, 1901. His testimony 
was clear to the last. To his daughter 
he said, “My sky is as bright as the 
noonday.” Thus passed away one whose 
name is a preciuos memory in thousands 
of homes in Kentucky, and AA r hose loving 
ministry in times of sorrow will never 
pass from the loving hearts of those 
to Avhom he ministered. Peace to his 
memory! 

W. H. Winter, was born in Franklin 
county, Ky., August 27, 1823, and died 
at his home in Milton, Trimble county, 
Kv., March 1, 1901. He was the son of 
James and Harriet Winter, and one of 
their twelve children, all of whom pre- 
ceded him to the eternal Avorld, save one 
who resides in Maysville, Ky. Brother 
Winter w T as tAvice married. His first wife 
was Miss Amanda Hunt, of Lewis coun- 
ty, Ky. Of this union several children 
Avere born, two of Avhom survive him — 
a son, William, and Mrs. Knapp; both 
live in Missouri. The second wfife was 
Mrs. Atherton, to whom he wus married 
in 1874. When the subject of this 
sketch Avas quite young his father Avith 
his family moved to Missouri, and dying 
soon after left the mother Avith a large 
family of helpless children Avith little 
of this world’s goods. Soon afterwards 
they returned to Kentucky and settled 
in Lewis county. He joined the Metho- 
dist Church, during a camp meeting at 
Bethel Camp Ground in LeAvis county, 
August 20, 1841, and was happily convert- 
ed on the 23d day of the same month. 
For almost sixty years he served his 
Lord and Master. Now his religious 
life began in earnest. He became a 
leader in prayer meetings, and was soon 
appointed class leader, exhorter, and 
then in regular order was licensed to 
preach in the fall of 1853. He served 
the Poplar Plains Circuit that year as 
junior preacher with brother John C. 
Hardy, of sacred memory. Brother 
Winter joined the Kentucky Conference 
in the fall of 1854, at Maysville, Ky., and 
was appointed to the Somerset Circuit. 
He served the work tAvo years with large 
success in gathering people into the 
Church. At the Winchester Conference, 
1856, he was appointed to the Irvine 
charge, and served two years with great 
acceptability, and Avas also successful 
in Avinning souls to Christ. In 1858, at 
the Conference held at Millersburg, he 
was appointed to Cynthiana. and served 
one year. In 1859, at Georgetown, he 
was appointed to Alexandria charge. 
For two years he served these people. 
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having great revivals and great ingath- 
erings. Alexandria Circuit had a new 
history from that time on. At the Con- 
ference held in Paris, Ivy., 1861, he was 
sent to New Castle, where he served 
two years, and made many friends. At 
the Shelbyville Conference, in 1863, he 
was sent to Bloomfield, and served this 
charge two years. He was then ap- 
pointed to Taylorsville, at that memora- 
ble Conference of 1865, held in Coving- 
ton, Ivy. At the Conference held at 
Winchester, 1866, he was sent to Rich- 
mond, lvv. In 1867, at the Lexington 
Conference, he was appointed to Perry- 
ville, Ky. At the Conference held in 
Frankfort in 1868, he was appointed to 
Oddville. In 1869, at the Conference held 
in Cynthiana, he was appointed to Simp- 
sonville. In 1870, at the Conference hel l 
in Covington, he was appointed to the 
Shelby Circuit. In 1871, at the Paris 
Conference, he was sent to Hardinsville. 
At the Conference held in Lexington, 
1873, he was appointed to Salvisa charge, 
and served it two years. At Maysville, 
1875, h«* was appointed to Germantown, 
where lie served four years. At Rich- 
mond. 1879, he was sent to Lockport, and 
served two years. At Danville, 1881, he 
was appointed to Floydsburg. At Cyn- 
Ihiana, 1883, he was appointed to Milton 
charge, which he served four years. At 
Covington, 1887, he was appointed to 
Bedford, and served fo\ir years. At Har- 
rodsburg, in 1891, he was appointed to 
Campbellsburg. x\t Middleboro, in 1893, 
he was returned to Milton and served 
as pastor three years. At Somerset, 
1896, he was superannuated at his own 
request. He was a man of good preaah- 
ing ability. He gathered from all 
sources and in the crucible of his mind 
transmuted all into good, crisp, sensi- 
ble sermons and exhortations. He was 
a man of the people, a people’s man, and 
a popular preacher. His character was 
pure gold. How suddenly the end came! 
How unexpected to us all! What enforce- 
ment of the text, “Be ye also ready!” 
He was ready. The wheels of life stood 
still; the pitcher was suddenly broken 
at the fountain; the redeemed spirit as- 
cended to its God.

James Johnson Johnstone was born 
in Henry county, Ky., August 25, 1826, 
and was reared by parents of strict 
Presbyterian faith. When our country 
was called upon to pay the last tribute 
of respect to the lamented George 
Washington, the beautiful and talented 
Elizabeth Johnstone, who was acting as 
flower girl, also recited a touching poem 
in keeping with the occasion. This 
young lady afterwards became the wife 
of John Johnstone and the mother of 
James Johnson Johnstone, the subject 



of this memoir. At the age of seven- 
teen he joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church while attending camp meeting 
at Crane’s Camp Ground. At once es- 
pousing the doctrine of his choice, he 
began preaching at the age of twenty- 
two. He joined the Kentucky Confer- 
ence in 1860. Having never had the ad- 
vantage of a collegiate education, but 
blessed with nature’s best gift, a clear 
and investigating mind, he soon devel- 
oped great love for books and knowl- 
edge. Mastering some of the dead lan- 
guages, he became a great scholar and 
teacher; was chosen principal of the 
Carrollton High School; taught at New- 
port, and founded Ayers Academy and 
gave the name to College Hill in Madi- 
son county. Here he was so well be- 
loved that these people built a church 
at Doylesville and named it for this 
great and good man, Johnstone’s Chap- 
el. During our Civil War brother John- 
stone’s sympathy was with the North, 
and he was chosen chaplain of the 
Sixth Kentucky Volunteers. On Decem- 
ber 30, 1847, he was married to Eliza- 
beth Kephart, who survives him. Unto 
this union were born twelve children. 
Those surviving are Dr. Silas Johnstone, 
Mrs. Dr. Robert Combs, and Mrs. William 
Scudder, of Madison county; Misses 
Bettie and Jennie and Mr. James John- 
stone, of Henry county. Among the 
dead are Mrs. Dr. Butler, Robert and 
Tevis Johnstone. Being possessed of a 
fine physique and commanding appear- 
ance and a lovely spirit, brother John- 
stone always secured respect and atten- 
tion wherever called, and numbered his 
admiring friends as legion. As a mem- 
ber of his Conference he stood second 
to none. He was loyal to his superiors, 
true to every trust and obligation, re- 
ceiving his appointments with right- , 
eons submission, and going to his peo- 
ple with the beautiful story of the cross 
with joy in his soul — having held some 
of the best and most responsible places 
in his Church as pastor and as elder. As 
a preacher he had few equals: clear in 
logic, sound in doctrine, and a deep in- 
vestigator, he was able to give to his 
hearers sermons full of love and in- 
struction. His preaching was accept- 
able to the most classic and easily un- 
derstood by the less fortunate. Thou- 
sands weep at his departure, recalling so 
many instances wherein he had b^en 
helpful to them in their religious lives. 
Many claim him as the one who pointed 
them to the cross. The consequences 
of old age and the ravages of disease 
brought the good man to his end. For 
some time he was confined to his room 
and his bed. As he lay suffering not a 
murmur was heard, but instead, “Thv 
will be done.” He had preached many 
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excellent sermons, but as he lay upon 
his bed of affliction he seemed to dip 
deeper into the fountain. Relying upon 
the promise of his Master, said he: “I 
have a mansion up yonder; I have tried 
to be a faithful steward; I shall expect 
a crown. I leave my family in the hands 
of the Lord. He shall care for them.” So 
ended this beautiful life, July 25, 1901. 
May it be reproduced in those who shall 
follow. His body was carried by loving 
friends to the Methodist church and 
rested in front of the stand, behind 
which he had so often stood and 
preached to the edification of large 
congregations. At his funeral gathered 
friends from all directions. . We laid his 
body to rest in the Pleasureville ceme- 
tery, there to await the great resurrec- 
tion. As we turned away from his 
grave, with sorrowing hearts, we were 
confronted with the thought that he 
rests with Jesus, who shall greet him 
with, “Well done, thou good and faith- 
ful servant, enter into the joys of thy 
Lord.”

Tiiomas Doddridge Bauer, was born 
in Bath, Steuben county. New York, July 
23, 1835, and died in Paio Alto, Cal., June 
26, 1901. Brother Bauer was converted 
when a lad of twelve. He early felt 
called to the ministry, but sought to sat- 



isfy his conscience with doing religious 
work as a layman. This did not satisfy 
him, and at last, in his language, “Jonah 
went to Nineveh.” He was now a resi- 
dent of the state of Missouri, and a 
member of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. He was licensed to 
preach in 1878, and admitted on trial into 
the St. Louis Conference in 1879. He was 
ordained deacon by Bishop Pierce, Sep- 
tember 25, 1881, in the city of St. Louis. 
In 1883 he was transferred to the Pacific 
Conference, and was ordained elder in 
the city of Santa Rosa, October 12, 1884, 
Bishop Granbery officiating. He was mar- 
ried October 23, 1883, soon after his ar- 
rival in California, to Miss Eliza Litton, 
at the home of her aunt, Mrs. Bubb, in 
Mountain View. This marriage was a 
happy one. They were congenial com- 
panions, and were equally devoted to the 
work. Brother Bauer’s seventeen years 
of service in California was faithful serv- 
ice. His appointments were not always 
easy ones, but he never faltered. To him 
his last appointment was the hardest of 
all — that to the superannuated relation. 
This was made necessary by his declining 
health. He and his faithful wife settled 
in Palo Alto, where she hoped, by tak- 
ing boarders, to be able to support them. 
Five weeks before the end came he was 
stricken with apoplexy, from which he 
never rallied. After this he was ration- 
al only at intervals, and then usually 
for only a few moments at a time. The 
only exception was on Monday morning, 
June 17, when he remained entirely ra- 
tional most of the morning, and asked 
to have the sacrament of the Lord’s 
Sapper administered to him- Rev. L. M. 
Burwell, pastor of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South, was sent for, and his 
request granted. Brother Burwell re- 
ports it a blessed hour. While waiting 
for the coming of brother Burwell, sis- 
ter Bauer asked him if he thought he 
was going to die. He replied, “Yes,” 
and added that he was not only willing, 
but happy, on account of the prospect of 
entering the blessed home above. Pre- 
vious to this he had said, “l do not care 
to live unless I work.” He was asked, 
“What work?” and replied, “Why, I’m a 
preacher!” He died well. It is known 
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I Mem- 



that we have no church in Palo Alto, 
and our brother in his affliction was only 
cheered by occasional visits from his 
brethren of this Conference; but our 
lack of service was made up by the con- 
stant ministrations of brother Burwell 
and his people, who have the gratitude 
of this body. Funeral services were 
held at the residence on Friday after- 
noon, June 28, condticted by Rev. W. P. 

Andrews, assisted by Revs. J. C. Sim- 
mons, J. C. Pendergrast, and J. C. Woot- Petaluma 
en, of his own Church, and Rev. L. W. 

Burwell, of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church; after which his body was con- 
veyed to Mountain View, where, in the 
cemetery at that place, near the dust 
of the sainted Myers and Burnett, it was 
consigned to the tomb to await the res- 
urrection. He left no offspring of his; 
his widow only is with us. May she find 
in each of his brethren a friend, and may 
her crown be decked with many stars 
when she rejoins her ascended husband. 

J. M. Martin was born in Mississippi. 

He grew up a religious young man, and 
was an applicant of the Louisiana Con- 
ference, in the first year. He was 
transferred to the Pacific Conference in 
1899 as an applicant of the first year, 
and appointed to Hanford. During the 
year he was not able to preach a single 
sermon. He was among the people, who 
appreciated his religious character, and 
took care of him. At the last Confer- 
ence he received the appointment of 
colporter. He was not able to do any 
work, and returned to his parents in 
Hemphill, Tex., soon after Conference, 
and died in a little while. His career 
was short, but his life was bright. His 
young manhood was consecrated to 
God, and he lived to his glory, though he 
was unable to meet the call to preach 
the gospel. He still lives, and is at 
home with “our Father” in heaven.

William H. Hexderson was born Sep- 
tember 29, 1846, in Sullivan county, near 
Paperville, Tenn. He was the son of 
Thomas J. and Sarah Henderson, of 
whom we know but little, but we are in- 
formed that they were honest, industri- 
ous. and good people. Brother Hender- 
son joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in 1865. About the same time he 
was converted, though there is no rec- 
ord of the date of that important event. 
After reaching his majority he taught, 
school, worked on a farm, and for sev- 
eral years was an engineer on the Nor- 
folk and Western Railroad. He was mar- 
ried to Miss Laura A. Pippin, of Wash- 
ington county, Va., in 1885. To this 
union were born five children — four 
daughters and one son — all of whom are 
living and are in the care of Mrs. E. E. 
Wiley, at the Greeneville Orphanage. 
Brother Henderson’s early advantages 
were not the best. He had a life of much 
labor, but he made the best of his talents 
that his circumstances would permit. 
He was licensed to preach by the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church in 1887, and the 
same year was admitted on trial into 
the Holston Conference, Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, and received regular ap- 
pointments from that Conference until 
the fall of 1895. when he united with the 
Holston Conference, Methodist Episco- 



pal Church, South, at Tazewell, Va., and 
was appointed to Bristol Circuit. He 
served with great acceptability the fol- 
lowing charges: Bristol Circuit, Mendota 
Circuit, Grundy Mission, and Decatur 
Circuit. He was a close and diligent stu- 
dent in matters of religion, and kept 
well informed upon all that was occur- 
ring in the religious and political world. 
But it was in the daily study of the Holy 
Scriptures that he took the deepst and 
most constant delight. Here he found 
the source of all his joy, his comfort, and 
his strength. He stored his mind full of 
its precious truths, and when in great 
sorrow and deep trouble they were his 
solace and comfort. He had been in good 
health and spirits, with the exception of 
a light attack of In grippe and a slight 
case of indigestion, but the doctor did 
not regard it as of a serious nature. He 
preached twice on Sunday, February 24. 
1901 — in the morning at Decatur and in 
the evening three and one-half miles 
away, at Stewart’s Chapel. He was unu- 
sually happy, and preached with great 
power and liberty. At the close of his 
sermon on Sunday evening, hearing of a 
sick member three miles away, he went 
to see her and spent the night with the 
family. He talked joyfully with the fam- 
ily about religion and the interest of the 
Church. He retired seemingly well, not 
complaining in the least, except that he 
felt a little tired from the day’s labor. 
He was found next morning dead in his 
bed, just as he had retired. He passed 
away some time during the night with- 
out a struggle, and a peaceful smile rest- 
ed on his face. Tt was a great shock not 
only to his famity and friends, but to the 
members and friends of the Decatur Cir- 
cuit. No man in so short a time could 
hope to gain a higher place in all hearts. 
The people seemed to take to him at 
once and recognized him as a man of 
God. He was a faithful and earnest pas- 
tor, a good practical preacher and zeal- 
ous worker. He had a fair education, 
and possessed a vigorous native intellect, 
all of which he consecrated to Christ and 
his Church. He possessed a clear con- 
ception of the great doctrines of the 
Holy Bible and of Methodism, and failed 
not to proclaim them with an earnest- 
ness born of a burning zeal for the sal- 
vation of immortal souls. Many souls 
saved by his life and preaching will 
doubtless rise up in the morning of the 
resurrection and call him blessed. 
Brother Henderson was loved and re- 
spected by all who knew him. He never 
forgot a friend or a kindness. He was a 
man of clean lips and pure speech. He 
never murmured or complained at the 
hard places that fell to his lot, but like 
a good soldier of Jesus Christ he stood 
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at his post, and discharged his duties and gentle Christian bearing won for 
like a hero that he was. He desLed to him friends from the start; and had his.

E. W. Walker was born in Hawkins 
county, September 10, 1866, where he 
grew up like most country boys, work- 
ing on the farm and going to school as 
opportunity afforded. His father was a 
consistent member of the Primitive Bap- 
tist Church, his mother a devoted Meth- 
odist. She died when he was only ten 
years old, but she had well laid the foun- 
dation of a true Christian character in 
her son, and her dying request to meet 
her in heaven was a perpetual inspira- 
tion to him to live a holy, consecrated, 
Christian life, and had no little influence 
in causing him to become a Methodist 
preacher. He was converted in 1884, un- 
der the ministry of Rev. J. K. Wolfe, and 
from the first felt a strong conviction 
that it was his duty to preach, and at 
once began to exercise his gifts and 
graces, and soon thereafter entered upon 
his life work. He was married to Miss 
Callie V. Kite, November 13, 1887. The 
fruit of this union was six children, two 
of whom preceded tlieir father to the 
heavenly rest — one, the baby boy, fol- 
lowing after. Brother Walker joined the 
Holston Conference at Morristown, 
Tenn., October, 1889. His first charge 
■was Erwin Mission, a hard work, where 
he did effective service. In 1890 he was 
sent to Kingsport Circ\iit, which charge 
he served with great acceptability for 
three years. From there he went to 
Hawkins Circuit, in the bounds of which 
he had been brought up. There he re- 
mained until removed by the four-years’ 
time limit. He was perchance more suc- 
cessful there than in any other field in 
which he labored. It was with profound 
regret that his people gave him up. He 
went from there to Cumberland Gap Cir- 
cuit for two years, and from there to 
Jasper Circuit for two years. While 
there his health began to decline. At 
Conference last fall, at Chattanooga, he 
thought he was able for work and that 
with a change of climate he would be as 
effective as ever. He was sent to Welch 
and Panther. W. Va., where he arrived in 
due time, and entered hopefully and 
heartily into his work with very encour- 
aging prospects. His humble, affable. 



When most men would have given up 
and stopped, he still kept on, visiting the 
sick when he ought to have been in bed 
himself, preaching the gospel when his 
voice was so weak that he could scarce- 
ly be heard; stopping in the midst of his 
discourse many times and gasping for 
breath, he would still declare the mes- 
sage of life and salvation. He seemed 
determined to die at his post. When he 
had to surrender it was without a mur- 
mur. He said time and again: “It is hard 
to have to quit work; but it is the Lord’s 
will, and I know it is right.” During his 
illness and great suffering his physician 
said he could not understand how he 
could bear it all and never complain. Many 
who were with him much said they never 
saw such an exhibition of Christian pa- 
tience in any one. His people stood by him 
nobly, and did all that was possible to be 
done for his temporal comfort. A great- 
er exhibition of kindness and devotion 
was never seen than the people of every 
Church showed, and those who were of 
no Church. But, in spite of physicians 
and kindly attention, brother Walker 
had to die. The last religious service held 
with him was conducted by J. W. Brown- 
ing and .T. W. Rader, and at his request 
his baby boy was dedicated to God in 
holy baptism. At this service he request- 
ed them to sing the hymn, “Just a Little 
While,” and as the song was being sung 
he became very happy, and said: “Tell 
my brethren that all is well, that there 
is not a cloud in my sky. All that both- 
ers me,” said he, “is leaving my wife and 
little ones alone in the world.” Truly it 
may be said his was a useful life and a 
triumphant death. In May, 1901, the 
weary wheels of life stood still, and his 
soil l went, away to live with God. The 
funeral services were conducted in the 
Methodist church at Welch, where he 
had preached his last, sermon, by J. W. 
Browning, ,T. W. Rader, J. R. Hunter, and 
T. R. Handy, his presiding elder. His 
remains were laid away in the cemetery 
at Graham, Va., to await the resurrection 
of the just.

Abram Adams was born in Lowndes 
■county, Ala., March 8, 1831, and died at 
his home in Savannah, Los Angeles coun- 
ty, Cal., April 10, 1901, having but just 
completed his threescore years and ten. 
We know not the date of his conversion 
and reception into the Church; but that 



his conversion was an experimental fact 
and blessed memory with him no one 
can doubt who knew the intensity of his 
nature. He was licensed to preach at 
Salem Church, Ala., April 5, 1856, and was 
admitted on trial into the Alabama Con- 
ference in the autumn of the same year. 
He was ordained deacon by Bishop Paine, 
November 27, 1858; and elder by Bishop 
Andrews, December 16, 1860. During the 
thirteen years of his ministry in Ala- 
bama and Mississippi he served several 
important charges, being at one time 
presiding elder of the Tuscaloosa Dis- 
trict, and having under him such men 
as Dr. Thomas O. Summers and Dr. Wil- 
liam M. Wightman, afterwards Bishop 
Wightman. In 1865 he was happily mar- 
ried to Miss Belle E. Williams, who fof* 
forty years shared the burdens and cares 
of an itinerant preacher’s life. In 1869 
brother Adams came to California, and 
was the first pastor of our Church in Los 
Angeles. In 1870 he assisted in the or- 
ganization of the Los Angeles Annual 
Conference, and until health and strength 
failed him he drew not back his shoul- 
der from any burden the Church saw fit 
to lay upon him, and *eceived in great 
meekness any honors it was pleased to 
confer. He was twice elected a delegate 
to the General Conference. He served al- 
most all the charges in Southern Califor- 
nia, from the most important stations 
down to some of the humblest missions. 
We are not sure he would be pleased with 
this phraseology of the last sentence, 
for he did not grade pastoral charges as 
high or low; he did not measure alti- 
tudes as some men measure. The tears 
through which we view the virtues and 
faults of our departed friends tend to 
magnify the former, and to obscure the 
latter; but it needed not death to reveal 
to us the goodness and greatness of our 
departed brother. One w T hose estimate 
of men we have ever found to be correct 
and fair has said of brother Adams. 
“For years I have regarded him as one of 
the greatest men we had in the West; 
and uow that he is gone, I wonder that 
I did not esteem him more highly.” His 
greatness was not of the showy kind; 
it did not consist in those elements that 
call forth the applause of the populace. 
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Not with a critic's cold precision would 
we offer an analysis of his character, but 
lovingly and reverently mention some of 
those gifts and graces which marked 
him out as a man among men. In the 
first place, brother Adams possessed 
great intellectual power. He had a 
strong, clear, and logical mind, well 
trained by persistent thought on the 
great actualities of life, and stored with 
a rich fund of information about spirit- 
ual things. For the past few years he 
was in great physical weakness; but it 
was a matter of surprise to us that 
thsre was so little evidence of mental de- 
crepitude. In our Conference assemblies 
he never or seldom spoke when matters 
of small import were being discussed; 
but when questions of vital interest 
came up he was always ready, and his 
utterances were clear, bold, and weighty. 
He was an instructive, edifying preach- 
er and conversationalist. He loved to 
preach and converse on the great themes 
of the gospel; but he would become very 
uncommunicative whenever conversation 
turned into common twaddle. Secondly, 
brother Adams was a good man, a guile- 
less man. Of him, as of Abraham, we 
eould say, “He was the friend of God”; 
and every one of us felt that in him each 
had a friend whom he could trust with 
no fear of betrayal. The very feebleness 
of his body in the infirmities of age 
seemed to be a medium for the revelation 
of the goodness and greatness of his 
soul. This soundness of judgment and 
purity of heart made brother Adams one 
of the safest counselors we have ever 
known. Some of us have often sought 
counsel of him in matters private and 
public. He did not always advise us as 
we desired; but events have invariably 
proved his recommendations wise and 
good. We shall miss him more here, per- 
haps, than in any other capacity in which 
his useful life has served us. But above 
all the greatness of his character lay in 
that which we are least likely to emulate 
him, and of which he was not conscious 
(for to have been conscious of it would 
have been to lose it); that is. his humil- 
ity. For true modesty, for genuine meek- 
ness and lowliness which esteem others 
better than themselves, we have never 
seen his superior, and rarely his equal. 
And now as we look back upon the great 
and good life of this man of God asso- 
ciated with tis in the Master’s work, we 
reproach ourselves that we did not make 
more for ourselves and for the Church 
out of the good gift which God sent us. 
And when we remember how like a little 
child our brother was in the apprecia- 
tion of little kindnesses, we again re- 
proach ourselves that we did not do more 
to cheer him in the loneliness of his later 



years. But he has gone from us. He Is 
beyond the need of the ministrations of 
human hands. Our day and opportunity of 
blessing and being blessed through him 
have passed, save as the memory of his 
holy life shall linger in benediction with 
us. Truly a great man and a prince in 
Israel has fallen. Or, shall we not rather 
say, the spirit of Elijah has been borne 
aloft through the shining way by the 
chariot of Israel and the horsemen 
thereof? May his mantle fall on us; may 
a double portion of his spirit be given to- 
us all.

Moses B. Hill was born at Center 
Point, Ark., November 24, 1859. He was 
converted and joined the Church in his 
youth. Feeling the call of the Lord, he 
gave himself up to the ministry, and was 
licensed to preach June 11, 1878. Not 
long after beginning the work of the 
ministry, he was moved to give his life 
to work among the Chinese, and for 
many years this was a cherished desire 
of his. Many obstacles were put in his 
way, but he surmounted all these, and 
in October of 1888 arrived at Shanghai. 
He lost no time in evincing the spirit 
that animated him. Some of us were, 
at first, prone to smile at the zeal with 



which he took up the studj" of Chinese; 
but it was not long before other 
thoughts filled our minds. We saw that 
no mere fitful enthusiasm possessed him. 
It w T as a power born of love for this peo- 
ple working in him to attain its object. 
He had not been here six months before 
he began work in Chinese. He did not 
let fear of making a few mistakes deter 
him from doing, and doing in as short 
a time as possible, the work that he had 
come to do. At first, after much labor 
he w'ould get his teacher to write out 
w r hat he wanted to say, then he would 
read it. But it was not long before he 
threw aside such props and launched out 
boldly. He was a natural born preach- 
er; in fact, he never seemed so happy as 
when preaching. His w'hole face would 
light up and he seemed a new' man. With 
such a love for preaching, differences of 
language had little effect. We have rare- 
ly heard any one preach in Chinese with 
the unction that he did. Truly preach- 
ing w'as his meat and drink. He loved 
the Chinese, and so it is not w'onderful 
that they loved him. The heathen about 
him saw that no common spirit anima- 
ted him, and they were influenced there- 
by. The only marked characteristic of 
brother Hill was faithfulness to duty 
Nothing could deter him from doing 
wdiat he felt he ought to do. In 1896 he 
was stricken by disease, and had to leave 
his loved field. It was his one desire to 
come back. He seemed to think of noth- 
ing else. He and his devoted wife econo- 
mized and stinted themselves in order to 
pay their own way, in case the Board 
would not consent to defray their expen- 
ses. However, he never got w r ell enough 
to undertake the journey, and God called 
him to a higher field of service. During 
his last few' days on earth he was con- 
stantly thinking of China. He would 
talk of nothing else. It w r as his one de- 
light to recall in conversation w'ith his 
wife all the many little incidents that 
had come to him during his life in China. 
He would take each native preacher in 
turn and talk of them and all the pleas- 
ant associations in connection with 
each. We have all lost a dear friend and 
brother; but we are too thankful to God 
for giving him to us to complain at his 
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now being 1 removed. Though dead, he 
yet speaketh. May the God of the wid- 
ow and the orphan give his choicest 
blessings to the dear ones that are left 
behind.

W. M. Leftwich, at the time of his 
death, was not a member of our Confer- 
ence, and we cannot give an official rec- 
ord in his memory; yet in token of our 
high esteem of his many virtues and 
years of consecrated labor, both in this 
and other Conferences, we would make 
tender remembrance of his death far 
away. W T e knew and loved him, and will 
greet him yet again where partings 
come no more. To his wife and children 
we extend w^arm, brotherly hands, in 
token of our perpetual love for them 
for his sake. Our prayer is that God 
may keep them as true to his kingdom 
as was the husband and father who has 
gone. 

David Ham Merriman, son of Charles 
and Mary Merriman, was born February 
9, 1821, in Maury county, Tenn. He w 7 as 
converted and joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, in June, 1843. 
He was admitted on trial into the Ten- 
nessee Conference in 1845, at Huntsville, 
Ala. He served the following charges: 
Bellefont, Lawrence, and Limestone cir- 
cuits, in North Alabama, one year each; 
Bellefont, Ala., Cypress Circuit. Ala., 
four years; Savannah Circuit, in Tennes- 
see, nine years; Wayne Circuit, five 
years: Woodland Circuit, Ala., two 

years; Ashland Circuit, one year; Beech 
Grove and Bedford circuits, four years; 
Ebenezer and Liberty circuits, two 
years; Linden, one year; Clifton Cir- 
cuit, three years; Pinewood Circuit, one 
year; Flatwoods Mission, one year. He 
was superannuated in October, 1883. 
During the thirty-eight years of effective 



service rendered on fourteen charges he- 
witnessed the conversion and the acces- 
sion to the Church of between three and 
four thousand persons. He was a true 
man and a strong, sturdy defender of 
the faith left by our Lord to the saints. 
His life was, more than anything else, to. 
win souls for Christ. When he met with 
us in Conference for the last time at 
Clarksville, three years ago, there was- 
so much of sunshine in his soul that his. 
face was radiant with the gleams from 
the Sun of Righteousness, which was 
shining in his heart to give the light of 
the knowledge of the glory of God. He- 
spoke to his room-mate, brother M. R. 
Tucker, of the happy years of his suc- 
cessful ministry and of the probability 
that he was attending his last Confer- 
ence. His pastor, Rev. R. B. Davidson, 
tells us that he was honored and loved 
where he had long lived and labored; 
that he loved his church and pastor, and 
longed to see an old-time revival, such as 
he had known in his earlier ministry, 
and did all he could to promote it. He 
visited the sick, buried the dead, and 
was ever ready to aid his pastor to the 
full extent of his ability. He. was mar- 
ried over fifty- three years ago, and 
reared eleven children, all members of 
the Church. For years he had been a 
great sufferer, but was submissive to the 
will of the Father. His end w r as tri- 
umphant. Having fought a good fight 
and kept the faith, he finished his course 
in full assurance of the crown of right- 
eousness.

James Hammond was born in London, 
October 22, 1859, and died at Llano, Tex., 
April 10, 1901. Brother Hammond came 
to this country in the winter of 1882-3, 
under the recommendation of his doctor, 
having suffered a continued fever in En- 
gland. His purpose was to settle in the 
northern part of the United States, but 
falling in there with a kinsman who was 
coming south, he landed at Seguin, Tex., 
in the spring of 1883. Rev. H. G. Horton 
soon took him under his pastoral care, 
and in the fall brought him to the West 
Texas Conference for admission. His 
appointments have been as follows: De- 
vine, 1884; Tenth Street San Antonio, 
1885; Bandera, 1886; junior preacher at 
Travis Park in 1887, so he might visit En- 
gland and see his folks. His letter fail- 
ing to reach his presiding elder at the 
Conference of 1887, he was located; but 
returning in a week or so, he was placed 
at Tenth Street, San Antonio, for 1888, as 
supply. Being readmitted in the fall, he 
was sent to Bandera in 18S9, then to Uto- 
pia for four years; Cotulla and Pearsall, 
four years; then Laredo three years. At 
the Conference of 1900 Bishop Candler 
appointed brother Hammond to Llano 
Station, where he entered upon a work 
that to all human appearances bid fair 
to accomplish the best results of his al- 
ready useful life. But God ordered it 
otherwise, and James Hammond has an- 



swered the roll call on high. “We know 
where to find him.” Brother B. Harris 
married James Hammond and Miss 
Emma Stevens, of Bandera county, in 
the fall of 1889. To them were born' 
three sons and one daughter. These, 
with their mother, mourn the loss of the 
loved one gone before. In the death of 
brother Hammond we feel that the West 
Texas Conference has lost one of its 
most efficient members. He was a warm- 
hearted, companionable brother, and was 
greatly beloved everywhere he was sent. 

J. W. Vest was born in Stokes county, 
N. C., September 20, 1837. His mother 
died when he was an infant; his father 
gave no attention to the training of his 
youth, so he grew- up to young manhood 
w-ithout education or religion. When 
but nineteen years of age he ran aw-ay 
from home, went to Shelby county, Ala., 
where on Sunday, September 20, 1856, he 
was happily converted, and soon after 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, under the ministry of Dr. T. C. 
Weir. He never doubted his conversion. 
When twenty years old he could read but 
little and barely write his own name. 
Honest, energetic, industrious, and reli- 
gious, he was determined to educate him- 
self. His plan w-as to work awhile, then 
go to school. He w-as succeeding admi- 
rably w-hen the Civil War broke out. Be- 
ing a true-born Southerner, he joined the 
army, but w-as prevailed on by his friends 
not to go to war, as he had just been 
licensed to preach. In 1861 he joined the 
Alabama Conference, and was sent to the 
Cross Plains work; but the war excite- 
ment was so great that after two rounds 
he gave up his work and reentered the 
army, serving as a private until the close 
of the war. He reentered the Conference, 
and was sent to the Perryville Circuit, 
where he was happily married to Miss 
Agnes Briggs, w-ith whom he lived many 
happy years, and to w-hom a number of 
sons and daughters w-ere born. In 1873 
he was transferred by Bishop Marvin to 
the West Texas Conference, and placed 
on the San Marcos Circuit. He also 
served the following works: Thompson- 
ville, Mountain City, Concrete, Leesville, 
Dripping Springs, Belmont, Harwood, 
Willow- City, Seguin Mission, and Lock- 
hart Circuit. His wife died July 18, 1894. 
In 1895 he was married to Miss Belle 
Lackey, by whom he had one child, a 
girl, w-ho with the children of his first 
wife, are left to mourn the loss of a lov- 
ing father and husband. On Friday, 
April 12, 1901, at his home in San Marcos, 
brother Vest sw-eetly fell asleep in Jesus. 
Thus passed away one of our truest 
preachers. Those who knew him best 
loved him most. 
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I. S. Napier was born in Allen county. 
Ivy., February 4, 1853; was converted and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, 1871; licensed to preach June 18, 
1881; admitted on trial into the Tennes- 
see Conference, October, 1883, and served 
the following charges in that Confer- 
ence: Lafayette Circuit, Wartrace Cir- 
cuit, Liberty Circuit, and Chestnut 
Mound Circuit. He was transferred to 
the West Texas Conference in 1891, and 
served the following charges in this Con- 
ference: Llano Station, Round Mountain 
Circuit, Bandera Circuit, Blanco Circuit, 
Sweet Home Circuit, Wade City Circuit, 
and was filling his second year on Laver- 
nia Circuit when death came to his re- 
lease from a long and painful illness, 
May 30, 1901. A diary kept by him shows 
that during his itinerant life he preached 
2,039 sermons and had 659 conversions, 
and only in one or two years did he have 
deficits in his collections, while many 
times the small salary was short; and 
the records of pastoral visits show that 
he was untiring in his efforts to help his 
people. As to his piety there was no 
question; a man of prayer, with a strong 
faith in God, and thoroughly consecrated 
to his service. His greatest ambition 
was to help in extending the kingdom of 
Christ in the world, and he could not be 
happy unless men were being saved. In 
no single instance did he manifest the 
least inclination to falter in his work. 
A letter to his presiding elder, a few 
days before his death, contained this 
sentence: “I would rather die an honora- 
ble Methodist preacher than to be any- 
thing else in the world.” Notwithstand- 
ing his intense suffering, he often re- 
joiced in a Saviour’s love. He was much 
loved by the people of Lavernia, and 
they showed him and his family every 
kindness during his protracted illness. 
A wife and five children survive him. 
Brother Napier, a few weeks before his 
death, greatly rejoiced in the fact that 
his oldest son, being called of God, was 
licensed by the Church to preach the 
everlasting gospel of Jesus Christ. His 
was a triumphant victory over death.

Cayton Jarvis Mauldin, son of Absa- 
lom and Cynthia Mauldin, was born near 
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Athens, Ala., April 5, 1827, and died at 
Kenton, Tenn., January 21, 1901. -Little 
is known of the early life of our brother. 
When he was a small boy his parents re- 
moved from Alabama to Pontotoc, Miss., 
where he grew up to manhood, receiving 
such advantages in the way of religion 
and education as were common in the 
country. His parents were respectable 
people and members of the Church, but 
it was through the godly conversation 
and counsel of his grandmother, as he 
often repeated, that he was impressed 
with the need of salvation and brought 
to repentance. He was exempt from the 
grosser sins that beset many young men, 
but still felt his great need of a Saviour; 
so, when a lad, he was converted and 
joined the Methodist Church. He re- 
ceived fairly good instruction in the or- 
dinary branches of an English education, 
and acquired such habits of study as en- 
abled him to make good use of books in 
after years. Early in life he learned the 
valuable lesson of self-support and self- 
culture, along with the spirit of depend- 
ence upon the Holy Spirit for strength 
and guidance. He learned, also, the eco- 
nomic use of money, which great lesson 
served him well through all his years. 
When a youth he learned telegraphy 
while the system was in its infancy, and 
for a time was in charge of the telegraph 
office at Pontotoc, Miss., intending no 
doubt to make this his life work, but the 
Holy Spirit touched his heart and moved 
him to the work of the ministry. Just 
when and by what Quarterly Confer- 
ence he was licensed to preach we are 
not informed, as few records of his life 
have been preserved; but he was admit- 
ted on trial in the Memphis Conference 
in November, 1854, and appointed to Pon- 
totoc Circuit, where he grew up and was 
best known — no mean compliment, in- 
deed, to him. He was ordained deacon 
at Jackson, Tenn., in 1856, by Bishoj) 
Early, and elder at Trenton, Tenn., in 
1858, by Bishop Paine. It is needless to 
recount, in detail, the pastoral charges 
served by him during the forty-six con- 
secutive years of his active ministry. In 
North Mississippi (until 1870 included in 
the Memphis Conference) and in West 
Tennessee he was in charge of the most 
important circuits. He was never sta- 
tioned except at Kenton and Ruther- 
ford, and was never a presiding elder; 
but in his own chosen field, which was a 
circuit, he was a most acceptable, effi- 
cient, and successful preacher of the gos- 
pel. Being a man of fine size and at- 
tractive personal appearance, he always 
commanded attention and respect. His 
behavior was at all times such as be- 
comes a minister of the gospel. He was 
richly endowed with a cheerful and jovi- 
al disposition, which made him a most 
agreeable companion. The people wel-

corned his ministry and were pleased to 
be under his pastoral care. Many there 
are who were converted to God by his 
preaching, and hold him in affectionate 
remembrance. His reading was con- 
fined mostly to a few books, but they 
were good books and he read them well. 
He was familiar with the writings of 
Wesley and the Methodist fathers, and 
drew upon them for his fund of theolog- 
ical knowledge. Moreover, his plan of 
preaching was much after the Wesleyan 
model. He understood the cardinal doc- 
trines of the Bible, and held strictly to 
the distinctive teachings of the Meth- 
odist Church as set forth in the stand- 
ards. These great truths, spoken with 
a strong, sonorous voice, and with fer- 
vency of spirit, made his preaching al- 
ways acceptable. He believed and 
preached the Wesleyan doctrine of sanc- 
tification. It is not ours to say what 
deep experiences the Holy Spirit may 
have opened in his heart wTiile he stud- 
ied this most sublime doctrine of the 
Spirit, but it was noticeable that as he 
grew older he was possessed of a peace, 
a joy, a most delightful quietness of 
soul, that made his preaching a welcome 
message and his companionship a reaf 
blessing. He was a man specially gifted 
in prayer. His prayers offered in publie 
were not only often full of the unction 
of the Spirit, but truly eloquent with 
power; and that which contributed not 
a little to their impressiveness was the 
truly apostolic character of the man. 
Nothing but constant communion with 
God could endow one with the power and 
fervency that he had. On September 14. 
1859, he was married to Miss Sarah F.- 
Whi taker, of Crockett county, Tenn., a 
woman of deep and constant piety, and 
in every way suited to his calling. Dur- 
ing all the years following she was a 
helpmeet indeed. Through her superior 
talent in looking after the domestic in- 
terests of the household, they were en- 
abled to live comfortably and joyfully on 
the small salaries received by him from 
year to year, and, besides, to bring up a 
family of children to be godly and re- 
spectable people in the world. It was 
with grief that he was compelled at the 
last session of our Conference to cease 
his active ministry. He did so, however, 
with a most reverent submission to the 
will of God. His last hours were hours 
of resignation and triumph. His expec- 
tation of the future was not a cold, phil- 
osophical calculation about the destiny 
of the soul, but a deep well of joy in him 
springing up into eternal life. 

John T. Wiggins was born near Paris. 
Tenn., January 25, 1855. He was the sou 
of W. R. and Susan I. Wiggins, whose 
Christian character and hospitality are 
widely known. He was educated at Me- 
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Tyeire Institute, McKenzie, Tenn., and 
graduated with great honors. He then 
taught school for some years, but feel- 
ing the Spirit’s call for him to preach the 
gospel, he was licensed by the Methodist 
Quarterly Conference, and soon there- 
after, in 1878, at Jackson, Tenn., he was 
admitted on trial in the Memphis Con- 
ference as an itinerant preacher. For 
twenty-two years he went in and out 
before his brethren with an unblemished 
record. His appointments were always 
received and served in a spirit of loyalty, 
humility, and faith. He was early trained 
in the good way, and gave his heart to 
God and the Church when quite a youth. 
His trust in God was implicit, and his 
faith in the gospel to save to the utter- 
most was great. His life was pure, holy, 
and all he possessed was consecrated to 
God. Nothing but gracious results fol- 
lowed his labors wherever he was sent 
as a pastor, and without doubt he went 
about his Master’s business. He was 
married in 1880 to Miss M. Eva Clark. 
She and two sons and three daughters 
survive him. They are Christians, and 
are striving to meet him where the 
flowers never fade and all tears are 
brushed away. Finding his health fail- 
ing, he asked for a superannuated rela- 
tion in November, 1899. He was hopeful 
that in a short while he might be per- 
mitted to return to his “loved employ”; 
but God ordered it otherwise, and on 
Sunday morning, December 16, 1900, at 
Raleigh, Tenn., surrounded by his dear 
family and a few friends, he closed his 
eyes on earth and spent his first Sab- 
bath in heaven. He spoke to his friends 
and said: “I would like to live and aid in 
the rearing and training of my children, 
but if the Divine Will calls for me above, 
I am ready and willing to go.” Brother 
Wiggins was a capital preacher— plain, 
simple, and forceful. He prepared his 
sermons well and delivered them with 
grace. He was neat in person, graceful 
in manners, and hospitable in nature. 
The preachers and laymen will miss him 
at the sessions of the Memphis Confer- 
ence; but his faith liveth, and they can 
answer with him “when the roll is called 
up yonder.” “He that liveth and believ- 
eth in me shall never die,” Jesus said. 

Jesse Greek Burks was born in Me- 
Nairy county, Tenn., about three miles 
from the now famous Shiloh battlefield. 
February 3, 1847. His father was the 
Rev. Joseph Burks, a Methodist preach- 
er, who died when the subject of this 
memoir, the youngest of ten children, 
was only five year old. While a child 
he was converted and joined the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. South. He was 
licensed to preach by the Quarterly Con- 
ference of Adamsville Circuit, Jackson 



District, Memphis Conference, Dr. W. T. 
Harris, presiding elder, September 30, 
1871, being then in his twenty-fifth year. 
He was ordained a local deacon by Bish- 
op McTyeire, November 21, 1880, at Tren- 
ton, Tenn. He was admitted on trial 
into the traveling connection by the 
Memphis Conference in November, 1881, 
and two years later was received into 
full connection by this Conference. On 
December 13, 1885, having in four years 
completed the course of study, he was 
ordained a traveling elder by Bishop 
Hargrove, at Paducah, Ky. On October 
16, 1884, brother Burks was happily mar- 
ried to Miss Willie Kent, of Henderson 
county, Tenn., who survives him. Two 
children, both daughters, were born to 
them. The elder died in infancy, while 
the younger lives and deeply mourns the 
absence of one of the purest and most 
devoted fathers. Our brother was con- 
stantly on the effective list, and served 
the following charges in the order and 
for the time here given: Purdy Circuit, 
two years; SaltiBo Circuit, one year; 
Lynnville Circuit, four years; Hollow 
Rock Circuit, one year; Pryorsburg Cir- 
cuit, two years; Wingo Circuit, one year; 
Columbus Station, one year; Embury 
Circuit, one year; Belmont Circuit, one 
year; Humboldt Circuit, three years. At 
the time of his death he was in charge 
of Alamo Circuit, where he had been cor- 
dially received, and had made a promis- 
ing beginning. In every relation of life 
J. G. Burks feared God and worked right- 
eousness. As a gentleman he was wor- 
thy of imitation. His speech was chaste, 
his conduct exemplary, and his manner 
exceptionally gentle, there being scarce- 
ly a trace of the obtrusive. In secular 
affairs he was appreciative as a high- 
toned gentleman, ever jealous of the 
strictest integrity. In the relation of 
friend and brother, he was trustworthy. 
Although retiring in disposition, when 
assured of the friendship of a brother, 
he would confide in him. Self-denial, ap- 
proaching self-depreciation, was plainly 
observable in him when the relative in- 
terests of himself and his brethren were 
under consideration. The self-assertive 
was so suppressed in him as sometimes 
probably to prejudice his rightful inter- 
ests. He was no less a good man in his 
home than elsewhere. In that inner cir- 
cle he was replete as husband and fa- 
ther. In his home he found a happy re- 
treat from itinerant labors, and to every 
kindly ministry it >Vas his pleasure to 
courteously responc. Not being of ro- 
bust body, he was careful of his health, 
but never to avoi- or neglect duty. 
Brother Burks was a Christian, born of 
the Holy Spirit and living in and by the 
gospel he preached to others. His min- 
istry was enforced by the witiness of his 
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own life. He gladly heard the word of 
God. When his soul drank deeply at the 
fountain, his eyes would fill with tears 
of joy, a peaceful radiance would mantle 
his face, while his only utterance usually 
would be a hearty but suppressed 
“amen.” His fellowship in Christ was 
comforting and helpful. As a preacher, 
brother Burks did not excel in the pop- 
ular sense; but he honored his call as of 
God, of which he had the scriptural wit- 
nesses. Souls were saved through his 
ministry. His education, while not thor- 
ough, was sufficient to enable him cor- 
rectly to interpret the Bible with the 
help of the Holy Spirit. He thoughtfully 
and prayerfully studied and carefully 
prepared his sermons. To those who 
heard and appreciated what he said, his 
ministry was helpful. He was a faithful 
Methodist Episcopal itinerant preacher. 
He was grounded in the distinctive doc- 
trines of Methodism. He was loyal to 
our general superintendency and itin- 
erant ministry. On Sunday afternoon, 
January 13, 1901, our dear brother re- 
turned from his appointment with a vio- 
lent cold, which soon developed pneumo- 
nia, against which he battled in vain un- 
til Thursday, January 24, 1901, when his 
gentle spirit took its flight to “the house 
not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens.” His body rests in Rose Hill 
Cemetery, Humboldt, Tenn., awaiting the 
first resurrection. 

Richard L. West, was born in Vir- 
ginia, September 9, 1829, and died at the 
home of his daughter. Mrs. J. W. Waddy, 
in Memphis, Tenn., September 25, 1901. 
In early life he was trained by his moth- 
er, who was a noble Christian woman, to 
love the Bible and the Church; but. like 
many youths, he wandered away. When 
in young manhood he turned his atten- 
tion to a better life, was converted and 
joined the Methodist Church. He was 
soon licensed to preach, and preached 
for several years in the local ranks in 
Kentucky. Believing that his usefulness 
could be enlarged by joining the itin- 
erancy, he was admitted on trial at Som- 
erville, Tenn., in November, 1872, and re- 
ceived his first appointment. From the 
beginning until 1899 he went forth with 
a faithful spirit, accepting without a 
murmur every appointment made by the 
bishop. He never missed a roll call dur- 
ing his long life of itinerant service. In 
tbe long list of circuits served by him 
there is nothing but promptness, fidel- 
ity. and success recorded. Some of the 
i works served by him were poor, and his 
■support scant, but his faith in God kept 
liim moving forward, and he was glad to 
Preach the gospel in “the regions be- 
yond.” His presiding elder for two 
years of the closing of his ministry. Rev. 
*W. A. Freeman, has this to say: “Broth- 



er West was an untiring worker. He 
was so happy in his work — full, always, 
of song and praise. He made no com- 
plaints at his hardships, and as to ap- 
pointments he asked only for a place to 
work.” In the summer of 1899 his health 
failed him and he said, “I am done, but 
it is all right.” His last work was on Mil- 
burn Circuit, which he served until mid- 
summer, and had to be relieved on ac- 
count of his extreme feebleness. At the 
approaching Conference he was placed 
on the superannuated list, but never 
gained fully his health. In feebleness 
extreme he would attend services, lead 
in prayer, sing with youthful voice, and 
occasionally preach, and thus this faith- 
ful man of God continued until his last 
illness. His end was in great peace. He 
was at peace with God and with man, 
and died without a struggle. Brother 
West was a plain, practical preacher, 
and his convictions were very pro- 
nounced. Some misinterpreted him at 
times, but when he was known he was 
loved. He knew the Methodist doctrine, 
and faithfully preached it. He was suc- 
cessful as a preacher, pastor, and in his 
business relations. He was married to 
Miss Mary R. Waddy, February 26, 1863. 
Six children were born unto them. Five 
survive him — two daughters and three 
sons, one dying in infancy. His children 
are all in the Church, and are striving to 
gain heaven. After short services at the 
home of sister Waddy, in which all the 
city Methodist pastors took part, his re- 
mains were carried to Clinton, Ky., for 
funeral and burial. The sermon was 
preached by Rev. Dr. R. H. Mahon, and 
Revs. E. S. Harris and G. W. Evans par- 
ticipated in the services. He sleeps be- 
side his faithful wife, who died three 
years ago, in the beautiful cemetery on 
the hillside — the spot selected by him- 
self. 

William T. Harris was the son of 
George W. D. Harris and . Elizabeth 
Harris, the youngest of three brothers, 
all of whom were Methodist preachers. 
John S. died in 1860; Richard S., the old- 
est, still lives, in age and feebleness,, at 
Covington. Tenn. Two sisters. Mrs. Em- 
iline Scott and Mrs. Lundie Richardson, 
died years ago. So that the large and 
noble family are all gone but the oldest 
brother. W’illiam T. was born in Gibson 
county, Tenn., May 13, 1833. He was hap- 
pily converted at a camp ground near 
Trenton, Tenn., when sixteen years old, 
and joined the Methodist Episcopal ( 
Church, South, at once. He was licensed 
to preach at Trenton, Tenn., in the sum- 
mer of 1852 — R. F. Colburn, pastor; 
James W. McFarland, presiding elder. 
He was admitted on trial in the Memphis 
Conference at Brownsville, Tenn., No- 
vember 17, 1852, Bishop Andrew presid-

ing; and was appointed to Dyersburg 
Circuit — \Y. J. Mahon, preacher in 
charge, and George W. D. Harris, presid- 
ing elder, llis second appointment was 
Trenton Circuit, with A. R. Wilson, 
preacher in charge, and George W. D. 
Harris, presiding elder. His third ap- 
pointment was .Lexington Circuit, with 
S. B. Adams, preacher in charge, and J. 
A. Vincent, presiding elder. His fourth 
appointment was Somerville Circuit, 
with Finley Bynum, preacher in charge. 
The next two years he was in charge of 
Aberdeen Circuit; the next Corinth Sta- 
tion; and then to Wesley Chapel (now 
First Church), Memphis, to which he 
was returned the second year. The war 
was then under full headway, and in the 
spring of 1862 he felt it his duty to go 
with his noble young countrymen to the 
army; so he joined with General Forrest 
and his noble uncle, Isham G. Harris, 
then Governor of Tennessee. With these 
and General Albert Sidney Johnston he 
bravely confronted the enemy at Shiloh, 
and was by the side of these brave men 
when General Johnston fell, ready to 
minister to soul and body, helping to re- 
ceive General Johnston when he fell into 
the arms of Governor Harris. While in 
the army he was ready to fight or to 
preach, as he felt that duty called. When 
the war ended he was, as he had ever 
been, a loyal citizen. Brother Harris 
was the noble son of a noble sire. His 
early advantages were good, alike for 
physical, intellectual, and moral train- 
ing. Under the training of a superior 
teacher at Durhamville, and then at 
Trenton, Tenn.. he laid the foundation of 
the splendid attainments he made in aft- 
er life. He was highly endowed by na- 
ture — a born orator, with voice full and 
well rounded, soft and musical, while in 
person and manner graceful. With big 
soul, baptized with the Holy Ghost, he 
was a power in the pulpit, sometimes al- 
most irresistible. With these gifts, nat- 
ural and acquired by close application, it 
was no wonder that he soon came to the 
front, and was in demand for the most 
important appointments in his own Con- 
ference and in other Conferences; but 
he loved his own Conference too well to 
leave it. In 1877 the degree of Doctor of 
Divinity was conferred upon him by 
Trinity College, N. C. — Dr. B. Craven, 
president — which honor he wore with 
dignity to the end of his life. Dr. Harris 
was a Methodist in doctrine and polity, 
and in everything he was safe. There 
was no danger that he should shift oft' 
to strange ground, for he was a lover of 
the standards of the Church and was 
well acquainted with them. He was a 
safe defender of the “faith once deliv- 
ered to the saints.” As a preacher he 
was always in demand. His sermons 
were such as to draw people to him. 



Possessed of a fine flow of spirits, ready 
in wit and humor, a most delightful 
companion, showing himself always 
friendly, he always had friends in the 
Church and out of it. His brethren de- 
lighted to honor him, and evidenced this 
by sending him six consecutive terms as 
a delegate to the General Conference, 
the highest council in the Church, some- 
times leading the delegation, and more 
than once receiving a considerable vote 
for bishop. Brother Harris was a broad 
man; there was no littleness in him. He 
was a philanthropist; he loved his race, 
and was always ready to help the needy. 
Whoever needed a friend and called on 
W. T. Harris for help and did not receive 
it? He w r as liberal almost to a fault. 
Whoever heard of an appeal made for a 
needy preacher, or any worthy cause, 
and he not respond? He was kind, gen- 
erous, noble — as true a friend as any one 
ever had. He was twice married — first, 
in 1854, to Miss Mary Woods, a noble wife 
and mother. She bore him six children, 
and died in 1873. Later, he married Miss 
Georgia Woods. God blessed this union 
with one child, which died in infancy. 
The wife and three of his first children 
live to mourn their loss. For some time 
his health had been declining, so that at 
the last Conference he was granted the 
superannuated relation at his own re- 
quest. Though he was confined to his 
bed but a few days, for thirty-six hours 
before his death he seemed to be uncon- 
scious; althotigh, when his noble wife 
put her hand upon his head and spoke to 
him only a short time before his death, 
he indicated by a motion of the head that 
he understood her, and that all w 7 as well. 
He died at his home in Jackson, Tenn., 
on Sunday, October 13, 1901. The next 
day, at the First Methodist Church in 
Jackson, in the presence of an immense 
congregation, a most excellent and ap- 
propriate funeral sermon was preached 
by the pastor, Rev. W. F. Hamner. The 
remains were kept in the church till 
next morning, and then were laid to rest 
at Martin, Tenn., to await the resurrec- 
tion at the last day. Brother Harris was 
the father of seven children, four of 
whom had gone on ahead of him. Three 
are left to follow on — Mrs. Lillian Dick- 
ard, of Texas; Mrs. Annie Haynes, of 
Jackson, Tenn.; and Rev. E. S. Harris, of 
Clinton, Ky., on whom we trust the 
mantle of his ascended father and grand- 
father has fallen. God bless the young 
man! William T. Harris is gone. We 
shall not hear his musical voice nor see 
his manly form again in this life; but we 
shall see him again, and we shall know 
each other there.

William Henderson Metheney was 
born in the state of Tennessee, Septem- 
ber 5, 1837, and his spiritual birth took 
place twenty years later — just as he was 
blooming into vigorous young manhood. 
About the same time he became a mem- 
ber of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, to which he proved himself a de- 
voted and loyal son. Feeling the call of 
God to .the Christian ministry, he pre- 
sented himself as a candidate for license 
to preach, and to this sacred office he 
was set apart at Yorkville, Tenn., on Au- 
gust 15, 1868. His first proclamation of 
the gospel message was at pleasant Hill, 
Dyer county, on Christmas day of 1868. 
He w r as ordained deacon November 24, 
1872, at Somerville, Tenn., by Bishop 
Wightman; and elder, October 22, 1876, 
at Yellville, Ark., by Bishop Keener. 
Brother Metheney became a resident of 
Arkansas in 1875, which year he entered 
the ranks of the Arkansas Conference, 
of which body he remained an honored 
and beloved member for twenty-six 
years. He was several times elected sec- 
retary, and filled the office wfith marked 
efficiency. He was a beautiful scribe, 
and took great pride in keping a neat 
journal. He served many important 
charges, and never failed to do a faithful 
work and leave behind him the record of 
a stainless life. As a preacher brother 
Metheney was somewhat of the old Puri- 
tan type — stern, strict, uncompromising 
— yet his was ever a joyous message. 
Saving grace was the keynote of his 
preaching. He had no patience with 
"new-fangled methods, which fact some- 
times caused him to lean too far from 
the side of progress. But his ministry 
was beautiful in its modesty, purity, and 
devotion, and was rich in its fruitage. 
From a record which he kept of his la- 
bors we take the following figures, which 
are a sufficient commentary upon his life 
5vork: Number of souls converted under 



his ministry, 3,213; persons received into 
the Church, 2,502; adults baptized, 1,318; 
infants baptized, 722; marriages solem- 
nized, 287. These figures represent many 
long years of toil and suffering, prayer 
and sacrifice, many* a heartache and 
many a tear, but they w^ere not in vain. 
He gathered here the fruits of his la- 
bors, and he now enjoys a rich reward in 
“the land of the unclouded day.” Broth- 
er Metheney was five times married. 
First, at the age of twenty-one, to Miss 
Martha A. Doyle, of Dyersburg, Tenn., on 
November 22, 1858. This union was 
blessed with several children. To the 
surviving wife he was wedded at Fort 
Smith in 1S89. For twelve years she 
proved a great inspiration and blessing 
to him in his ministerial labors. When 
our brother reached the banks of “the 
mystic river” he was well jirepared for 
the voyage. His motto had been, “For 
me to live is Christ.” His death occurred 
on the night of May 2, 1901, at Berryville, 
Ark., where he was serving his second 
year as pastor. It was about sundown 
when he left the parsonage for a pasture 
over a mile away. Y\ T hile walking 
through the field the angels of God met 
him and bore his spirit away to the 
“mansions of light.” At two o’clock the 
following morning, after hours of search 
by over sixty of the citizens, his body 
was found. The position of the body and 
the expression of the face indicated that 
he died very suddenly and in great peace. 
Though he has ceased to live and labor 
with us, though he has ascended to the 
Father, yet the influence of such a life 
never dies. Brother Metheney wfill live 
and labor through other lives for genera- 
tions still unborn. “He liveth long who 
liveth w r ell.” 

B. W. Aston was born in the state of 
Mississippi, February 25, 1849, and died 
at Charleston, Ark., April 26, 1901. He 
professed faith in Christ in early life and 
united with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. South. He was married to Miss 
C. A. Johnson December 24, 1867, and was 
licensed to preach September 18, 1869, on 
the Oxford Circuit, Memphis Conference. 
B. B. Brown was preacher in charge and 
J. H. Brooks was presiding elder. He 
w T as ordained deacon by Bishop Doggett, 
November 13, 1874, at Aberdeen, North 
Mississippi Conference; and he w r as or- 
dained elder by Bishop McTyeire, Novem- 
ber, 1879, at Water Valley, Miss. Broth- 
er Aston moved to Arkansas in 1880, and 
was received on trial into the traveling 
connection of the Arkansas Conference 
at Clarksville, November 14, 1883, and was 
received into full connection into the 
Arkansas Conference at Morrillton, No- 
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vember, 1885. Brother Aston served 
faithfully and acceptably the following 
works: Altus Circuit, two years; Ozark 
Circuit, four years; Charleston Circuit, 
Ihree years; Coal Hill Circuit, one year; 
Cauthron Circuit, * one year; Mansfield 
Circuit, four years; Fort Smith Circuit, 
one year. At the Conference at Spring- 
dale in November, 1899, he was granted a 
supernumerary relation. At the Confer- 
ence at Fort Smith, November 15, 1900, he 
was granted a superannuated relation, 
and April 26, 1901, at Charleston, Ark., he 
was granted a transfer from earth to 
heaven. After having suffered patiently 
and submissively for more than two 
years with a cancerous affection, he 
quietly fell asleep and was laid to rest. 
Brother Aston leaves a wife and five chil- 
dren— -three sons and two daughters — to 
mourn their loss; but their loss is his 
eternal gain. No truer, purer, nobler, 
better man has belonged to our Confer- 
ence than brother Aston. He was pru- 
dent, modest, loving, and affectionate, 
true to principle, faithful in duty. He was 
truly a Methodist preacher, preached a 
pure Methodist doctrine, and exemplified 
our holy religion in his everyday life. He 
was a true, clean, faithful husband; a 
loving, affectionate father; a true, noble, 
loyal brother. Brother Aston was pa- 
tient and submissive in his affliction. He 
often prayed for the presence of mind 
in death, and this he had fully; and 
quietly and sweetly he folded his hands, 
closed his eyes, and instantly woke up in 
glory. A good man is gone. 

Francis Taff was born in Meigs coun- 
ty, Tenn., in 1823. He was converted in 
his sixteenth year, and was licensed to 
preach when quite young. He came to 
Arkansas in 1857 or 1858, and joined the 
Arkansas Conference in 1858 or 1859. His 
early ministry was productive of great 
good. The venerable James Cox says: 
‘‘Wherever I have gone in Arkansas I 
have found many persons who were con- 
verted under the ministry of brother 
Taff.” He was twice married. His sec- 
ond wife was Miss Margaret Sorrells, 
who is the mother of his three children — 
F. A., Jr., w-ho was a probationer of this 
Conference at his death last year. Sam- 
uel, and Mrs. Susie Frazier. Sister Taff, 
though feeble and blind, still survives. 
After traveling several years, brother 
Taff located. In 1881 he was readmitted. 
He served several of the circuits and mis- 
sions in Western Arkansas, and accom- 
plished much good. October 1, 1901, at 
Waldron, Ark., he died in the full tri- 
umph of the gospel he loved so well to 
preach, being seventy-eight years old. 
Brother Taff read a good deal, especially 
biographies and Church history, and re- 
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membered with great accuracy what he 
read. He preached well, and at times 
with great power. His daily life was a 
living epistle, “known and read of all 
men.” He w r as very punctual and consci- 
entious in meeting all his promises and 
obligations. There was no truer man to- 
his friends, nor more loyal man to his 
Church and God, than F. A. Taff. He 
knew the doctrines and polity of his 
Church, and stood for their defense. But 
his course is finished. Write, “Blessed 
are the dead which die in the Lord, from 
henceforth. Yea, saith the Spirit, that 
they may rest from their labors, and 
their works do follow them.” 

Pierce Merrier was born near Louis- 
ville, Ky., July 8, 1854; was converted and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, in August, 1886, at Goshen, under 
the ministry of Kev. D. C. Itoss; licensed 
to preach by J. A. Peebles, presiding eld- 
er, in 1887; and joined the Arkansas Con- 
ference in 1888. He traveled the follow- 
ing charges in the order named: Kings- 
ton Mission, one year; White River Mis- 
sion, one year; Springtown Circuit, two 
years; Booneville Circuit, two years; 
Waldron Circuit, one year; Huntington 
Station, two years; and when he depart- 
ed this life he was just closing his fourth 
year as presiding elder of the Harrison 
District. He was twice married, first to 
Miss Ida Trammel in 1887, w T ho died in 
1892; and in 1893 to Miss Belle K»lton, 
v T ho, with their three little ones mourn 
his departure. The faith and prayers of 
these Christian women helped to make 
him the man of God and the successful 
preacher that he was. From his conver- 
sion, wdiich to him was as clear as the 
sun and witnessed to by the Holy Spirit, 
there issued a strong, broad, honest, 
brave Christian manhood. We think it 
can be said in all truth that he was a 
genuine soldier of the cross. He wore 
the shield and wielded the sword in 
many sharp conflicts, and never was he 
known to quit the field until he had 
brought honor to his Lord. No attack 
of the enemy did he ever fear and no 
field did he ever fly. Since we have met 
in this Conference we can almost see the 
weapons of his warfare gleaming in the 
light of Zion’s triumph, and we can al- 
most hear his voice as it was lifted up in 
the battle cry. It hardly seems possible 
that Pierce is dead — and he is not, for 
such men do not die; and while our 
hearts weep over the silent bier, we hear 
the voice of his faith, devotion, love, sav- 
ing, “He is not here — he is ascended.*' 
Brother Merrill was a successful preach- 
er and worker — he went in to succeed: 
and wdiat makes his death so sad to us is 
it seemed that he w T as just entering that- 
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period of his life and work which was to 
be fraught with the largest usefulness 
and crowned with the richest fruit. But 
our good, wise, loving Father doeth all 
things well; and we would not call our 
brother back, but remember his labor of 
love and cherish his memory in our 
hearts that loved him. His life in the 
privacy of his home unfolded and gave 
out to wife and children a love, a devo- 
tion, a purity which have become a sa- 
cred and blessed heritage to those upon 
whose hearts there has fallen the heav- 
iest sorrow. His love for his home and 
his children was very marked. We be- 
lieve the Father of all will respond to 
such solicitude and becoipe the Father to 
the fatherless. While brother Merrill 
was approaching the bank of the last 
river he told his wife he could not be- 
lieve his work was done. Even in his de- 
lirium he talked only of the brethren 
and their work. It seemed to him that 
he had just commenced to feel the 
mighty tread of the accumulated army 
of hosts and the first rushings of the bat- 
tle. How his heart must have yearned to 
rush forward and strike down the last 
citadel of a conquered foe! But when it 
became evident that he could not join 
another charge, like the loyal soldier he 
was, he laid down the cross for a crown 
— he was willing to go, and on the after- 
noon of October 25, 1901, our friend and 
brother fell peacefully asleep. By and 
by the “ransomed of the Lord shall re- 
turn to Zion with songs and everlasting 
joy upon their heads; they shall obtain 
joy and gladness, and sorrow and sigh- 
ing shall flee away.”

James R. Waggener was a Virginian, a 
native of Clarke county. His birthday 
was January 24, 1830. In September, 
1848, he was “born from above,” during 
a series of services conducted by the late 
Rev. George W. Harper and by the Rev. 
James F. Brannin, who yet serves his own 
generation faithfully and well among us.' 
Brother W T aggener went through the 
curriculum of class leader, exhorter, and 
local preacher. He enlisted in our Con- 
ference in 1849, and continued a member 
until his death in Santa Rosa, Cal., on the 
30th of December, 1900. He is buried in 
that city, The Rev. Dr. Moore, of Cen- 
tenary Church, San Francisco, conducted 
the funeral services, assisted by the min- 
isters of Santa Rosa. The church was 
put in mourning and the casket sur- 
rounded by flowers. Dr. Moore paid an 
eloquent and just tribute to the veteran 
of the sacramental host, whose career 
covered decades of notable achieve- 
ments. The illness that ended the life 
of this aged servant of God was brief. 
He felt on Friday disturbing ailments. 
The physicians gave them attention, but 
without success. On the Sabbath, at five 
in the evening, as if passing into a sweet 
sleep, he parted from earth and rose to 
the radiant seats reserved for conquer- 
ors in the terrene contest called life. 
He charged his son, the Rev. WTlliam O. 
Waggener, with whom he lived during 
the late years, to convey his fraternal 
farewell to the Virginia Conference that 
he loved so well. And so closed the ca- 
reer of James Richard Waggener, after 
a service of a half century. The elder 
brethren recall the Pentecosts of his 
pulpit. On one circuit five hundred were 
converted. At one church in the Valley 
of Virginia two hundred and thirty-sev- 
en were brought to God. His ministry 
was signalized by great power and many 
sheaves. In the primehood of his pastor- 
ate he was master of assemblies. He 
was endowed with a sustained and capti- 
vating oratory that wove a spell around 
the audience. His voice had a peculiar 
and tuneful cadence, penetrating and 
persuasive. He rose to high levels of 
oratory. He never aspired to promi- 
nence in the concerns of a Conference 
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session. He preferred to deliver his con- 
viction by a silent vote. There was ab- 
sence of the polemic spirit. His genial 
bearing drew to him the good will of his 
brethren. He was an evangelist and pas- 
tor. He had no ambition for the role of 
the Church statesman. There was no 
lack of capacity and resoluteness to 
•challenge error or defend our tenets. 
He was accounted alert and prompt if 
his Church needed vindication. His pop- 
ularity was unusual. He had no angu- 
larities. iciness, repulsive eccentricities. 
Kindness was regnant in his life. As ev- 
idence of the public attachment, he had 
united seven hundred couples in mat- 
rimony. He entered the ministry when 
■“enduring hardness” was needful. His 
study was in the saddle and his li- 
brary in the leather wallet beneath him, 
when on horseback. He tilled twenty- 
eight appointments each month in his 
early ministry. It was men like Wag- 
gener and the heroic pioneers preceding 
them that made the “clearings” upon 
which we have builded. Methodism, the 
State, and America owe them a large 
debt. Let us honor their memory. They 
made this republic possible. Two sons 
survived him — Mr. dames It. Waggener, 
Jr., a lawyer of culture and gifts, of Stu- 
art, Va. (since dead), and the Rev. Wil- 
liam 0. Waggener, of California, whose 
phenomenal revivals in Virginia and bril- 
liant endowments gave promise of the 
distinct success and enduring fame he 
has achieved in California. The Virginia 
Conference and Virginia Methodism are 
honored by the life and labors of James 
It. Waggener, who gave genius and years 
of exhausting toil to the uplifting of 
men to high levels of Christian citizen- 
ship. He had a cloudless sunset. 

Joseph Henry. Riddick, son of Henry 
and Mary Riddick, was born in Gates 
county, N. C., August 9, 1831. While a 
student at Randolph-Macon College he 
gave his heart to God, under the faithful 
ministry of Rev. Peter F. August, and 
connected himself with the Methodist 
Church. A little later he was licensed to 
preach the gospel, and in November, 1854, 
at the session of the Virginia Conference 
held at Norfolk, he was received into the 
traveling connection and appointed to 
Hertford Circuit. His next appointments 
were Randolph-Macon Circuit. Leesburg 
Station, and Charles City Circuit. About 
the beginning of the Civil War he took a 
supernumerary relation, and continued 
therein until 1870, when he was restored 
to the effective list and sent to Harrells- 
ville Circuit. The years of retirement 
from active service as an itinerant were 
devoted mainly to teaching, first in Kit- 
trell .Springs Female College, of which 
his brother, Rev. Cornelius B. Riddick, 



was then president, and afterwards in a 
school of his own at Murfreesboro, N. C. 
in November, 1874, he became pastor of 
Sussex Circuit, whence he went, at the 
end of his first year, to Washington 
Street Church, Petersburg. Here he had, 
for four years, a very pleasant and suc- 
cessful pastorate, and at the end of the 
term was appointed to Cumberland 
Street Church, Norfolk, whence he went, 
after four years of faithful and efficient 
service, to Clay Street Church, Rich- 
mond, where he remained to the end of 
the pastoral term. He then returned to 
circuit work, but, after serving two 
years on Pungoteague and two on Hert- 
ford Circuit, he was made presiding eld- 
er, first, of the Petersburg District, and 
then, four years later, of the Farmville 
District. Here his health became so se- 
riously impaired that at the end of the 
term, in November, 1899, he asked for 
and was granted the superannuated rela- 
tion. He then took up his abode in 
Petersburg among the friends to whom 
he had ministered in former years. 
Though in feeble health, he attended 
Conference in Norfolk last year, doubt- 
less realizing that this would be his last 
opportunity to e,njoy the society of the 
brethren with whom he had labored for 
so many years, and to whom he was so 
strongly attached. The last year of his 
life was one of sore trial. Not only did 
physical infirmities multiply, but the 
shadow of a great sorrow fell upon his 
path. With the psalmist, he could say, 
“All thy waves and thy billows have gone 
over me.” But the grace of God was suf- 
ficient for him; he was as patient in trib- 
ulation as he had been diligent in busi- 
ness. Nothing in his life became him 
better than the sweet Christian spirit 
that he evinced in those dark and trying 
days. It was good to be with him then; 
one came away from his sick room feel- 
ing that this was indeed a chamber 
“quite in the verge of heaven.” About 
the first of April, at. the suggestion of his 
physician, he was taken to Richmond to 
the home of his son Junius, where he had 
every comfort that money could buy or 
medical skill suggest. But his case was 
hopeless; after lingering several weeks 
in great bodily pain, but in full posses- 
sion of his mental faculties and in undis- 
turbed fellowship with God, he fell asleep 
April 30, 1901, in the seventy-first year of 
his age and the forty-seventh of his itin- 
e'rant ministry. The funeral services 
were held in Centenary Church, Rich- 
mond, and were conducted by Rev. James 
C, Reed, assisted by Dr. Tudor and Rev. 
B. F. Lipscomb. In beautiful Hollywood, 
consecrated forever by the slumbering 
dust of so many saints of God and min- 
isters of this Conference, his mortal re- 
mains were laid away to await “the voice 
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of the archangel and the trump of God.” 
Brother Riddick was twice married in 
1856, to Miss Mary Hutchinson, of Meck- 
lenburg county, who lived only two years 
after her marriage; and in 1859, to Miss 
.Pat-tie Roane, of Charles City county, 
the mother of his eight living children, 
who shared his joys and sorrows for 
more than forty years, and still lives to 
mourn his loss. No man among us, per- 
haps, was in greater repute for fervent 
piety' or for whole-hearted consecration 
to the work of the ministry than was 
Joseph H. Riddick. The light which, as 
he phrased it, “broke in upon” him at his 
conversion shone steadily to the end of 
his days. He was a man of prayer, of 
simple faith, of conscious fellowship 
with God. His preaching w as largely ex- 
perimental; he spoke from the pulpit 
that which he had heard m the closet 
and verified in his own experience. And 
the seal of God’s approval was upon his 
work. Extensive revivals attended his 
ministry. Year after year he reported 
numerous accessions to the Church on 
profession of faith, one year (at Cumber- 
land Street Church, Norfolk) as many' as 
one hundred and thirty-three. Probably 
few pastors have done so efficiently' the 
work of an evangelist. Two at least of 
our preachers, Rev. H. T. Bacon and Rev. 
E. P. Parham, were converted under his 
ministry. Churches w T ere strengthened 
and communities blessed wherever he 
went. As a presiding elder he was held 
in high esteem. While in point of execu- 
tive ability he may' not have been equal 
to some others, there w r as ample com- 
pensation in his earnest preaching and 
in the kindly and unselfish spirit that he 
manifested in all his intercourse with his 
brethren. Large congregations gathered 
to hear him, and his official visits were 
looked forward to with pleasure. The 
people felt that a man of God was among 
them, and they delighted to do him hon- 
or. Faithful in all the work assigned 
him, he served his generation well, and 
has entered into his reward. 

John Leland Clakke died in Char- 
lottesville. Va., on the evening of Octo- 
ber 8, 1901. If there be joy in heaven 
over one erring mortal reversing his 
w'ay, surely there is loud acclaim when 
the sacred champion in heroic campaigns 
enters the forum of supreme glory more 
than conqueror, to receive the hail of the 
King of kings, “Well done.” And such 
the welcome to this choice man of God 
and apostolic preacher, as ne advanced 
into the presence of his Sovereign and 
Saviour. “Oh, may' we triumph so!” He 
was a native of Fluvanna county, Va. 
His birthday was June 16, 1821. His fa- 
ther was a member of the Baptist 
Church; was a soldier of the Revolution- 



ary War. His mother w T as a Methodist 
for seventy-five years, liis father, who 
reached eighty-eight years, used to hear 
the celebrated John Leland, of Revolu- 
tionary notoriety, and named Mr. Clarke 
after him. All the children of his par- 
ents joined the Methodist Church. Mr. 
Clarke professed conversion in his four- 
teenth year, and served as class leader, 
exhorter, and local preacher. He joined 
the Virginia Conference in the fall of 
1848. His first appointment was to 
Campbell Circuit, with Elijah Chambers, 
senior preacher. It was a four-weeks’ 
circuit, with twenty-three appointments. 
He went the next year to Staunton Cir- 
cuit, a territory on Staunton River, be- 
tween Campbell and Bedford circuits. 
Gracious revivals occurred on the cir- 
cuit. Some of the converted in those 
meetings are prominent in the Church 
now. His next appointment was to Ore- 
gon Hill, Richmond, where about one 
hundred people were brought into the 
Church during the two years. In 1853-4 
he had charge of the Lexington Circuit, 
including Lexington. Our church in the 
town was dedicated in 1853. During this 
year he w r as extremely ill from abscess 
in the throat, with little, if any, hope of 
recovery. “I had no doubt of my salva- 
tion in the event of my dying.” A re- 
markable revival occurred that year at 
Elliott’s Hill, wffiich resulted in the 
building of a good church at that point 
and the establishment of Methodism in 
that part of the county. In 1855-6 he w r as 
stationed at Harrisonburg, preaching 
once a month at Woodstock and Bridge- 
water. His health was still feeble, as at 
the beginning of his ministry, suffering 
then at times almost indescribably from 
nervous derangement. He served Lees- 
burg in 1857, with declining health. On 
November 5, 1857, he was married to 
Miss Lucy J. Stevens, of Harrisonburg, 
Va. — a noble Christian woman. In 1858-9 
he traveled Scottsville Circuit, with gra- 
cious revivals attending his meetings. 
Among those who joined the Church 
w'ere Rev. ,T. Wiley Bledsoe, of the Vir- 
ginia Conference. In 1860 he served 
Hanover Circuit, holding protracted 
meetings from the fourth Sunday in 
May, and continued them almost con- 
stantly till near the close of the year. 
One hundred and fifty people were con- 
verted that year, and some of the con- 
verts are among the leading men of the 
circuit at this time. In 1862-3 he was in 
charge of Albemarle Circuit. The war 
was on the land, and little could be 
done but hold the Church together. In 
1864-6 he served Lexington Circuit the 
second time, when a revival of great 
power occurred at Elliott’s Hill, after 
which, while he remained, that congrega- 
tion was one of the largest in the coun- 
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tv. He was transferred to the Baltimore 
( onference in the fall of 18(56, and was 
appointed to Staunton Station in the 
spring of 1867, and served two years. 
Mr. Clarke makes a note of his work 
there: “Found the church in Staunton 
depressed. My predecessor received far 
from his full salary. On reaching Staun- 
ton, 1 was told that the church was 
hopeless, and that nothing could be 
done. An interesting revival strength- 
ened the church. My salary was over- 
paid by two hundred dollars. There 
were about one hundred conversions 
during the two years, and since then 
Staunton has been one of the most desir- 
able appointments in the Baltimore Con- 
ference. He suffered the loss of his ex- 
cellent wife in June, 1868. In 1869-70 he 
was stationed at Martinsburg. This was 
a new and small charge of not more than 
a dozen male members. The existence 
there of Southern Methodism by some 
was thought to be precarious. During 
the winter of 1868-9 there was a power- 
ful revival. There were some seventy- 
five conversions, of whom a large num- 
ber were leading citizens. At the close 
of the year our Church was among 
the strongest financially in the town. In 
1871-2 he was stationed at Holland Street 
Church in Baltimore. Mr. Clarke says: 
“This church had lost, in the course of a 
year or so, one hundred and forty mem- 
bers, and was greatly embarrassed. At 
the close of the year we had a net in- 
crease of forty members, and had paid 
all its financial demands for the current 
year. My presiding elder, Rev. Dr. Rodg- 
ers, stated at one of my quarterly meet- 
ings that he could say in that pulpit 
what he could say in no other pulpit in 
the district, that the church owed no 
man a dollar, and pronounced the church 
the most vigorous organization in the 
city.” In 1873-4 he was stationed in Lex- 
ington, Va., making a successful pastor- 
ate and financial exhibit. In the spring 
of 1875 he was transferred to the Vir- 
ginia Conference, and in the fall of the 
same year was appointed to Liberty Sta- 
tion. Ours was the weakest church in 
that town. During his term of three 
years, the membership was more than 
doubled, and it is now a strong church. 
He then served the work at Ashland, 
Boydton, West Campbell, and Culpepper 
Station with fidelity and vigor. Nervous 
annoyances, a few T years ago led him to 
request a rest from active service. He 
made his home with his sister, in Char- 
lottesville, growing more feeble each 
year. He regularly attended services till 
within two months of his departure, and 
took the air in favorable weather along 
the streets. As the disarray in his 
Serves increased, he could not worship 
every Sabbath in the house of God. The

last time he was within the sacred pre- 
cincts was at the memorial services of 
President McKinley. On October 8 he 
arose, taking a light morning meal as 
usual without evidence of any increase 
of his infirmities. About ten in the fore- 
noon he fell asleep, continuing in slum- 
ber unless aroused by an attendant. As 
the hours advanced the sleep grew more 
profound. At ten in the evening the aged 
saint, without any sign of pain, with- 
drew from the mortal incasement of his 
soul and rose to supernal and glad alti- 
tudes of glory, to be ever with the Lord. 
Only the invulnerable elements of the 
spirit could come to this vision and ec- 
stasy without palsy of brain and heart, 
prostrating the mortal powers as on 
Tabor. God gave him to pass through 
the valley and shadow of death in gentle 
slumber, fearing no evil. A religious 
service was held at his sister’s residence, 
in Charlottesville, by the Revs. C. L. 
Bane, W. F. Bain, and A. C. Bledsoe. The 
mortal part of our brother was conveyed 
to Harrisonburg, Va., and placed near to 
the precious dust of his wife, whom he 
loved so well. The Rev. C. L. Bane and 
the Rev. D. II. Kern, pastor of our church 
in that city, uttered fit words by the 
bier, surrounded by former parishioners- 
and attached friends. This noble citizen 
and Virginia gentleman had a stately fig' 
ure. There was a resemblance in fea- 
tures to Henry Ward Beecher. This like- 
ness has on more than one occasion cre- 
ated no small stir, particularly during 
a. session of the Legislature of Virginia. 
The bent of his mind was in the line of 
logic. It is said that the late Dr. Munsey 
considered his friend as highly endowed 
with the reasoning faculty. Brother 
Clarke made out his propositions with 
precision, and unfolded them in meas- 
ured and exact method. In the enforce- 
ment of his deductions and conclusions 
he displayed at times a fervid oratory. 
He had strong convictions verging on 
prejudice. He had no word of palliation 
for ignoble acts. His own code of social 
conduct was high and rigid, yet all the 
while he was the most genial of men. 
And so he finished his course. He was a 
peer in highest aims of the goodly com- 
pany who gave him welcome — the 
mighty men of a marked era. The au- 
gust shades of Skidmore, Hezekiah 
Leigh, Smith, Cowles, Langhorne, rose at 
his coming and gave him hail.

Now, if we ask the source of his 
strength, we shall find it in the fact that 
this splendidly endowed man was wholly 
in the possession of the Holy Spirit. He 
had unconditionally surrendered to God. 
He was converted and called to preach 
when a little boy, eleven years old. 
From the day when there came to him 
the assurance that he was saved, he had 
looked forward to the time when he 
woult\ preach the gospel. All the days of 
his youth he was preparing for this 
work. From the beginning of his minis- 
try he was successful. But during the 
last years of his life a double portion of 
the Spirit was upon him. During an ex- 
perience meeting at a District Confer- 
ence in the year 1889, by an act of recon- 
secration, he gave himself anew to God. 
He had had a hard year. Satan had at- 
tacked him from unexpected quarters. 
As has been the case with many of our 
greatest men at some time in their ex- 
periences, he was doubting his call to 
preach, thinking of giving up the minis- 
try and entering secular business. Into 
the midst of this doubt and darkness 
there fell fom God the declaration, “1 
am thjr shield and thine exceeding great 
reward.” Hearing this, he saw clearly 
that it was his duty to obey and leave 
results with God — to do the work to 
which he had been called, trusting the 
heavenly Father to take care of him. 
Moved by these truths, he brought his 
troubles and himself and laid them at 
the feet of his Lord. His doubts van- 
ished, his troubles were gone, and the 
peace that passeth understanding filled 
his soul. Then there came a clearer in- 
sight into the Scripture; its truths were 
more precious, his preaching more pow- 
erful, his ministry in every way more 
fruitful; and the desire of his life was 
that he mig’ht accomplish the work that 
God had for him to do. In conversation 
with a friend just a short time before 
his death, while talking of the fact that 
one of our leading churches would ask 
for him as its pastor at this Conference, 
he remarked: “After all, it does not 
make much difference with me where I 
work. My great ambition is to do just 
what my Saviour wants me to do. Life 
is too short to spend it otherwise. 
Watch me, and see if I do not live this 
way.” He was a hard worker. The last 
year of his life was the busiest. For two 
years his heart had been full of desire to 
build a new house of worship for his peo- 
ple. The accomplishment of his purpose 
tvas difficult, but obstacles did not dis- 
courage him. Finally, success crowned 
his efforts; the plans for the building 
were complete; everything was in read- 
iness to begin work. The purchasers of 
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the old church met him, and the papers 
were signed confirming the sale, when he 
remarked: “You must excuse me now, 1 
am too sick to sit up; I must go home 
and lie down.” He never came out of the 
house again. He died in the midst of 
great usefulness. God had work for him 
in the other world. He has doubtless en- 
tered some larger field of effort. It is 
well with him; for it is written, “Blessed 
are the dead which die in the Lord from 
henceforth; yea, saith the Spirit, for 
they rest from their labors, and their 
works do follow them.” 

William Andrew Crocker spent near- 
ly sixty years in the service of the 
Church as a minister of the Lord Jesus. 
At a ripe old age he passed from the la- 
bor of earth to the rest of heaven, and it 
now devolves upon his surviving breth- 
ren to commemorate the value of his life 
and work. On the 4th of November, 1825, 
he was born in Isle of Wight county, Ya. 
His father, James Crocker, was the 
youngest son of Captain William Crock- 
er, whose ancestors came from England 
among the early colonists. His mother, 
Frances Hill YVoodley, was the eldest 
daughter of Major Andrew Woodley. 
The two families resided in the same 
neighborhood, and much intimacy of 
friendship existed between them. Both 
owned large estates and occupied prom- 
inent positions in society. The Crockers 
were gay and convivial, fond of sporting 
and gaming. They were not religiously 
inclined, the father of the family being 
the only professed Christian in the house- 
hold. The Woodleys, on the contrary, 
were noted for their cultivation and pie- 
ty. Up to the time of the American Rev- 
olution they were stanch Churchmen, 
but, after the introduction of Methodism 
into Virginia, they allied themselves with 
the new movement and became ardent 
and enthusiastic Wesleyans. His grand- 
father’s house w r as the home of the 
Methodist preachers, and Asbury and 
McKendree were often his guests. In 
1827 his father died. When dying, he 
called the members of the family around 
him, and, after taking an affectionate 
leave of them, requested them to sing 
the hymn, “On Jordan’s stormy banks I 
stand.” He joined with them in the 
song, and then passed peacefully and tri- 
umphantly away. The mother of broth- 
er Crocker reared her son “in the nur- 
ture and admonition of the Lord,” ,and 
her godly training left a lasting impres- 
sion upon his mind and heart. Outside 
of his own home, his education was ob- 
tained mainly in the old-field schools of 
the county and at the Smithfield Acade- 
my.

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Conference which met at Lynchburg in 
1856. The plan was approved and adopt- 
ed by the Conference. The Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, ten years later, 
adopted substantially the same plan. 
From Heathsville brother Crocker was 
sent to Lynchburg in 1856. It was at the 
close of this year that he lost by death 
his oldest boy. This was a great grief, 
but, in addition to this, he was the vic- 
tim of spinal trouble. On this account 
he was forced to give up the work tem- 
porarily. After resting a year on Curri- 
tuck Sound, in North Carolina, he was 
made president of the Norfolk District. 
While discharging his duties in this posi- 
tion the Civil War broke out. He applied 
for a chaplaincy, and was assigned to 
the Fourteenth Virginia Regiment, com- 
manded by Colonel James Gregory 
Hodges, of Portsmouth. He joined his 
regiment in June, 1861. During the win- 
ter following he was stricken with camp 
fever, which confined him to his tent for 
some time, but as soon as he became 
convalescent he rejoined the troops, and 
remained with his command until after 
the battle of Seven Pines. It was then 
that he conceived the idea of the Armj r 
Intelligence Ofiice, which he was author- 
ized by Hon. G. W. Randolph, Secretary 
of War, to establish and superintend. He 
continued in charge of this work until 
the summer of 1863, when the condition 
of his health caused him to resign his 
office and withdraw from the service. 
Having purchased a place in Campbell 
county, he and his wife repaired thither, 
and they again taught school. Here he 
remained until the close of the war. The 
Conference of 1865 sent him to Heaths- 
ville, where he was blessed with most 
wonderful success. The following year 
he voluntarily resigned this charge in 
favor of Rev. Fielding A. Davis, who had 
a large and expensive family, and he him- 
self took the work in Hampton. The 
town was in ashes, the people scattered, 
and those who remained amid the desola- 
tion had no means to support a minister. 
Here he taught school and supported 
himself as best he could. The term nf 
service spent here was full of financial 
hardship in the struggle to keep afloat. 
Brother Crocker acted a prominent part 
in the memorable arrangement made be- 
tween the Methodist Protestant and the 
Methodist Episcopal Conferences in 1869, 
having personally presented tfie matter 
to the Virginia Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, and ob- 
tained from them the first advance look- 
ing toward an organic union of the two 
bodies, and none rejoiced more than he 
in the consummation of the plan. In 
t877 he was made presiding elder of the 
Northern Neck District. He remained in 
that office two years. During this time 



he founded the Marvin Grove Camp, in 
cooperation with the preachers and lay- 
men of his district. As a camp ground 
it is unsurpassed throughout the entire 
South. From 1869 we trace his path of 
travel through Lynchburg, Heathsville 
Circuit, Westmoreland Circuit, Rich- 
mond Circuit, and again in Westmore- 
land, before he was assigned to Bruns- 
wick Circuit in 1881, where he remained 
three years. In 1884 he was sent to the 
King and Queen Circuit, and it was while 
he was serving this field of labor in 1887 
that he was forced to take a superannu- 
ated relation. He and his wife then re- 
tired to a farm which he had bought in 
Richmond county, and remained there 
until they w r ere persuaded to remove to 
the home of their daughter, Mrs. Mo- 
reau Blackwell, of Northumberland 
county. Here, on the 16th day of Novem- 
ber, 1898, they celebrated the fiftieth an- 
niversary of their marriage. Not quite 
a month after, on the 13th of December, 
that wife was called to her heavenly re- 
ward. It was a great bereavement to 
him, but she reminded him in her last 
hour that the separation would not last, 
long. On the 27th of June, 1901, he too 
passed away. In a brief autobiography 
he sums up the v^ritten and the unwrit- 
ten record, and says: “Such is the story 
of my life. There is in it much of vicis- 
situde, much of effort, and doubtless 
many imperfections and mistakes. I 
trust I have been guided throughout by 
a high and noble purpose, but I have of- 
ten faltered and blundered. I have fallen 
far short of my ideal, and feel that but 
little, comparatively, has been accom- 
plished. I have been a dull scholar, and 
have often needed the rod of correction. 
For all my afflictions I feel devoutly 
thankful. I owe to them many of my 
best lessons and sweetest consolations. 
I have always distrusted my own wisdom 
and strength, and so from early youth 1 
learned to lean on God. In all that I 
have said and done I recognize the guid- 
ing hand of my Lord. To him be all the 
honor now and forever.” The literary 
gifts of our deceased brother were of a 
high order. Many valuable contribu- 
tions from his pen have appeared from 
time to time in the columns of our 
Church journals and magazines. He 
published two books wffiich had a very 
flattering circulation among thoughtful 
readers. They were entitled “Studies. in 
Daniel” and “Studies in the Book of Rev- 
elation.” He was the author of a notable 
tractate upon the subject of “Our Chil- 
dren and Our Children’s Children.” Had 
he devoted his talents entirely to lit- 
erary pursuits, he would have achieved 
large celebrity among worthy compeers 
in the great world of letters. During a

of God. His clear-cut thoughts, his well- 
chosen words, his exquisitely tender sen- 
sibilities, and his consecrated will were 
all there, but the power that once drew 
the corded bow, the unerring eye that 
once aimed the arrow of divine truth, 
the military bearing of the strong man 
of other days — these were concealed by 
the shadows that gather around the in- 
firmities of old age, ever-deepening shad- 
ows, never to be dispelled until the eter- 
nal light breaks in upon the enrapturd 
soul of the waiting child of God. During 
his last illness he remarked to an attend- 
ant at the bedside: “Only the body dies. 

1 will leave that behind me. It is so 
weak and helpless now. It is drifting 
away from me. It will soon go ashore 
in the graveyard, but I shall be with 
God.” Only two hours before his death 
he exclaimed: “I feel that a wonderful 
change has taken place in my flesh. The 
physical fact I cannot account for, but 
it seems as if the sweet peace of God has 
taken absolute possession of both body 
and soul.” He refused to use an opiate 
which was administered to alleviate pain 
when death drew near, because, as he 
said, “I want my mind to be clear so that 
I can understand everything around me 
as 1 go gliding out of this world into the 
next.” When the end came he was ready 
to go over and rest with God. As th'e 
chill of death crept up from feet to heart, 
he was heard to say, “The arms of my 
Father are strong enough to carry me 
through the valley of death”; and again, 
“They are calling me across the narrow 
stream; many voices are calling me; I 
am going- home to meet the friends who 
are waiting for me on the other side.” 
And so, with the world behind him and 
heaven in full view, this saintly man of 
God met the hour of his translation as 
calmly as might an angelic messenger 
after "having executed the will of the 
King of heaven, as triumphantly as 
might an archangel returning from his 
post of duty to make report of the work 
he had wrought in building a new world 
for the glory of Christ Jesus the Lord. 
Our dead brother is not dead. He lives 
with the Author of eternal life in 
heaven. 

Robert Hicks McAden, son of 0. W. 
and M. L. McAden, and grandson of the 
late Lev. James McAden, who for many 
years was a beloved and honored mem- 



er in charge of Blandford Church. The 
worth of a life is determined rather by 
intensity than duration, 'ibe promise of 
God to those who know and love him, 
“With long life will 1 satisfy him,” has 
been fulfilled to those who die in early 
life. That promise was abundantly ful- 
filled to the young brother who is the 
subject of this memoir, and by this 
standard his life was of great value. His 
boyhood was spent in Brunswick count y, 
Va., under the care of pious parents, and 
the godly influence of his now sainted 
grandfather, whose declining years were 
spent at his father’s home. Here in May, 
1889, in the ninety-fourth year of his age, 
after having suffered God’s will in the 
decrepitude of age as he had done it in 
the vigor of his manhood, the old warrior 
undauntedly faced the last enemy, glori- 
ously triumphed, and ascended to be 
crowned. The impress of his character 
was indelibly stamped upon the boy who 
ministered to his wants and delighted in 
his company. Our young brother was 
converted to God at the early age of 
twelve or thirteen years, under the min- 
istry of Rev. W. H. Atwill, and joined 
the Methodist Church. As he advanced 
toward manhood he felt a conscious call 
to the ministry, but resisted it for sev- 
eral years on account of timidity anc 
the lack of educational qualification. 
The problem of duty was further com- 
plicated by the death of his father, which 
left a widowed mother and younger 
brothers and sisters largely dependent 
upon him for care and support. It was 
not definitely settled until God’s afflictive 
hand was laid upon him, and he was 
brought near death’s door by serious ill- 
ness, when he promised the Lord that if 
his life was spared he would prepare 
himself as best he could and obey the 
Spirit’s call to preach the gospel. He 
was true to his vow. After his restora- 
tion to health, laboring under disadvan- 
tages that tested the fiber of his man- 
hood, by his devoted mother’s self-sac 
rifice he was enabled to prosecute his 
studies for two sessions at Bedford 
Academy; then, by the assistance of 
friends and the loan fund of Randolph- 
Macon College, he attended that institu- 
tion for three sessions, and graduated in 
June, 1900. As a student he worked hard, 
diligently strove to master whatever he 
undertook, and perhaps overtaxed his 
strength. Soon after graduation he was 
employed by the presiding elder of the

Petersburg- District as supply at Bland- 
iord Church. By his deep personal piety, 
helpful pulpit ministrations, constant 
pastoral work, and zealous care of all 
the interests of the Church, he won not 
only the esteem but the affection of his 
people, who requested his return as their 
pastor. Their request was complied 
with, and he began his first year in the 
Conference with buoyant hope and con- 
fident trust in God. But alas! before the 
year closed death claimed him as its vic- 
tim, and his earthly ministry was ended. 
The messenger came in the morning of 
his life, but found him ready and wait- 
ing. He heard the rustling of angels 1 
wings before they hovered over his dy- 
ing pillow. From the first, as soon as he 
was informed that his disease was ty- 
phoid fever, he said, “I will not get well 
again.” He knew best the frailty of his 
constitution, and its inability to resist 
the ravages of the dread disorder. No 
fear disturbed his tranquil soul. “He 
knew whom he had believed.” Knowing 
that his mansion in heaven was prepared 
and ready for the occupant, he proceed- 
ed to set his earthly house in order. He 
gave minute direction with reference to 
the payment of his indebtedness for his 
education, and every other debt; gave 
his grief-stricken mother the name of a 
trusted friend who would counsel and 
assist her, and with all of his obligations 
to God and his fellow-men fully dis- 
charged, was ready for the final settle- 
ment. Greater solicitude was never 
shown perhaps by any church for their 
sick pastor, nor truer affection lavished 
upon him, than Blandford Church be- 
stowed on brother McAden. These, to 
whom he had ministered in spiritual 
things, and a tender, loving mother’s 
hands, ministered unto him through a 
brief and painful illness until the angels 
came and carried him home. To perpet- 
uate his memory and as an expression of 
their appreciation of his virtues, the 
church at Blandford has had a memorial 
tablet placed in its walls upon which his 
name, the date of his birth and death 
are inscribed, and these words, “Blessed 
are the pure in heart, for they shall see 
God.” This lens alone has power suffi- 
cient to sweep the w T hole horizon of 
God’s vast universe and see him in all 
that is, and discover a Father’s face with 
unblurred vision in God’s providential 
dealings with men. No other lens focal- 
izes truth on the retina of faith, so that 
God is seen in all things which are to be 
to the end of time and throughout eter- 
nity. How appropriate the epitaph in- 
scribed by those who knew him best, 
and therefore loved him most, upon the 
tablet erected to his memory, “Blessed 



are the pure in heart, for they shall see 
God.” Through the lens of a pure heart, 
cleansed in the blood of the Lamb, our 
brother had seen God. The beatific vi- 
sion had refined the whole tissue of his 
character so that his life mirrored in 
word and deed the image of his Lord. 
Few knights of Christ, old or young, ever 
appropriately sung with more exultant 
paean, 

My strength is as the strength of ten, 
Because ray heart is pure. 

By faith this chivalrous knight had 
pressed to his quivering lips the chalice 
that brimmed red with the blood of his 
incarnate Lord, and secured the blessing 
which it imparts — happiness. Earthly 
happiness is merged into heavenly bliss 
now, since with perfect adjustment of 
lens to light he sees “the King in his 
beauty.” To most of his brethren in the 
Virginia Conference brother McAden 
was a stranger, having been with us but 
once in annual session. Those who knew 
him loved him; he was worthy of it. The 
preachers in Petersburg followed his re- 
mains with sorrowing hearts to the sta- 
tion, and put them on the cars which 
carried him to his home, in Brunswick 
county, where he was buried in the fam- 
ily graveyard.

Richard Stanford Webb was admitted 
on trial into the North Carolina Confer- 
ence at its session held in Beaufort, De- 
cember 14, 1859. He was received into 
full connection and ordained deacon at 
Louis burg, December 8, 1861, by Bishop 
Andrew; ordained elder at Greensboro, 
December 3, 186Jf, by Bishop Pierce; and, 
after nearly forty-three consecutive 
years in the itinerancy, died at the par- 
sonage near Greensboro, on November 
20, 1901. He never missed a roll call for 
forty-two years; and on the very day the 
Conference met he answered to the roll 
call “up yonder.” Truly, a noble man 
and a true servant of God has been tak- 
en from the Church militant to the 
Church triumphant. During his long 
and successful pastorate he served the 
following charges: 1860, South Iredell; 
1861-2, South Guilford; 1863, Pittsboro; 
1864-5, chaplain in the Confederate army; 
1866-8, Durham; 1869-71, Topsail; 1872-5, 
Alamance; 1876-9, Tar River; 1880-2, Ridge- 
way; 1883-4, Warrenton; 1885-8, Wades- 
boro Circuit; 1889-91, Rock Spring; 1892- 
5, Statesville Circuit; 1896-9, Randolph; 
1900-01, Greensboro Circuit. This was his 
last charge. About six weeks before 
Conference he was stricken down, and 
after great suffering, which he bore he- 
roically, he fell on sleep in Jesus. In the 
death of brother Webb the state has lost 
a noble citizen, the Church a true mem- 
ber, and the Conference one of its most 
useful and consecrated ministers. As a 
man he was noble, true, brave — pure, 
guileless, courageous. He was truly a 
man of God, deeply pious, wholly conse- 
crated. All that he had was on the altar 
of God. He was a man of strong convic- 
tions. and he had the courage to express 
and defend his convictions. If he erred, 
it was of the head and not of the heart. 
He was thoroughly honest in all he said 
and did. As a preacher he was earnest, 
doctrinal, evangelical — sound, safe, spir- 
itual. Hundreds were converted and 
brought into the Church through his in- 
strumentality. As a pastor he was ten- 
der, wise, and sympathetic. It was his 
constant desire and endeavor, by precept 
and example, to lead his flock to larger 
and better and holier living. As a work- 
er he was diligent, untiring, successful. 
Few men did more than he in revivals, 
and in building church houses and par- 
sonages. And he worked uncomplain- 
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ingly, courageously, hopefully. He at- Chaflotte District ( Continued ) 

tended energetically and wisely to all the 
duties imposed on him by his Church, 
and we verily believe that he is recorded 
in the Book above as a good and faithful 
servant; and having been in fellowship 
with Christ in life and service on earth, 
he is now in fellowship with his Lord in 
joy. When the time for his departure 
came, he was ready. He had fought the 
good fight, run the race, kept the faith, 
finished his course, and was ready to be 
offered. He lived and wrought well; he 
died well. As he came down to death’s 
door, he said that he was not afraid to 
die. Two days before he died he person- 
ally asked his presiding elder to have his 
naihe referred to the committee on Con- 
ference relations for the superannuated 
relation; but before we came to his name 
God had translated him, and given him Macon Circuit, 
an appointment up yonder in the ranks 
of the eternally redeemed. A noble man 
is taken from us, but our loss is his eter- 
nal gain. The committee on memoirs 
would lay this imperfect sketch upon his 
new-made grave, and pray God’s bless- 
ings upon the bereaved family.

Peter A. Heard was born in Greene 
county, Ga., January 11, 1826, and died at 



College Park, near Atlanta, February 22, 
1901. From brief biographical notes re- 
corded by his own hand, the following 
facts have been gathered. He was the 
son of pious parents, in whose home the 
morning and evening sacrifice of prayer 
and praise was never neglected, and in 
these religious exercises began the im- 
pressions which were the foundation of 
his beautiful character. Of this period 
of his life he pathetically says: “The 
thought of the terrible majesty of God, 
and his vengeance against the sinner set- 
tled on my heart like an ugly black 
cloud. The impression was so distinct 
and fearful as to assume the form of a 
vision. In that visitation of the Holy 
Spirit mj r religious life takes its root, 
and the cloud has never fully given way 
to the brightness of the Sun of Right- 
eousness. He shines through it, but to 
this day I ‘fear God,’ while I hope in his 
beloved Son, Jesus Christ, as my all- 
sufficient Saviour.” The foundations of 
his education were laid in a school in La 
Grange, under the control of Carlyle P. 
Beeman, a name ranking among the 
highest in the annals of education in 
Georgia. With the preparation acquired 
in this school, he entered Emory College 
in the fall of 1843, when that institu- 
tion was presided over by A. B. Long- 
street, another famous name among 
Georgia preachers and educators. Here 
his religious life, with some variations 
and lapses, took on its definite form 
and was inspired with that love for souls 
and zeal for the cause of Christ which 
marked it ever afterwards. This conver- 
sion, which had occurred in 1838, under 
the ministry of James B. Payne — “Uncle 
Jimmie,” of precious memory, remem- 
bered and prized — had been a conserva- 
tive element in a period of waywardness 
and sin; and his spirit, reclaimed and 
freshly consecrated, took on and main- 
tained a consuming zeal for the Master 
he loved. After his graduation, in 1846, 
he took up the study of law, under the 
tuition of Judge Walter Colquitt, and 
was admitted to the bar under the ad- 
ministration of Judge E. Y. Hill. Of him 
he says “than whom the ermine graced 
no purer, abler judge.” In 1850, Novem- 
ber 25, he married Miss Mary C. Alford, 
who survives him. To those who have 
enjoyed the hospitality of the hctme pre- 
sided over by this cheerful, consecrated 
gentlewoman, nothing need be said as 
to the blessing she brought into the life 
of our brother. It was the ideal home, 
of which the poet wrote: 

Blest is the pious house 
Where zeal and friendship meet:

and in this home, as in that, there were 
those whom Jesus loved, to whom he was 
always a welcome and honored guest. 
In 1862, under the ministry of Caleb W. 
Key, brother Heard yielded to the im- 
pression of friends and the conviction 
of his own mind that he should enter the 
ministry. He had already labored with 
great zeal and activity in revival meet- 
ings, but now the service of the Church 
and the salvation of souls came to be -the 
absorbing subject of his thoughts and 
the dearest purpose of his life. He had 
some struggles over the call to preach, 
but these were far removed from any re- 
luctance to enter the work. They grew 
out of a profound humility and a con- 
scious unworthiness of so high an hon- 
or. He was licensed to preach in La 
Grange in 1862, entered the Georgia Con- 
ference at Athens, Bishop Pierce presid- 
ing, in 1865. His Conference record is 
as follows: 1865-6, junior preacher Troup 
Circuit; 1866-7, Newnan and Palmetto; 
1867, ordained deacon and appointed to 
Covington; 1868-70, Covington, 1870-1, Ath- 
ens; thence transferred to Milledgeville, 
Wesley P. Arnold, the pastor in charge, 
having died in 1871. Here his health 
broke down, he was placed on the super- 
numerary list, and accepted the position 
of professor in Lucy Cobb Institute, Ath- 
ens. Here he labored with great suc- 
cess as a teacher, preaching when he 
could, for ten j r ears. Then he was called 
to a professorship at La Grange, under 
the presidency of J. W. Heidt, where he 
remained five years, and where his labors 
met with the highest recognition and 
great success. In 1889 he was appointed 
junior to Carrollton, to the post made 
vacant by the death of Alexander Thig- 
pen. In 1892-3, having been made effect- 
ive, he was appointed to Canton and 
Hickory Flat Circuit; 1893-7, Merritt’s 
Avenue, Atlanta; 1897-8 to the time of his 
death, 1901, College Park. So closes the 
record of duties assigned and met in 
this useful, beautiful, noble life: useful 
to all who were privileged to be in touch 
with it, beautiful in its simplicity and 
symmetry, noble in its sacrifice and 
forgetfulness of self. Measured by the 
lapse of years, it was a long life, passing 
beyond the allotted period of threescore 
and ten; but measured by the commun- 
ion into which he has entered, how brief 
and fleeting! With a mind liberal in its 
views, enriched by broad reading, se- 
curely poised on the center of all truth, 
to those nearest him, and who knew him 
best, his heart had never lost the dew of 
its youth. With a rare dignity of bear- 
ing and grace of person, his refinement 



the tenderness and gentleness of his 
spirit, invited the confidence and in- 
spired the love equally of old and young. 
His preaching was plain, practical, 
pointed, and every word seemed to be ut- 
tered under a sense of the tremendous 
responsibility of his high calling. God 
honored his ministry in the conversion 
of so\ils, in making him a wise counselor 
to the perplexed and troubled in his 
charge, a very son of consolation to 
those upon whom bereavement, sorrow, 
or misfortune had fallen. His daily 
walk was but the reflection and expres- 
sion of the purity and power of the gos- 
pel he loved to preach. His scruples 
about what seemed little things to oth- 
ers sometimes caused a smile, but to him 
nothing was small which involved a mat- 
ter of principle or duty. To him the 
law of conduct w T as to keep “a conscience 
void of offense toward God and men.” 
His was the path of the just, shining 
more and more unto the perfect day. 
The end of our brother was peace, a fit- 
ting end of such a life. His day of labor 
over, his warfare accomplished, having 
served his generation by the will of God, 
he simply went to rest and to await the 
resurrection of the just. 

As fades a summer cloud away, 

As sinks tlie sale when storms are o’er, 

As gently shuts the eye of day. 

As dies a wave along the shore. 

so this life closed in tranquil and trium- 
phant faith. We shall not soon look 
upon his like again. 

Peter Matthew Ryburn died in Ox- 
ford, March 16, 1901. He was born of 
sturdy Scotch parentage in Fayetteville, 
N. C., August 30, 1829. When he was 
about two years of age his parents 
moved to Charleston, S. C., where he was 
reared. He was educated at Charleston 
College, winning the highest honors for 
oratory in his sophomore year, and grad- 
uating with the second honor at the end 
of his senior course. He attended also 
for a time the Theological Seminary of 
the Presbyterians at Columbia. His no- 
ble Scoteh-Presbyterian mother brought 
him up after the manner of that ele- 
vated type of Christianity, although he 
never united with the Church himself. 
At the age of sixteen he attended a 
Methodist camp meeting, was converted, 
and at once became a Methodist, attract- 
ed by the more genial Arminian theology 
and more fervent personal experience of 
Methodism. Not by minifying but by 
magnifying its peculiarities does Meth- 
odism win such converts as Peter M. 
Ryburn. On account of failing health he 
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left Charleston and came to Georgia ear- 
ly in life, opening a seminary for girls at 
Fort Valley, where, as a teacher, he was 
remarkabty successful, and where he 
continued for several years. About this 
time he was married to Miss Marie An- 
toinette Lumpkin, a noble woman, who 
still survives him, and to whom he was 
attached with knightly devotion. In 1855 
he joined the old Georgia Conference, 
among his Conference classmates being 
Rev. J. V. M. Morris, Rev. Habersham J. 
Adams, and Rev. W. F. Cook. He was 
never supernumerary, superannuate, or 
transferred, serving the old Georgia Con- 
ference until its division in 1866, and aft- 
er that time in the North Georgia Con- 
ference until his death. His appoint- 
ments were: Jefferson, 1856-7; Cedar- 
town, 1858-9; Jonesboro, 1860; Sparta, 
1861-3; Forsyth. 1864-5; West Point, 
Bethel, and Long Oane, 1866; West Point 
and Long Cane, 1867; Greenville, Trinity, 
and Fletcher Chapel. 1868; Marietta Dis- 
trict as presiding elder, 1869-70; Wash- 
ington, 1871; Payne’s Chapel and Peach- 
tree Mission, Atlanta, 1872; West Point, 
1873-5; Dalton, 1876-7; Cartersville, 1878- 
9; Forsyth Circuit, 1880; Marietta, 1881; 
Hartwell, 1882; Palmetto and Fairburn, 
1883-5; Marietta, 1886-9; Decatur, 1890- 
2; Marietta, 1893; Madison, 1894-7; In- 
man Park, Atlanta, 1898-1900. While at. 
Inman Park he expressed to an intimate 
friend the wish that when he died he 
might be buried at Oxford, where rest 
the mortal remains of so many of the 
great and good men of Georgia Metho- 
dism. Neither he nor his friend dreamed 
at the moment that he would be sent 
there, but at the last Conference he was 
appointed to Oxford, and there the man 
of God sleeps to-day, not far from the 
graves of Walter R. Branham, A. J. Jar- 
rell, Alexander Means, John W. Yar- 
brough, Ignatius A. Few, A. G. Haygood, 
•lames O. Andrew, and others of whom 
the world was not worthy. He served 
the Church about forty-five years, and ft 
may well be doubted if his salary aver- 
aged as much as $1,000 a year; but he 
never left debts behind him, nor went 
murmuringly to his work. His preach- 
ing ability was far above the average, 
and he was the best pastor we ever knew. 
He did with scrupulous care all the 
w ork of the Methodist preacher. His 
life was visible eloquence persuading 
men to become followers of Christ. He 
might have been the original of Gold- 
smith’s village preacher in “The De- 
serted Village.” 

^practiced he to fawn or seek for power, 

Jjy doctrines fashioned to the varying hour; 
jor other aims his heart had learned to prize, 

More skilled to raise the wretched than to rise. 



Thus to relieve the wretched was his pride, 

And e'en his failing- leaned to virtue’s side; 

But in his duty prompt at every call, 

He watched and wept, he prayed and felt for all; 
And as a bird each loud endearment tries. 

To tempt its new-fledged offspring to the skies, 
He-tried each art, reproved each dull delay. 
Allured to brighter worlds and led the way. 



At church, with meek and unaffected grace. 
His looks adorned the venerable place. 



Even children followed with endearing wile. 

And plucked his gow n to have the good man’s smile. 
His ready smile a parent’s warmth exprest; 

Their welfare pleased him, and their cares distrest; 
To them his heart, his love, his griefs were given, 
But all his serious thoughts had rest in heaven. 

Bishop Candler says of him: “He was 
often the loved and honored guest in the 
home of my boyhood. One visit comes 
vividly to mind. In a quiet place I was 
toiling over my first lessons in Horace 
with indifferent success. He came upon 
me, and, seeing perplexity and incapacity 
for the task, inquired as to what I was 
studying. His grave gentleness drew my 
confidence toward him, and I told him 
my difficulties. With the learning of a 
scholar and the tenderness of a father 
he helped me with my lesson, and told 
me so much more about Horace that 
subsequent work with the poet was ever 
afterwards easier to me. No wonder 
the Emory boys loved him from the 
start in his last charge! He was the 
kind of man a clean, right-minded boy 
would love at once. And he loved them. 
He had just begun a meeting for their 
benefit when he fell, without pain, in 
the midst of his work. My helper with 
Horace was mj* pastor in 1899 and 1900, 
and my friend from boyhood to middle 
life. He never failed me. I loved to see 
him come to the old country home in 
Carroll county, 1869 and 1870, and he was 
in 1S99 and 1900 the ever-welcome visitor 
to the cottage which now shelters me. 
A friend who loved me and helped me 
for thirty years I miss much, and shall 
often wish to see again before I over- 
take him in the better country. Some 
day may I rest near him in the village 
cemetery in dear old Oxford, where I 
have known so much joy and so much 
grief. Farewell, then, blameless gen- 
tleman, spotless Christian, and stainless 
minister of God! — an Israelite indeed in 
whom there was no guile.” 

William Franklin Colley, son of W. 
H. and Mary C. Colley, was born in Troup 
county, Ga., May 29, 1859. An heir to 
poverty and toil, he was left while quite 
a boy, through the death of his father, 
the main dependence for the support of 
his mother and younger brothers. How 
well and faithfully the manly little fel- 
low met and performed the duties and 
responsibilities thus early devolving 
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upon him the bereaved members of his 
family now bear amxde and grateful tes- 
timony. Born with the elements in him 
out of which is fashioned a strong, use- 
ful manhood, he went bravely forward 
to build for himself a character noted 
for loyalty to those providentially called 
to lean, in large measure, upon his 
youthful arm, to God and his fellow-men. 
Cut off by limitations of fortune and 
the demands for physical toil from edu- 
cational advantages, he nevertheless by 
a studious husbandry of time not re- 
quired in manual labor, and the diligent 
use of such means and opportunities as 
came in his way, acquired a fund of use- 
ful knowledge which well fitted him to 
move in the sphere and perform the du- 
ties to which God was soon to call him. 
His father was a Baptist, his mother a 
Methodist; but after marriage she unit- 
ed with the Church of her husband. Un- 
der the godly example and pious train- 
ing o*f his parents the subject of this 
memoir was impressed from childhood 
with the value and importance of reli- 
gion. He professed conversion at the 
age of sixteen and joined the Church of 
his father. At the age of nineteen he 
was authorized to preach, according to 
the usages of his Church, but never 
served as a pastor. About this time cer- 
tain liberal members of his denomina- 
tion raised and tendered him a sum of 
money sufficient to pay his way through 
a complete theological course in one of 
their institutions of learning. This offer 
so generously made, and this opportuni- 
ty so tempting to a mind thirsting for 
knowledge, was declined upon the 
ground that he was not fully satisfied 
that his views were in full accord with 
certain doctrinal tenets held by the 
Church to which he then belonged. In- 
tegrity of character and honesty of pur- 
pose marked his course through life. 
After years of study and prayerful self- 
examination, he decided to join the 
Methodist Church— which he did in Octo- 
ber, 1887. At the session of the North 
Georgia Conference, held soon thereaft- 
er, he was admitted on trial. He served 
appointments as follows: Ellijay, 1888; 
Auraria, 1889; Woodstock, 1890-1; Ep- 
worth, 1892; Athens Circuit and Factory 
Mission, 1893; Bethlehem, 1894; Hills- 
boro, 1895; Bethlehem, 1896; Gainesville, 
Second Church, 1897-8; South Borne, 1899- 
1900; Summerville, 1901; here, in the 
midst of his labors and the meridian of 
bis usefulness, on August 30. death cut 
short his earthly ministry. He was or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Keener in 1889, 
and elder by Bishop Key in 1891. In 
Jackson county, Ga., November 8, 1898, 
he was married to Miss Lena Wills, a 



woman of fine intelligence and of high 
Christian character, who for nearly 
three years shared his toils and bright- 
ened his pathway with the sunshine of 
true wifely love, and who survives to be- 
wail his death and honor and cherish his 
memory. From the date of his entrance 
upon the active work of the ministry to 
that of his death our lamented brother- 
performed faithfully and efficiently the 
work assigned him. Some of his fields 
of labor were hard, unremunerative, 
and, from a worldly point of view, unin- 
viting; but uninfluenced by any temporal 
consideration, he went cheerfully and 
uncomplainingly to each of his several 
appointments. By habits of economy, 
learned and practiced in his early life of 
toil and self-denial, he saved enough 
from his meager salaries to materially 
aid in the support of his widowed moth- 
er and in the education of younger 
brothers. Gifted by nature with a good 
mind and a retentive memory, and being 
a diligent student, he became “a workman 
that needeth not to be ashamed, right- 
ly dividing the word of truth.” Of fine 
commanding personal appearance, mod- 
est, discreet, and affable in his manner 
and in all his intercourse with his fellow- 
men, he readily won his way into the con- 
fidence and affections of the people he 
was called to serve. Loyalty to every 
trust reposed in him — a distinguishing 
trait from his earliest years— was with 
him “a ruling passion strong in death.” 
After eight months of arduous, unremit- 
ling toil — in this last year of his pastoral 
life — he laid himself down to die. Like 
a brave warrior smitten down amid the 
fierceness of the battle, with the dews 
of death gathering upon his noble brow, 
he still, by exhortation and song and 
shout, urges his forces on to victory. 
Shortly before the end, his mind, long in 
the eclipse of delirium of fever, became 
clear. His voice was gone, but by signs 
he indicated to the weepers beside his 
couch that all was well. With a smile 
upon his face and the dawning light of 
heaven in his eye, he passed away to his 
reward. Brother Colley’s consecrated 
life is his best memorial.

Daniel Archibald Patrick was born 
in Dorchester county, S. C., September 2, 
1870, and died in the town of Gaffney, 
January 9, 1901. At the one hundred and 
twelfth session of the Conference, which 
was held in Florence, December 8-13, 
1897, he was admitted on trial. By this 
Conference he was appointed to the St. 
Stephen’s Mission, where he labored 
faithfully and with much success for^ 
three years. At the Chester Conference,' 
which closed its session December 3, 
3900, be was appointed to the Gaffney 
Circuit, in the Spartanburg District. 
Brother Patrick was one of our choicest 
young men. lie belonged to that type 
of Christian manhood which the Father 
delights to honor. No coarse jest or 
soiled remark ever defiled his lips. He 
believed firmly in the utilization of the 
powers God had given him, and hence 
was no idler in his efforts to promote 
the great cause in which he labored. In 
the truest sense he was a modest, Chris- 
tian gentleman. His early religious con- 
victions were deepened by the associa- 
tion and timely counsels of the late Rev. 
Edward B. Loyless, in whose home he 
spent two years while a student in Wof- 
ford College. These two years cover His 
college life, but he ceased not to add 
daily to his store of knowledge. As a 
student our brother was painstaking 
and thorough; he never hastily jumped 
to conclusions, but dwelt in thoughtful 
meditation until he could grasp the au- 
thor’s meaning. As a preacher he was 
earnest, clear, logical, and intensely 
practical. His arguments were convinc- 
ing, and often he preached as one of ma- 
turer thought and larger experience. As 
a Christian minister he was beloved by 
all who knew him, for his integrity, his 
modesty, his devotion to duty, and his 
strong Christian character. A bright 
and clear conversion, followed by an un- 
mistakable call to preach the gospel, and 
a burning zeal for the salvation of men, 
gave authority to his words and made 
fruitful his ministry. But while the 
fruits abide, his activities have ceased. 
The circumstances of his death, occur- 
ring in the springtime of life, render it 
peculiarly sad. On the 27th day of De- 
cember, 1900, he was happily married to 
Miss Dyrena Avinger, of Cordersville, 
Berkley county, S. C.; and reaching Gaff- 
ney a day later, he at once entered upon 



his work. His first and only round of 
the circuit made for him many friends, 
and won for him the esteem and admira- 
tion of all. It likewise predicted a year 
of unparalleled success in his ministry; 
but his frail constitution, already im- 
paired by hard work and much study, 
suddenly collapsed, and ended in a 
speedy death. When our class assembled 
for final examination at this Conference, 
there was a vacant chair, but with th& 
thought of the absent one came with 
new meaning the triumphant words of 
the apostle Paul: “1 have fought a good 
fig-ht; I have finished my course; I have 
kept the faith: henceforth there is laid 
up for me a crown of righteousness, 
which the Lord, the righteous judge, 
shall give me at that day.” 

Paul Franklin Kistler was born in 
Lincolnton, N. C., February 12, 1827, of 
German descent, his ancestors having 
emigrated to America in colonial days 
and settled in Pennsylvania. After the 
Revolution some of the Kistlers moved 
to North Carolina, where they joined 
those of their Pennsylvania kinsmen who 
preceded them nearly a generation be- 
fore. During the summer of 1844 broth- 
er Kistler, then seventeen years of age, 
was deeply and pungently convicted of 
sin. The struggle was a hard one, ex- 
tending through several weeks. He felt 
impressed to join the Methodist Church, 
accordingly he consulted Rev. W. P. Mou- 
zon, circuit preacher. He applied for 
Church membership June 14, 1844. This 
act did not bring immediately the de- 
sired relief, but rather it seemed that 
the clouds thickened, and at times so 
deep was his despair that he was tempt- 
ed to give up the struggle and return to 
the old life. At last, on June 24, 1844, as 
he was quietly w r alking along the road 
meditating upon his condition, he re- 
solved, by the grace of God, to trust. 
Christ for pardon and salvation. In- 
stantly the witness of pardon became a 
great and glorious reality, and his heart 
was so filled with peace and joy that he 
shouted aloud, praising God for his good- 
ness and mercy. It was not long until 
he was conscious of an imperative call 
to the ministry. During the whole time 
of his conviction for sin he felt that his 
conversion meant the life of an itinerant 
Methodist preacher, and it was this con- 
sciousness. together with his unwilling- 
ness to yield to the call, that con- 
tributed largely to the stubbornness of 
his long-protracted struggle. It was not, 
however, till the fall of the same year 
that, while in attendance as a pupil of 
the Cokesburv Conference School, he 
yielded unreservedly to the call. Hi* 
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first act was to apply for license to ex- 
hort, which license was granted him by 
the He*. Nicholas Tally. In August, 1845, 
at Koek Springs camp meeting, Lincoln- 
ton Circuit, N. C., he received license as 
a local preacher, the liev. VV. A. Game- 
well, presiding c.'der. At the same time 
he was recommended to the Annual Con 
ference held in Fayetteville, N. C., in 
December, 1845, in the class with the 
Kevs. Sidi H. Browne, M. S. Boyd, J. 0. A. 
Connor, Joseph Galluchat, H. F. Porter, 
and Robert Taylor, of which class he was 
the last to receive his transfer, at the 
age of seventy-four years, five months, 
and one day, to that Conference above, 
“the general assembly and Church of the 
firstborn which are written in heaven.” 
llis transfer bears date of July 13, 1901, 
and is signed with the name and in the 
all-atoning blood of our blessed Saviour, 
the Bishop and the Head of the Church 
triumphant. At the Conference held in 
Wilmington, N. C., he was, on January 
16, 1848, ordained to the office of a dea- 
con by Bishop Andrew; and at the Con- 
ference held in Camden, S. C., Bishop 
Andrew ordained him to the office of eld- 
er, December 23, 1849. From the Fay- 
etteville Conference the boy preacher, 
then not quite nineteen years of age, was 
sent as junior preacher to the Spartan- 
| burg Circuit, serving that charge in that 
capacity during the year 1846. The fol- 
lowing are the further appointments of 
his long and useful itinerant ministry:

S. C., De- 
ll ■cpntber 4, 1895. having rounded out fifty 
I years of active itinerant service, he 
' asked for and was granted a superannu- 
ated relation. He removed with his wife 
and daughter to “Gooseberry,” his little 
■country home situated about two miles 
north of Denmark, in Bamberg county, 
1 'S. f ., where under his own vine and fig 
> tree, busied with cares of the farm and 
ever ready to work for his Master as op- 
portunity offered, he continued to so- 
journ, to ripen until the Lord of the har- 



vest sent forth the angel reaper to gath- 
er this ripened sheaf into the granary of 
God. May 29, 1849, he was married to 
Miss Mary R., daughter of Dr. Edward 
Jennings, of Shelby, N. C. Together, 
hand in hand, they struggled up the as- 
cent of years, actuated by one common 
purpose to do their Master’s will and 'to 
glorify his name in the earth. Having 
together attained the summit of middle 
life, it was granted them still in com- 
pany, arm in arm, to pick their uncer- 
tain way over the more difficult pathway 
of declining years. Bathed in the glory 
of life’s setting sun, they gazed with un- 
dimmed eyes upon the ever-brightening 
glories of the coming of the Sun of 
Righteousness to induct them into that 
inheritance above, incorruptible and that 
fadeth not away. He has entered into 
the joys of his Lord. Of this marriage 
there were six children born, only three 
of whom lived to attain maturity, and 
only two — Mrs. W. G. Sease, of Orange- 
burg, and Miss Caro Lee, of Denmark, S. 
C. — survive him. His education was ob- 
tained in the ordinary country schools, 
supplemented by two years in the Cokes- 
bury Conference School. This, for the 
times when he joined the Conference, 
was above the average in preparation for 
the ministry. He was endowed by na- 
ture with a mind quick to apprehend 
truth, a remarkably retentive memory 
and a lively imagination, all of which 
contributed to the charm of his preach- 
ing. His mind was original in its inves- 
tigation, and though inclined to be spec- 
ulative, he never permitted this specula- 
tive tendency to bear him from the 
strong anchorage of truth as formulated 
in the fundamental doctrines of our 
Church. He never forgot a name or face, 
and could recall in minutest details the 
incidents of his varied itinerant life. 
What books he read were stored away, 
properly indexed, and accessible for 
ready reference, by his retentive mem- 
ory; hence he accumulated no extensive 
library. The pictures of his imagination 
were lifelike and real. To him, God, 
Christ, the Holy Spirit, and Satan were 
real beings, and so real as to be almost 
appreciable to the physical senses. Like- 
wise divine truth and Christian experi- 
ence were beautifully vivid and real; 
consequently he possessed in a remarka- 
ble degree the power of presenting them 
vividly to his hearers. As a preacher his 
life has been remarkably fruitful. Dur- 
ing his fifty-years’ ministry thousands 
of lives have been helped by contact with 
this man of God, as well as the many 
others brought into the fold by the ef- 
forts of the many members of this Con- 
ference who were themselves introduced 
to their Saviour by this faithful ambas- 
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sador of Christ. He has been heard to 
say that standing on the floor of this 
Conference he has counted no fewer 
than seventeen preachers at one time, 
members of this body, led to Christ by 
his ministry. In temperament he was 
sanguine, and in common with all such 
temperaments he was subject to the 
greatest extremes of experience. There 
were times, in his early ministry espe- 
cially, when he \tfas strongly tempted to 
surrender his credentials and abandon 
the ministry. Such a temptation came to 
him in connection with his second ap- 
pointment. Sent to Walterboro Circuit, 
he was terrorized by the exaggerated re- 
ports of his elder brethren regarding the 
dangers from miasma and alligators in 
this section. To his excited imagination 
the long gray moss depending from the 
forest trees of that region was the hoary 
beard of the monster malarial pestilence 
that stalketh in darkness; and every bay 
and pond was the abode of teeming hun- 
dreds of that fearfully ravenous beast, 
the alligator. So completely had he be- 
come convinced that a heartless bishop 
sent an unpromising candidate for the 
itinerancy to that region to be disposed 
of, that after preaching on his first 
round at Green Pond church, near the 
Edisto Kiver, in what is now Smoak’s Cir- 
cuit, he determined to seek his presiding 
alder the next day, surrender his creden- 
tials, abandon the work, and return 
home. Fortunately that night was spent 
in the home of the mother in Israel in 
that community. Intuitively her moth- 
er-heart discovered that the boy preach- 
er was in great trouble. The next morn- 
ing she took him aside, and in her moth- 
erly way drew T from him the whole story 
of his woe. Brother Kistler says: “Aunt 
Lucy there and then gave me such a good 
talking that it set me going and has kept 
me going more than forty years.” 
Brother Kistler loved to preach, and was 
never happier than when opportunity 
offered. He was loved by all, irrespective 
of denomination. The announcement 
that Uncle Paul Kistler would preach at 
a given time was a guarantee of a large 
congregation. He was in frequent de- 
mand to fill the vacant pulpits of sister 
churches, and was gladly received and 
attentively listened to by them. Several 
times during last year he was called 
upon for such service by the Lutheran 
congregation of Orangeburg. He was 
childlike in manner, loved children, and 
was dearly beloved by them. Whenever 
there was to be held a “Children’s Hay” 
or other children’s service, he was in de- 
mand to talk to them. He knew every 
child by name wherever he met them, 
and never failed to greet them with a 
pleasant and kindly word. He was strict- 



ly loyal to his friends, his Church, and his 
God. No one was permitted to speak 
lightly of any of these in his presence. 
During the years of his superannuation 
he was ever thoughtful and kindly atten- 
tive to his pastor. He felt himself an in- 
tegral part of the local church. He 
helped the preacher in charge in every 
way possible, and his presence at serv- 
ices, sympathetically attentive to the 
sermon as he always was, was an inspi- 
ration. The preacher might always see 
his lips moving in prayer as he besought 
Divine blessing upon the sermon, or hear 
his rich, full, responsive “amen” as some 
passage of the sermon impressed him as 
worthy of commendation. Besides, his 
pastor could safely go to him amidst 
the perplexities of his pastoral work, as- 
sured of receiving safe, fatherly counsel 
from him. During the past two years he 
preached frequently, and his favorite 
theme was of heaven and the joys of 
eternal life. In thought he seemed to be 
already over there. His pictures of that 
home were real and lifelike, and his tone 
and expression strikingly those of one 
who had enjoyed glimpses, yea had tast- 
ed, of the things he described. Just one 
year ago, during the last session of this 
Conference, he remarked to a brother: 

“I feel lonely, without any Conference 
classmate. Brother Sidi Browne has got- 
ten ahead of me, and I am left alone.” i 
After a pause, “But it won’t be for long. 

I don’t think I shall meet with the breth- 
ren again.” Visitors at his home of late 
frequently asked, “Uncle Paul, don’t you 
get lonesome in this quiet little home?” 

His ready answer was: “No, my Lord is 
always with me here. How can I be lone- ] 
some w r hen I have him to talk to me?” | 
Wednesday, December 12, 1900, writing 
to his daughter in Orangeburg, S. C., he 
says: “You see a great difference in my 
writing; my hand trembles so that it is 
difficult to write at all. The old house is 
giving way fast, but I have a better in 
the heavens, which will be an eternal 
one. I am looking forward to that one; 
so I am content. I want to see you, to 
talk Conference with you. I must close, J,, 
for I fear yon will not be able to make 
out this writing. Poor old man! I won’t 1 
be able to write you many more letters. 
Good-by, till we meet again. With much 
love, I am vour old and loving. Pa.” j 
About three weeks or more before his 
death, to one meeting him on the street 
and inquiring after his health, he said: 
“It’s no use trying to hide it, paralysis 
is coming on. I am not for this world 
much longer. I’ll soon be at rest.” His 
manner and tone were as calm as if he 
had been planning a pleasant journey. 
For several months his health was seen 
to be giving way, and that the end would 
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not be long delayed. Stricken Tuesday, 
July 9, he lingered in an unconscious con- 
dition until the afternoon of Saturday, 
July 13. The next afternoon, delayed by 
rain, just as the funeral cortege entered 
the cemetery at Denmark, S. C., the rays 
of the setting sun pierced the clouds, 
painting the heavens with gorgeous sun- 
set glory; and just as his body was low- 
ered into the bosom of mother earth, the 
sun set with a splendor instinct with 
promise of the trimphant coming of our 
ascended Lord to gather to himself the 
redeemed of earth. “Precious in the 
sight of the Lord is the death of his 
saints.” 

He heard the voice of Jesus say. 

Come unto me and rest; 

Lay down, thou weary one, lay down 
'ihy head upon my breast. 

He came to Jesus as he was, 

Weary and worn and sad; 

He found in Him a resting place, 

And now in Him lie’s glad. 

Augustine Washington Walker, the 
son of Malcolm Johnston and Harriet 
Bostick Walker^was born at Lincolnton, 
Ga., March 11, 1828. He was educated at 
} the Clarksville (Georgia) Academy and 
I the Macon (North Carolina) High School. 
At the age of eighteen he read medicine, 
but did not gradute, though he after- 
wards practiced under special license. 
He also read law. In later years he 
taught school in Anderson county, S. C. 
In 1847 he married Miss Maria Talulah 
Richardson, a native of Anderson, but 
then resident in Laurens county. She 
was a true helper until her death on Jan- 
uary 22, 1892. Three children were born 
\ of this union, but all died in infancy. 
An adopted son lives in Jacksonville, 
Fla. Brother Walker joined the Church 
I and was converted in 1852, while teaching 
I at Smith’s Chapel, Anderson county, S. 
1 C. Called of God to preach, he was li- 
i censed to exhort in 1853, and to preach a 
■ year afterwards. He was admitted into 
I; the South Carolina Conference in 1857, 
I and served wherever appointed with in- 
i' dustrious fidelity. In all his charges he 
I won souls to Christ. Failing sight and 
i increasing feebleness required his super- 
|| animation in 1892. He bore manfully the 
I j stress of this relation, never murmuring, 
I never showing despondency. As the 
I years passed his helplessness increased, 
| but he never yielded. Almost blind and 
j’| unable to walk alone, he sought to meet 
I friends and in their association receive 
and give cheer and hope. The session of 
his Annual Conference was to him well- 
nigh the antechamber of heaven, and he 
was on hand each year till the last. Even 
j&st year he had come to meet with his 
brethren, but a stroke of paralysis made 
it necessary for him to return to his sis- 



ter’s home in Florida. A few months ago 
he came to this city for treatment, and, 
if God willed, to see (or meet with) us 
again. A few days at a hotel and a few 
weeks at the Ep worth Orphanage he lin- 
gered, suffered, and prayed. On the 24th 
day of August his wasted hands were 
folded, his blind eyes tremblingly closed, 
his tired heart ceased to beat, and his 
spirit returned to God who gave it. 
Brother Walker was a brave, manly man, 
true to his friends, true to himself, true 
to God. No man dared whisper a slander 
against even a foe, much less against a 
friend. He was self-reliant and inde- 
pendent. He did his own thinking and 
uttered his judgment anywhere. His 
cheerfulness was wonderful. Most per- 
sons afflicted as he was would have 
passed the days and nights in moaning 
and in tears. He suffered with a smile on 
his face and a cheer on his tongue. 
Brother Walker enjoyed a sound experi- 
ence, based upon the teachings of the 
word of God and assured by the work of 
God in his soul. He never doubted, but 
when necessary g’ave a reason for the 
hope that was in him. In his effective 
days he was a strong preacher. He knew 
Methodist doctrines and could clearly 
explain and triumphantly defend them. 
Exact thought and accurate expression 
marked all his utterances, in public and 
private. As a pastor he was friendly and 
helpful. His brethren will never forget 
the few days of last year during which 
this man of God brightened their homes, 
albeit the aged preacher was utterly 
helpless. The memory is a benediction to 
this hour. Nor can this testimony be 
forgotten. Said he: “If the same years 
were before me that are behind me, 1 
would gladly take the same way of life 
again — as an humble itinerant Methodist 
preacher. I am still growing in grace 
and in the knowledge of my Lord and 
Saviour.” And the wrinkled face shone 
with a fairer beauty than we witness on 
land or sea. May this be the mind of the 
Methodist ministry to the dawning of 
the last day! But the weary years are 
gone, the rugged path is passed. Eter- 
nity is now his portion, and the streets 
of the New Jerusalem now make music 
under his feet. Oh that we all may grow 
in grace to the last, and meet him where 
the blind shall see and the lame shall 
leap as the hart — where we shall be for- 
ever with the Lord! 

Casper Eldredge Wiggins was born in 
what is now Berkeley county in this 
state. May 28, 1829. He was the son of 
William Wiggins and Elizabeth Bunch. 
At the time of his birth his father was 
a Methodist class leader — a position 
which he held during the greater part 
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of his life. When in his ninth year the 
subject of this paper joined the Metho- 
dist Church under the ministry of the 
Rev. Christian G. Gill, but was not con- 
verted until 1853 — then in the twenty- 
lifth year of his age. The call to preach 
the gospel came with his conversion. 
The period between his joining the 
Church and his conversion had its ex- 
periences of hope and fear, of joy and 
sorrow. In 1853, a younger brother died; 
and, in his own words, he attributed his 
conversion under God to this severe 
schooling, as the following paragraph 
from his own pen indicates. He says: 
“This state of mixed and uncertain ex- 
periences continued until 1853, when, 
upon the death of my brother, it pleased 
God to open my eyes to my true condi- 
tion, whereupon I began to seek my sal- 
vation in dead earnest; and a little be- 
fore sunset on October 10, 1853 — while 
all alone in a forest, kneeling at the foot 
of a pine tree — God spoke peace to my 
soul; and from that day to this I have 
never doubted the fact.” At this critical 
period of his life — fortunately for him — 
he fell under the direction of the Rev. W. 
C. Kirkland, of the South Carolina Con- 
ference. He was licensed to exhort, De- 
cember, 1853, and to preach, October, 
1854; and by the same Quarterly Confer- 
ence he was recommended to the South 
Carolina Conference for admission on 
trial, and was duly admitted in the class 
of that year. His first appointment — 
1855 — was that of junior preacher on the 
Cooper River Circuit under the Rev. A. 
Ervine; 1856, Black River and Pee Dee 
Mission; 1857-8, Santee Mission. On the 
8th of June, 1857, he was married to Miss 
Mary E. Grier, daughter of the Rev. Lem- 
uel Grier, a local preacher of George- 
town county, and oldest sister of the 
Revs. B. M. and J. E. Grier, of the South 
Carolina Conference. The next period 
of his life must be told in his own words. 
Hear him: “In the fall of 1858 I located, 
to follow secular pursuits. This was the 
great mistake of my life, and I have 
never ceased to regret it.” He was a 
soldier in the Confederate army. When 
the war closed he went with his family 
to Western North Carolina and settled in 
the village of Franklin, in Macon county. 
He entered the Holston Conference by 
readmission in 1871. His appointments 
in that Conference were as follows, and 
cover a period of fourteen years: In 
North Carolina— Haysville Circuit, 1871- 
2; Waynesville Circuit, 1S73-4. In Vir- 
ginia he had the following charges: Leb- 
anon Circuit, 1875-7; Liberty Hill Cir- 
cuit. 1878-81; Sedden Circuit, 1882; Con- 
cord, West Virginia, 1883-4. In the fall 



of 1884 he was transferred to the South 
Carolina Conference, and was sent, in 
1885, to the Cainhoy Circuit; 1886-7, to 
the Black Swamp Circuit; 1888-9, to 
Allendale; 1890-1, to Blackstock; 1892, 
Hendersonville; 1893-6, he was on the 
Colleton Circuit; 1897, Reevesville Cir- 
cuit, which was his last appointment. At 
the close of this year he asked for and 
was given the superannuated relation, 
and on Friday, November 22, at the home 
of his son, the Rev. W. E. Wiggins, he 
passed into rest. While on the Waynes- 
ville Circuit, in Western North Carolina, 
great revival meetings followed his min- 
istry and scores of people came into the 
Clmrch on profession of faith. As a 
preacher he was clear, pointed, and scrip- 
tural. He quoted a great deal from the 
word of God, and usually took several 
verses for his text, sometimes comment- 
ing upon the whole chapter. He had 
faith in God’s word, and for it he could 
tolerate no substitute. Brother Wiggins 
always preached well, sometimes with 
great fervency and remarkable power. 
He had but one purpose in his ministry 
— the salvation of the lost; and to this 
end he directed all his energies — to this 
end all else in life was subservient. To 
him, to preach the gospel was the high- 
est honor ever conferred upon a human 
being. He never sought to make the 
ministry a stepping-stone to either fame 
or fortune. He trusted his brethren, 
and had their confidence in return. He 
was a stranger to suspicion, and never 
complained that he was not appreciated. 
The friend of God, he was the friend of 
all humanity. As he lived, he died — poor. 
But what of that? He leaves to his 
brethren and his Conference the record 
of a stainless life. He once said to a 
brother minister: “I neither have nor 
desire any worldly goods. I don’t want 
to be bothered with such things now, as 
I shall soon have a home over yonder 
ready for occupancy.” His living chil- 
dren are: Mrs. Elma Lawton, of Garnett. 
South Carolina; Mrs. Lula Holroyd, wife 
of Rev. R. L. Holroyd, of this Confer- 
ence; Rev. W. E. Wiggins, also of the 
South Carolina Conference; Eugene, in 
the railroad service; and Lemuel, a suc- 
cessful teacher in South Carolina. Sis- 
ter Wiggins is the chief mourner. On 
her the bereavement falls heaviest. She 
knows where to find him. Our brother’s 
work is done. When the summons came 
he was ready. His faith never faltered, 
his vision of things eternal was not 
dimmed. With him religion was a divine 
reality, fixed in his heart, changeless and 
eternal. Well done, good and faithful 
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servant. Friend and brother, rest thou 
in peace until the Son of God shall come.

Philander P. Riley was born in Mar- 
shall county, Ky., May 17, 1857. His 
mother was a Methodist woman of the 
old type. The father’s conversion took 
place in later life under the efforts of 
his son. In early life P. P. Riley was 
converted and joined the Methodist 
Church. About this time his parents 

j) 
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moved from Kentucky to this state and 
settled in Limestone county. On the 23d 
of October, 1883, he married Miss Lou 
Hightower, a young woman of piety and 
talent, who shared faithfully in the toils 
and sufferings of his life. His widow, 
one daughter, and three sons survive 
him. In the summer of 1880 brother 
Riley felt the moving of the Spirit 
toward the work of the Christian minis- 
try. In prayers and exhortations he 
showed gifts and graces for the work. 
In 1883 he was received on trial into the 
traveling connection. At the Confer- 
ence held in Gadsden in 1885 the records 
show that Bishop Wilson ordained P. P. 
Riley to the office and work of a deacon. 
Two years later at Tuscaloosa he was 
ordained an elder by Bishop Keener. 
Brother Riley served various circuits 
and missions throughout the bounds of 
the Conference, doing accejrtable work 
until the year 1896, when he asked for a 
superannuate relation during the Con- 
ference held that year in Tuscaloosa. 
Always hampered and depressed by his 
state of health, this giving up of the 
work was a fearful trial to him. Broth- 
er Riley spent the latter days of his life 
in Gadsden. Among this good people he 
lived, broken in health, but nevertheless 
his life was that of a blameless, hopeful, 
Christian minister. From our midst has 
gone a brave, true minister, struggling 
against odds that most of us are hardly 
in a position to appreciate. In his con- 
version he placed his feet 

Upon the great world’s altar stairs. 

That slope through darkness up to God, 

and unfalteringly in his sufferings he 
climbed; and who can doubt but at its 
summit his Master met him, and greeted 
him with those most gracious words, 
“Enter thou into the joys of thy Lord”? 

Thomas P. Roberts was born in the 
state of Virginia, September 26, 1826, 
and died at Columbiana, Shelby county, 
Ala., August 29, 1901. He went with his 
father to Pulaski, Tenn., in 1836. In 1847 
he took up his abode at Marion, Ala. At 
the age of sixteen he attained justifica- 
tion, and joined the Church under the ad- 
ministration of the Methodists. He first 
married, in 1853, Miss L. E. Winn, of 
Greensboro, Ala. After the decease of 
his first wife, which occurred in 1861, he 
married, in 1863, Mrs. N. C. Fisher. For 
more than a third of a century he was in 
the regular itinerant ministry. His min- 
istry was exercised for the most part in 
Bibb, Blount, Jefferson, St. Clair, and 
Talladega counties. He was a member 
of the North Alabama Conference from 
the time of its organization to the time 
of his death. He was a devoted follower 
of Christ from the time of his induction 
into a Christian experience to the day of

his translation to a home in the skies. 
He was characterized by strength. He 
was strong physically, mentally, and 
morally. He was capable of great phys- 
ical endurance. He was a man of good 
understanding and of sound judgment. 
]n the practical affairs of human life he 
had clear views, and could make accu- 
rate estimate of the value and force of 
ordinary resources. His moral charac- 
ter was beautiful and strong. He was 
noble and inflexible. His open counte- 
nance and noble brow marked him as a 
man of simplicity, sincerity, and purity. 
He was warm and demonstrative in his 
greetings and friendships. In his min- 
istry he was diligent and faithful. As 
an under-shepherd he was devoted to 
the flock committed to his care. Where 
he exerciesd his ministry the people re- 
spected him, trusted him, and loved him. 
As a preacher hq was not brilliant nor 
rhetorical, but he was forceful in deliv- 
ery, wise in utterance, and sound in doc- 
trine. In his ministry he was preemi- 
nently successful and" useful. Here we 
will miss his genial smile and his enthu- 
siastic greeting, but we hope to shake 
hands with him again in that brighter 
clime where the saints of all ages in har- 
mony meet. Having served his genera- 
tion by the will of God, he fell on sleep. 



Crockett Godbey was born in Virginia, 
May 23, 1818; was converted in Septem- 
ber, 1841; was licensed to exhort in June, 
1842, and was licensed to preach in 1845. 
He w^as received into the Holston Confer- 
ee in 1845; was ordained deacon by Bish- 
op Andrew in 1847, and was ordained elder 
by the same bishop in 1849. At the close 
of the Civil War, during which he served 
as chaplain in the Confederate army, he 
refugeed to North Alabama, where he 
served for some time as a supply; and in 
1873 he joined the North Alabama Con- 
ference. After a number of years of 
faithful service in the regular work, 
brother Godbey was granted a superan- 
nuated relation, during which time he 
did what he could, until he became so 
feeble that he had to desist. As a 
preacher he was above the* average, and 
was strong in the presentation of the 
doctrines of his Church, which was ac- 
companied by the unction of the Spirit. 
Brother Godbey wms a good man, and, as 
some one described him at his funeral, 
he was “an Israelite indeed in whom 
there w r as no guile.” It is scarcely nec- 
essary to say that he had his peculiar 
faults, as other men, but they were sub- 
ordinate to his excellent virtues. One 
always knew w r here to find him in re- 
gard to all moral questions of the day. 
3n the 20th day of September, 1901, after 
a long period of illness, this man of God 
Passed away at his home in Madison 
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county, Ala., in the eighty-fourth year of 
his age, fulfilling the prophetic promise, 
“Thou shalt come to thy grave in a full 
age, like as a shock of corn cometh in his 
season.” The wife, two sons, and one 
daughter are left to mourn his departs 
ure. One of the sons, Rev. Charles C. 
Godbey, of the North Alabama Confer- 
ence, is his worthy successor in the min- 
istry.

Dudley Turner Brown was born in 
Pareclifta, Sevier county, Ark., January 
30, 1864. When but a small boy his whole 
desire was to be a minister of the gos- 
pel. As he grew older the desire left 
him, and his heart became hard. About 
the year 1875 his parents moved to Ne- 
vada* county, Ark. In the summer of 
1885 he was happily and powerfully con- 
verted and joined the Methodist Church 
in Emmett Circuit, Washington District, 
Little Rock Conference. As soon as he 
was converted he felt called of God to 
preach the gospel, but being timid and 
without education, and having a trouble- 
some impediment in his speech, he re- 
fused to obey the call of his Lord. Be- 
cause of his disobedience he backslid. 
By and by the “pains of hell got hold 
upon him”; he found trouble and sor- 
row; carried it to the Lord; promised 
him that if he would restore unto him 
the joy of his salvation, he would try to 
preach. The Holy Spirit was again 
poured out upon him, and he at once 
took up his cross. He was licensed to 
preach by the Quarterly Conference of 
Emmet Circuit, Washington District, 
Little Rock Conference, in August or 
September, 1886. Soon after he came to 
Red River county, Texas, and joined the 
Church by certificate in Woodland Cir- 
cuit, Paris District, North Texas Con- 
ference. In the fall of 1889 he was ad- 
mitted on trial into the North Texas 
Conference at Greenville, Texas, Bishop 
Key presiding; was ordained deacon by 
Bishop Haygood, November 23, 1890, at 
Texarkana, Tex., and ordained elder by 
Bishop Hargrove, November 11, 1894, at 
Bonham, Tex. He served the following 
charges in the North Texas Conference: 
Roberts Mission, 1890; Kemp Circuit, 
1891; Pleasant Mound Circuit, 1892; 
Mesquite Circuit, 1893-6; Chisholm Cir- 
cuit, 1897-8; Royse Circuit, 1899; Winns- 
boro Station, 1900. He was married to 
Miss Emma Reasonhoover, in Kemp, 
Tex., December 3, 1891. Three children 
were born unto them. Only two are liv- 
ing. His education was academical. He 
acquired some knowledge of Greek and 
Latin by himself. He was of a genial 
and sunny nature, always finding some- 
thing to be cheerful over. He was a 
good preacher, a faithful pastor, and an 
able defender of the doctrines of Meth- 
odism. He was loyal, too; never sug- 
gesting or complaining, but cheerfully 
and gladly accepting the appointments 
given him. During a protracted meet- 



ing in May, at his last charge, his health 
gave way, and in the fall of the same 
year he took a superannuated relation, 
and died in great peace at Royse, Tex., 
August 9, 1901. He bore his affliction 
patiently and submissively. The gospel 
which he so faithfully and effectually 
preached to others sustained him in his 
last hours. His ministry was a fruitful 
one, and he was never happier than 
when engaged in revival serices. He of- 
ten said, “I want to fall at my post!” 
and so he did. When asked by his wife, 
a short time before his death, if he had 
a message for his mother, he answered 
“Tell her that I want to see her; and if 
this is death, it is sweet.” Then, calling 
his little daughter Jennie to him, he 
said: “Be a good little girl, and mind 
mamma. Be a good little Christian, and 
meet me in heaven.” In his last hours 
he thought of his brethren in the minis 
try and gave expressions of love for 
them. We shall all miss him; but we shall 
meet him some sweet day, where the 
earth-born farewell will never be said. 
We bow in submission to the w r ill of our 
heavenly Father, who is too wise to err 
and too good to harm. We extend to the 
bereaved wife and children, mother, and 
other relatives our deepest sympathy, 
and pray that this sad dispensation of 
God’s providence may be sanctified to 
their good. He cannot come to us, but 
we can go to him. 

S. S. Cobb was born July 21, 1834, in 
Augusta, Ga., 'and died in Denison, Tex., 
April 21, 1901. When quite a child his 
parents moved to South Carolina, where 
he was reared. He was a typical South 
erner — full of noble impulses, but quick 
to conclude and equally as quick to act. 
His father and mother were Methodists, 
and when he was converted, in 1852, he 
at once joined the Methodist Church. 
In 1853 he was licensed to preach and 
joined the Conference. He traveled but 
a few years, as the war came on and he 
joined the army. His ministry was 
mainly in Texas. His first work in this 
state was Gainesville Circuit, 1869; Gar 
den Valley Circuit, 1870; Dallas Circuit, 
1871; Grapevine Circuit, 1872; Decatur, 
1873-6. At this time he located and went 
into business at that place. He re 
mained there for thirteen years, and in 
1889 he was readmitted into the North 
Texas Conference, and traveled Annona 
Circuit, 1889-90; Allen Circuit, 1891; Ne- 
vada Circuit, 1892; Sherman Circuit, 
1893; Collinsville Circuit, 1894. At this 
place his health failed and he was put on 
the superannuated list, and so continued 
until his death. He was married first to 
Miss Amelia Pease, at Cameron, Ark., 
October 17, 1858. By this marriage he, 
had two children, Louis B. and Lula A. 
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Louis died in infancy, and Lula in her 
nineteenth year. He was married to 
Miss Laura 0. Smith, of Gainesville, Tex., 
December 22, 1870. By this marriage 
six children were born to them. They 
are all living to mourn this great loss 
with their mother — four noble girls and 
two boys. The oldest son is now a man, 
and does all the work of a man. As said 
above, brother Cobb was a Southern 
man. He joined the Confederate army 
the first year of the war and continued 
in the field until the last gun was fired. 
He never missed a battle that his com- 
mand was called on to go into. He was 
in all the hard - fought battles about 
Richmond, and was present at the sur- 
render of General Lee. He never knew 
what fear was. He was as happy in his 
family as a child — was a child among his 
children and a companion indeed with 
his wife. He had his faults: he was 
high-tempered, quick as powder — would 
resent an insult or an oppression with- 
out a word. He would stand by his 
friends to the last and divide his last 
dollar with the needy. He would not rio 
a mean thing, but was rash at times. 
God never made a man with nobler de- 
signs or better aspirations. His death 
was sudden — no time to speak a word. 
In a moment he closed his eyes here and 
opened them up yonder. With his loved 
ones here he parted, but at once he met 
those in paradise. “This day paradise 
is the garden of God”; the river of life 
is in paradise. Rest, brother, we will 
- meet you again.

Alexander Raven scroft Raven was 
born in Snow Hill, N. C., November 23, 
1838, and died in Mount Olive, N. C., April 
8, 1901. His ancestors on both sides came 
from Maryland, and settled in Eastern 
North Carolina. They were communi- 
cants of the Episcopal Church, and were 
people of good social position and intel- 
lectual endowments. One of his great- 
grandmothers was the daughter of Rev. 
Nathaniel Blount, rector of the Church 
in Washington, N. C. His mother was 
Elizabeth A. Caraway, of New Berne, a 
woman of deep piety and of vigorous in- 
tellect. From her he inherited many of 
his noblest traits of character, and by 
her loving and wise hands he was trained 
to a good and useful life. He was con- 
verted while a young man in a revival in 
Centenary Church, New Berne. His con- 
version was clear and satisfactory. His 
surrender to Christ was complete and 
final. From that moment he never fal- 
tered in his love and allegiance to the 
Saviour. But few lives have been as un- 
broken and constant in Christian fidelity 
as his was. Shortly after his conversion 
he was called of the Spirit to preach. He 
shrank from the call, from an over- 
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whelming sense of insufficiency, but con- 
vinced that it was of God, he yielded, 
and was granted a license by the Quar- 
terly Conference of Centenary Church, 
to which he belonged. His first sermon 
was preached at Zion Church, near New 
lierne, from 1 John iii. Discouraged by 
his efforts, he left the pulpit, resolved 
never to try again. Urged by the breth- 
ren, he consented to make another ap- 
pointment. Much to his encouragement 
he soon learned that God had set his seal 
upon his first sermon, in the conversion 
of an aged man w ho heard it. He was re- 
ceived on trial in the North Carolina 
Conference at Salisbury in 1860, with W. 
M. Robey, W. H. Moore, E. A. Yates, T. J. 
Gattis, and others. Of that class of gift- 
ed men not one can show a better record 
of faithfulness and usefulness than he. 
In soul-winning none of them were his 
equals. He was mighty in God’s hands in 
leading others to Christ. He had a pas- 
sion for soul-saving. Everywhere he 
went his heart-cry was, “Lord, save sin- 
ners!” All his preaching was directed to 
that end. As the editor of a religious 
paper his editorials were largely an ap- 
peal to the unsaved. God heard his heart- 
cry, and from seashore to mountains his 
ministry was accompanied with gra- 
cious revivals, some of them of great 
sweep and power. If “turning many to 
righteousness” shall cause one to “shine 
as the stars,” which of his brethren shall 
excel him in the brightness of the heav- 
enly glory? For forty years, without a 
break in his service, he wrought as an 
itinerant preacher, beginning at Ports- 
mouth and Ocracoke and ending at 
Mount Olive, with an intervening list 
that is of no especial interest in this 
memoir. In all that time there was nev- 
er a blemish upon his character or shad- 
ow over his fair name. Like Enoch, he 
walked with God, and preserved an un- 
wavering fidelity and constant useful- 
ness. He was a man of pure mind and 
clean lips. In an intimacy of thirty 
years I never heard from him even the 
intimation of an impure thought. I nev- 
er heard him speak unkindly or censo- 
riously of his brethren. He loved them 
and spread the mantle of charity over 
any seeming wrong words or acts 
charged against them. His was the 
“charity which thinketh no evil.” He 
fully accepted the doctrines and politj' 
of the Methodist Church. He preached 
these doctrines with clearness and pow- 
er, and was constantly loyal to the pol- 
ity of Methodism, and especially the itin- 
erant feature of that polity. Sometimes 
his appointments were seeming afflic- 
tions, but he received them without a 
murmur, and went to them cheerfully, 
trusting that God had a needed work for 
him to do. As a church and parsonage 
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builder he made a worthy record, having 
built and remodeled seventeen. He was 
deeply interested in the work of mis- 
sions, and started the first periodical in 
Southern Methodism devoted to that 
course, the Southern Methodist Herald. 

In his home life he was kind, thoughtful, 
helpful, affectionate, and the hearts of 
his family were bound up in him His 
last marriage was to Miss Annie Styron, 
of Portsmouth, N. C., with whom he lived 
very happily, and she grieves for him 
with a depth of grief that only divine 
grace can console and sustain. He leaves 
one daughter, Mrs J. H. Williamson, now 
in Georgia. His last illness was long and 
severe, but was borne with submission 
and resignation. Loving hands minis- 
tered unwearyingly to his needs, and the 
people of Mount Olive showed great kind- 
ness. He met death without a fear. He 
was resigned to God’s will, whether to 
stay and work, or suffer, or to go to rest 
and reward. Peacefully as a child goes 
to sleep, our brother closed his eyes in 
death, and left behind him a world made 
better by his having lived in it, to enter 
upon 

The joys God hath in store 
For his people evermore. 

Solomon Pool was born near Elizabeth 
City, N. C., April 21, 1832, and died in 
Greensboro, April 9, 1901. The funeral 
service was held in West Market Church 
in Greensboro on April 11, conducted by 
Rev. J. R. Scroggs. presiding elder of the 
district, and Rev. H. K. Boyer, pastor of 
Centenary Church. He was buried in 
Greensboro. He was of a family promi- 
neni in social and public life, noted for 
culture and ability. His father, Solomon 
Pool, Sr., was of English descent; was a 
large planter near Elizabeth City. His 
mother was Martha Gaskins, of French 
Huguenot descent. She seems to have 
been an excellent woman and of unusual 
literary attainments for those times, be- , 
ing an authoress of both prose and poet- 
ry; and from her the subject of this 
memoir inherited a refined poetic tem- 
perament. Although she died when Sol- 
omon was in his fifth year, he remem- 
bered and often spoke of her kindness, 
the beauty of her character, and of the 
songs she sang to him. His father died 
at an earlier period of his infancy, and 
he remained on the farm in care of 
George D. Pool, an elder brother. The 
late Hon. John Pool, a United States 
Senator from North Carolina, and the 
late Dr. William G. Pool, a physician, 
were his brothers. The late Hon. Walter 
F. Pool, a member of Congress from 
North Carolina, and the late Judge C. C. 
Pool, were his nephews. He was pre- 
pared for college in Elizabeth City, and 
in 1849, at the age of seventeen, he e&- 
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tered the State University, where he 
graduated with highest honor in 1853. 
His graduating speech on '‘The Sublimity 
of the Psalms” is attuned to the rhythm 
and sweep, the beauty and grandeur of 
those matchless lyrics of the human 
heart; and in all his subsequent life his 
pulse beat time to their stately music, 
and his face never lost the radiance of 
their blessed light. His life was a tran- 
script of the twenty-third Psalm. In the 
December following his graduation he 
was elected tutor of mathematics in the 
university, and in 1860 he was raised to 
the adjunct professorship of mathemat- 
ics, which position he held for six years. 
In 1869 he was elected president of the 
State University. This office he held un- 
til 1875, when he left Chapel Hill and be- 
came principal of a school in Cary, N. C., 
of which he remained in charge for three 
years. On the 9th of June, 1856, he was 
married to Miss Cornelia Kirkland, of 
Chapel Hill, who has proved hersolf to 
be a most excellent wife and mother. 
To them were born six sons and two 
daughters, all of whom, with their moth- 
er, survive him. When about fourteen 
years of age he was converted in Eliza- 
beth City during a revival conducted by 
the llev. Mr. August, of the Virginia Con- 
ference, and joined the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South. Near the close of 
the year 1856 he was licensed to preach. 
From that time he preached regularly 
once a month in the chapel of the uni- 
versity, while there was an ever-increas- 
ing demand for his services in other pul- 
pits. He was ordained deacon at Ra- 
leigh by Bishop Early, December 8, 1862, 
and ordained elder by Bishop Pierce, at 
Fayetteville, N. C., November 11, 1866. 
After his connection with the university 
ceased he was often employed to fill va- 
cancies, as they occurred, in the most 
important pastoral charges in the North 
Carolina Conference. Among the charges 
which he served in this connection were 
Edenton Street Church, Raleigh; Cente- 
nary Church, Winston; and West Market 
Street Church, Greensboro. It had not 
been his plan to enter the traveling con- 
nection; but the calls for him as supply 
were so frequent, his ministrations so 
popular, and his labors so fruitful, that 
he yielded to the solicitation of a host of 
friends, and at the age of fifty-three 
years he was received into the North 
Carolina Conference in November, 1885. 
He passed the regular probation, and two 
years later was admitted into full con- 
nection. In 1885 he was appointed to 
Smithfield, where he remained three 
years. In 1888 he was stationed at Tryon 
Street in Charlotte, where he ministered 
for three years, remaining in the West- 
ern North Carolina Conference after its 
formation. In 1891 he was sent to Cen- 



tenary Church in Concord, wffiere he la- 
bored two years. At the Conference of 
1894, at his request, he was transferred 
to the North Carolina Conference and 
again appointed to Smithfield. In 1895, 
in compliance with his wishes, he was ap- 
pointed to Camden, near the home of his 
childhood, from which he had been ab- 
sent, except on occasional visits, for for- 
ty-six years. Here, amid the memorials 
of life’s rosy morning, the sun of his 
long day of toil dropjied toward its set- 
ting. Just as he closed a revival sermon 
at South Mills in Camden county, Sep- 
tember 2, 1896, he was stricken with pa- 
ralysis. One whole side was involved, 
and for several weeks he was uncon- 
scious. He rallied; consciousness re- 
turned, the power of speech was par- 
tially restored; but the old vigor was 
gone. He longed for complete restora- 
tion and the active life again, yet he pos- 
sessed his soul in patience and peace, and 
passed his remaining days quietly “lean- 
ing on the Everlasting Arms.” At the 
Conference of 1896 he was placed in the 
superannuated relation. About that time 
he removed to Greensboro, where, in the 
midst of friends tried and true, and in 
the bosom of his devoted family, minis- 
tered to in every way possible by his af- 
fectionate and devoted wife and chil- 
dren, he reached the last portal in life’s 
journey. He passed through that and be- 
yond the stars with no speck in the heav- 
ens through wffiich he took his way. The 
death of Dr. Pool marks the passing 
away of a great and good man. In his 
tireless pursuit of knowledge and wis- 
dom, and in the practice of goodness, he 
developed into greatness that will never 
suffer diminution. His life was many- 
sided. Tried on every side, it stands the 
test. As a Christian, in youth he planted 
his faith on the Rock of Ages. On that 
he built his character and kept it with- 
out a stain. His Christian character was 
not only above reproach, but was abso- 
lutely above suspicion, his enemies 
themselves being judges. His piety was 
unaffected, simple, and sincere. His face 
was always sunny with the inspiration 
of good will toward all men. His feelings 
and thoughts were highly refined and 
chaste, and his words seasoned with 
grace. Yet, gentle as the gentlest, and 
adverse to sanguinary strife, occasion 
showed that he possessed the moral 
courage of the ancient martyrs. He was 
not cast in the mold of the steel-clad 
knight who with the battle-ax hewed his 
way through the opposing cohorts, but 
when the day of trial came he stood 
forth in the mail of his own integrity a 
hero of a higher order, with an eye that 
saw beyond the circumscribed vision of 
his contemporaries, and with a breast 
bared to the storm for their sake. As a 
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husband no man ever stistuined this re- 
lation to the wife of his bosom more con- 
scientiously, affectionately, and faith- 
fully than he. As a father he loved his 
children devotedly, he treated them ten- 
derly, he instructed them carefully and 
diligently, he enjoyed their society, and 
joined them in their innocent games with 
the zest of boyhood; made them his com- 
panions, and was seldom seen on the 
streets, or traveling abroad, but that one 
■or more of his boys accompanied him. 
To them home was a veritable paradise. 
As a student, in youth he laid the foun- 
dation for broad and thoro\igh schol- 
arship, and was a diligent student in 
many departments of useful knowledge 
through all of his active life, but espe- 
cially in biblical and theological lore. 
As an educator he was eminently suc- 
cessful, possessing extraordinary adapt- 
ability for that high profession. As a re- 
former, through all his life he was zeal- 
usly engaged in the great temperance re- 
form in all its phases, and his tongue 
was never more eloquent than when ad- 
vocating its principles, or when depict- 
ing the effects of intemperance. As a 
pastor he was systematic in looking aft- 
er all the interests of his charge. He was 
no recluse, but visited from house to 
house and knew all his flock and their 
needs. He won the love of the children, 
the admiration of the young, and the 
highest esteem of all. In the homes of 
sickness, sorrow, and poverty his pres- 
ence was a benediction. He possessed 
revival power, and many were born of 
the Spirit through his public and private 
ministrations. As a preacher, in the 
pulpit he was prepared, self-poised, 
graceful, and instructive, a complete 
master of rhetoric and oratory, a sound 
theologian, and a most eloquent ex- 
pounder of gospel truths. Every sermon 
was a polished gem, sparkling with pro- 
found thought and beauty of expression. 
His preaching everywhere attracted and 
held large congregations. He was a mas- 
ter of assemblies. As a citizen he was a 
sincere patriot and passionately loved 
his native state and country. He de- 
plored, as only a pure man can, the evils 
and scandals of the reconstruction of 
North Carolina after the Civil War. Be- 
cause he accepted the presidency of the 
university at that period, it was taken 
for granted, without inquiry, that he be- 
longed to and was in sympathy with the 
party which, in reconstructing, despoiled 
and well-nigh ruined the commonwealth. 
This was a false assumption. He never 
belonged to any political party, because, 
as he said, he had no time to study pol- 
itics. But he studied men and felt a 
strong interest in public affairs, and in- 
variably voted for the candidates, re- 
gardless of their party affiliations, who 



in his judgment were best qualified by 
character and ability to serve the public. 
And when statesmanship and patriotism, 
after long years of political strife^Won 
the victory over ignorance and greed, he 
hailed it with gladness, although well 
knowing what it would cost him. In the 
midst of that strife, because of public 
conditions for which he was in nowise 
responsible, and which he could not con- 
trol, it was his lot to tread the wine- 
press alone and to suffer moral martyr- 
dom. He drank the bitter cup to its 
dregs, every bitter drop of which was 
transmuted into the sweetness of his pu- 
rified soul. He stood alone in conscious 
innocence and endured in silence. Lit- 
erally, like his Lord, “he answered not a 
word.” He believed in God and in the 
future, and anticipated the day when the 
clouds would lift. He was not disap- 
pointed. God let him live to see the day 
come in which he stood “in the world’s 
ample witness” surrounded by an aureola 
of truth and righteousness. In that 
search light there was no blot seen on 
his escutcheon. And now, enthroned 
with those who have gone up out of 
great tribulations, surely he has learned 
that 

’Tis glorious to suffer, 

’Tis majesty to wait; 

and that 

No life 

Can be pure in its purpose and strong in its strife 
And all life not be purer and stronger thereby. 

The spirits of just men made purfect on high, 

The army of martyrs who staud by the Throne 
And gaze into the Face that makes glorious their 
own, 

Know this surely at least. Honest love, honest sor- a 
row. 

Honest work for the day, honest hope for the mor- j 
row: 

Are these worth nothing more than the hand they | 
make weary? 

The heart they have saddened, the life they leave 
dreary? 

Hush! the sevenfold heavens to the voice of the j 
Spirit 

Echo: He that overcometh shall all things inherit. 

In the darkest days of Dr. Pool’s life his j 
pastor was permitted to look through 
his soul, and again when he was in the 
zenith of his popularity and power, and 
he profoundly believes that, take him all 
in all, he was the purest and best man he \ 
ever saw. His native state is richer for 
the life, labors, and memory of such a 
son, and in him Methodism finds the in- j 
carnation of its broad culture, its doc- j 
trinal integrity, its pulpit eloquence, its ] 
saving faith, its joyful hope, its all-em- \ 
bracing love, its sanctifying grace, and ; 
its practical virtues. 

Moses J. Hunt, son of Moses T. and j 
Nancy L. Hunt, was born in Orange coun- j 
ty, N. C., December 21, 1824, and died at j 
the home of his son in Greensboro, N. C., 
July 6, 1901. He was married December J 
23, 1858, to Miss Virginia J. Townsend, of i 
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Person county, N. C., to which union 
were born three sons — C. W. Hunt, of 
Charlotte, N. C., and .J. T. and E. T. Hunt, 
of Goldsboro, N. C. His wife having died, 
he was married a second time, December 
20, 1865, to Miss Sarah J. Baker, of Frank- 
lin, N. C., who, with four sons and three 
daughters, survives him. The children 
born to this marriage are William B. and 
Marvin Hunt, of Greensboro, N. C.; Mrs. 
S. B. Sadler, of Fairfield, N. C.; Jennie L., 
JJla H., Robert E., and Mary W. Hunt, of 
Burlington, N. C. He leaves one brother, 
Joseph S. Hunt, of Kittrell, N. C., and 
one sister, Mrs. Margaret M. Watkins, of 
Wake Forest, N. C. The subject of this 
memoir was but two years old when his 
father died, leaving his mother with six 
■children to support. His early opportu- 
nities for acquiring an education being 
limited, he was denied the equipment of 
a collegiate training. When nearly sev- 
enteen years of age he sought the Sav- 
iour, and was born into the kingdom of 
God in a meeting held by Rev. William H. 
Barnes at Plank Chapel in Franklin 
county. He united at once with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. In a paper 
written a short while before his death he 
says: “1 have never in all these years 
doubted my conversion; I consecrated 
my all to God and his Church. I prayed 
much, read and studied the Bible, and 
made it the guide of my life.” In 1849 he 
was impressed to preach the gospel of 
Christ. He felt the solemn responsibil- 
ity of a call to the ministry, yet he con- 
ferred not with flesh and blood and was 
not disobedient to the heavenly vision, 
but entered the school at once to secure 
the best possible preparation for the 
work to which God had called him. He 
was licensed to exhort in 1851 and li- 
censed to preach in 1853 at a Quarterly 
Conference held by Rev. James Reid. He 
was received on trial in the North Caro- 
lina Conference in a class of thirteen at 
the session of the Conference in Wil- 
mington in 1855. Only four of this class 
survive, Revs. J. W. Wheeler, J. C. Thom- 
as, and T. L. Triplett, of the Western 
North Carolina Conference, and Rev. M. 
C. Thomas, of the North Carolina Confer- 
ence. He was ordained a deacon in 1857 
by Bishop Pierce at Goldsboro, and or- 
dained an elder in 1859 by Bishop Early 
at Beaufort. He served the following 
charges: 1856, second man, Roanoke Cir- 
cuit; 1857, second man, Granville Circuit; 
tSoS, Sampson Circuit; 1859, Guilford Cir- 
cuit; 1860-1, Roanoke Colored Mission; 
1862. without appointment at his own 

1 request; 1863, second man. Raleigh Cir- 
cuit: 1864-5, Nashville Circuit; 1866, sec- 
°ud man, Tar River Circuit; 1867, Nash- 
rille Circuit; 1868, Raleigh Mission; 1869- 
Nashville Circuit; 1S71-4. Rock Spring 
mission; 1875-7, Youngsville Circuit; 1S78- 



80, Forsyth Circuit; 1881, Fairfield Cir- 
cuit; 1882, Columbia Circuit; 1883-4, Yad- 
kinville Mission; 1885, Agent American 
Bible Society; 1886-9, Forsyth Circuit; 
1890-1, Pleasant Garden Circuit. The Con- 
ference having been divided, he was 
transferred to the North Carolina Con- 
ference at the session held in December. 
1891. In 1892-5, Alamance Circuit; 1896-8, 
second man, Burlington, Graham, and 
Haw River. He was granted a superan- 
nuated relation at the Conference held 
at Elizabeth City in December, 1898. He 
loved to preach, and continued to do so 
as long as he was able to get to an ap- 
pointment. Brother Hunt was a member 
of the North Carolina Conference for 
nearly half a century, and was one of 
our most successful soul-winners. He 
witnessed the conversion of nearly four 
thousand souls during his ministry. He 
was a sound gospel preacher. He never 
wasted time in speculations upon side 
issues, but dwelt constantly upon such 
Bible themes as repentance, the new 
birth, and the witness of the Holy Spirit. 
He knew and loved the doctrines and pol- 
ity of Methodism. Christ was to him an 
experimental embodiment of the Father, 
and he had abiding assurance that he 
was one with God through Christ. His 
life was an open book, known and read of 
all men. No Methodist preacher was 
ever more loyal to the spirit of our itin- 
erancy than brother Hunt. He served 
the Church from the mountains to the 
sea, and was often called upon to make 
great sacrifices in moving long distances, 
but no one ever heard him murmur; he 
went joyfully anywhere in the spirit of 
the Master to do the Master’s work. In 
his day he saw some men, with greater 
natural endowments than he, rise like 
meteors and with their brilliance blaze 
for a time, only to go out in darkness; 
but he kept on in the even tenor of hi s 
way with every power, and leaving a 
permanent impress upon his day and 
generation. His children need not fear 
to step in his footprints, for all his 
tracks are clean. In the years of his su- 
perannuation he seemed to live in the 
days of his revival glory. His face would 
light up with a divine glow as he recount- 
ed the many wonderful displays of the 
Spirit’s power that he had witnessed. 
When he reached life’s sunset “there was 
a light in the valley.” He died while the 
Durham District Conference was in ses- 
sion, and he sent a message, saying, “Tell 
the brethren that I have a clear passport 
to heaven.”

Peter Simmons Twitty was born in 
Meriweather county, Ga., February 5, 



1842. He was of Scotch-Irish descent, 
tracing his lineage on his father’s side to 
the Twittys who emigrated to America 
from Ireland in 1760, and settled in North 
Carolina. The name first appears in 
American history in connection with the 
exploits of Daniel Boone. His immedi- 
ate ancestors came to Georgia in the ear- 
ly part of the last century. His father 
was the Rev. John W. Twitty, a member 
of the Georgia Conference, and a faithful 
and successful preacher. He died in 
middle life, leaving his family of wife 
and four children little except the herit- 
age of his good name. Peter was ten 
years old when his father died, and from 
then until his majority he lived with his 
mother in Americus, Ga. Those early 
years were full of hardship and struggle. 
His life alternated between school and 
hard work in store and on farm. His 
native ability and industry are evidenced 
by the fact that, in spite of the very lim- 
ited educational facilities afforded him 
he had at the age of fifteen gained a fair 
knowledge of Latin, Greek, algebra, 
geometry, trigonometry, and surveying. 
He was remarkably free from the com- 
mon faults and follies of youth. Moral- 
ly earnest from his childhood, he was 
converted and joined the Church under 
his father’s ministry, when only nine 
years of age. He records in an old diary 
the date of his conversion and union 
with the Church, and adds: “I have con- 
sciously dedicated myself to God, and I 
believe that God accepts the offering I 
bring.” At the breaking out of the Civil 
War he joined the Fourth Georgia Reg- 
iment, serving for a year as a member of 
the regimental band, and afterwards in 
the fighting ranks, until retired as unfit 
for service on account of wounds re- 
ceived in many battles. He was wounded 
at Malvern Hill, Sharpsburg, Spottsyl- 
vania Courthouse, and in the assault be- 
fore Washington. He carried in his right 
lung till his death a bullet received at 
Sharpsburg. The last year of his mili- 
tary life he spent in hospital service in 
his native city. He distinguished himself 
as a soldier by his bravery and fidelity to 
duty. When the war ended he engaged 
in business in Americus, and soon after 
married Miss Rebecca Smith, of that 
city, who, with six children, still survives 
him. Brother Twitty struggled long 
with the conviction that he ought to 
preach the gospel, before yielding him- 
self to this duty. In the mental conflict 
which this involved he well-nigh made 
shipwreck of his faith. He gained the 
victory, however, in the end, gave him- 
self to the work to which he had been 
called, and in the fall of 1864, under Dr. 
J. B. McGehee, was licensed to preach. 
He tells us that his final decision in the 
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matter gave him greater satisfaction 
than any other act of his life. Soon aft- 
er this he moved to Webster county, 
where for three years he taught school 
and served as local preacher. In Decem- 
ber, 1872, he was admitted on trial into 
the South Georgia Conference, at Thom- 
asville. From this time his service was 
wholly given to the Church, and he soon 
became one of our most useful and hon- 
ored preachers. He served as pastor the 
following charges: Magnolia Circuit, Ca- 
milla, Fort Gaines and Blakely, Fort Val- 
ley and Marshallville, Montezuma. First 
Street Macon, Cuthbert, Georgetown, 
Dawson, Waycross District, Americus 
District, Waycross District again, Fort 
Valley and Dublin. In addition to these 
pastoral charges he was for five years 
president of Andrew Female College, and 
one year agent for the South Georgia 
Conference Orphans’ Home. His health 
finally failed at Dublin, his last charge, 
and at the Conference of 1899 he was su- 
perannuated. He continued to make 
Dublin his home, and there on the 14th 
of April last, with faith undimmed, un- 
complaining, patient, gentle, cheerful, 
yet battle-scarred and weary, he heard 
the Master’s summons and entered into 
rest. In this brief sketch of his life no 
attempt is made to estimate brother 
Twitty’s abilities, attainments, or char- 
acter. To others more competent and 
better informed is left the grateful task 
of paying fitting tribute to his worth. 
The bare facts of his life sufficiently at- 
test that he was no ordinary man. With- 
out early advantages, and having never 
been to college, he yet became a college 
president. Handicapped always by phys- 
ical disability, he filled successfully many 
of our most important and difficult 
places. The obstacles he overcame, the 
eminence he attained, and the service he 
rendered, all declare that a Christian 
hero left us when Peter S. Twitty went 
home. 

William H. Thomas was born in Frank- 
lin county, Ga., January 11, 1810, and 
died in Waycross, Ga., April 25, 1901. His 
life was a very eventful one. Its acci- 
dents and incidents were such as mark 
the heroic age of Methodism. Brother 
Thomas was never called upon to fill any 
conspicuous station in the Church, but 
it will doubtless be discovered in the day 
when all shall be disclosed that his life 
was full of the fruitage that God loves 
best — bringing men to Christ. William 
Thomas, the father, was a farmer and 
horse drover. He moved from Georgia to 
Kentucky in 1811, the son being then 
about a year and a half old. When nine- 
teen years of age- young Thomas ran 
away with and married a Kentucky girl. 
Miss fVjtTah Allcorn. Of this marriage 




were born five sons and five daughters, 
of whom two sons and two daughters 
survive. He was soundly converted at a 
camp meeting held near Watkinsville, 
Ga., October 15, 1832, and at once joined 
the Church. In 1845 he was made a local 
preacher, and four yhars later was ad- 
mitted on trial into the Georgia Confer- 
ence. In his class were Alex M. Wynn 
and Joseph S. Key. He had hard work to 
get in. His education was limited and his 
family large; but his friends carried the 
day. Brother Thomas was admitted, and 
served faithfully wherever sent until su- 
perannuated many years later. His first 
appointment was the State Line Mission, 
which embraced four counties located in 
Georgia, Tennessee, and North Carolina. 
He received one hundred dollars that 
year from the Missionary Board, and 
from his people forty-four dollars in 
socks, clothes, and iron bars. He was 
next sent to the Ellijay Mission, where he 
had twenty-three appointments every 
three weeks, the churches being from 
ten to twenty miles apart. He rode on 
horseback more than two hundred miles 
each trip, often swimming rivers, pulling 
his horse after him. And yet he was 
never heard to complain that the preach- 
ers of the present day have nothing to 
do. The authorities differ as to the date 
of his transfer to South Georgia, some 
saying in 1855, and others 1857, but they 
agree that the occasion of it was his 
wife’s health. A genial climate could do 
but little for her, however, and she died 
in August, 1859. The list of charges 
served by brother Thomas which follow 
represent hard work and poor pay, but 
much constancy and courage on his part. 
They are, the Pulaski, Brunswick, Wares- 
boro, Charlton, Centre Village, Blakely, 
and Nashville circuits. Transferring to 
the Florida Conference, he served in 
Orange county for one year. Keturning 
to Georgia broken down in health, he 
was located at his own request, and re- 
mained in the local ranks for two years. 
Readmitted into the South Georgia Con- 
ference, he served the Charlton Circuit 
for two years, making three years in all 
in Charlton county. He even reached 
the eminence of the presiding eldership, 
being on the Brunswick District for four 
years. But wiregrass districts in those 
days could neither establish a preach- 
er’s fame nor make his fortune. Brother 
Thomas’s first term, of one year, upon 
the Charlton work, was during the war. 
His total collections that year were one 
dollar and sixty-five cents. He had fall- 
en among a people who thought that he 
could better afford to preach for them 
for nothing and board himself than they 
could afford to pay him. Softie of these 
people seem to have moved from Charl- 
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ton county and scattered their descend- 
ants pretty well all over our territory. 
But brother Thomas was not to be 
daunted. Besides a robust constitution 
and an inexhaustible stock of energy he 
possessed a good trade — that of black- 
smith and wheelwright. About his first 
work on taking charge of a circuit was 
to build and open a workshop and invite 
patronage in his particular line. He 
built outright, so his son tells us, all his 
own buggies, and did such work as the 
public needed. During the war he made 
shoes out of home-tanned leather; also 
hats out of pine straw and palmetto. He 
made himself useful to the women by 
changing their “hand-shuttle” to “fly- 
shuttle” looms. While a widower he cut 
and made all his own clothes. In short, 
he could turn his hand to any useful oc- 
cupation, as necessity arose. Six years 
after his first wife died he married again. 
The lady was Miss Laura M. Baker, of 
Centre Village, Charlton county. Of this 
marriage one child was born — Colonel C. 
C. Thomas, of Waycross. Wife and child 
survive. About this time brother Thom- 
as was superannuated, and built him a 
home in what was afterwards named 
Waycross. When he settled there it was 
known as the “Junction.” “Blackshear 
and Junction” was the charge in which 
it was included. From that time on 
“Uncle Thomas,” as he began to be 
called, was a part of Waycross and Way- 
cross was a part of him. To the day of 
his death the whole world revolved 
about Waycross. If all the rest of his 
life should be blotted out, the work he 
did for the Church and for the Master 
as “the father of Waycross” would make 
his reward greater than that of the most 
of us who survive him. Blessed spirit of 
pure patriotism in which there was no 
taint of sordidness! He was a charter 
member — one of seven — of the old 
church organized in the schoolhouse at 
old Waycross in 1873. There are now 
two flourishing churches there, one in 
the old town and one in the new, with a 
combined membership of 1,050. When 
the city of Waycross had reached a pop- 
ulation of 3,500, he had, as he told his 
son, offered prayer in every house in the 
tow n — without a single exception. While 
on the Waresboro Circuit he took the 
census of Ware county for the govern- 
ment and offered prayer in every home 
he visited. Surely he obeyed the apostol- 
ic injunction, “Be instant in season, out 
of season.” Brother Thomas was a firm 
believer in the good old Wesleyan doc- 
trine of Christian perfection — “deliver- 
ance from all sin,” “received merely by 
faith,” “given instantaneously, in one 
moment,” as Mr. Wesley puts it. In his 
later years he entered into the experi- 
ence of perfect love, and from that time 



on until his death his life w 7 as increas- 
ingly full of peace and power. His pas- 
tor writes: “I was with him in his last 
illness, and was standing over him as he 
passed into eternity. Just before he 
passed out, I asked him how it was with 
him. He answered, ‘I am saved through 
Christ.’ I desire to testify to his un- 
ceasing love and labors for the Church, 
and his hopeful, sunny, Christian life to 
the last. He never grew old. He was as 
young in soul the day he left us for 
heaven as he ever was. On the street a 
week before his death, he sung to a 
group of children one of his happy little 
songs.” Is it any wonder then that the 
day he died there was “great mourning” 
in Waycross “as the mourning of Hadad 
Kirnmon in the valley of Megiddon”? We 
have but little time to dwell upon the 
personal characteristics of our departed 
brother. The brief record of his life giv- 
en above tells its own story. Above most 
men his heart retained a dewy freshness 
to the last. Age could not wither him. 
His was a sunny nature, always bright 
and cheerful. In his younger days he 
had a marvelous gift of song, and this 
gift lasted, somewhat impaired, to the 
end. How vivid the recollection, on more 
than one occasion, of his tall, venerable 
form, white-haired and white-bearded, as 
he stood before the Conference at the 
close of the Sunday morning love feast 
and sung with all his soul, “When the 
world’s all on fire.” We let the curtain 
drop upon that scene. We miss him, but 
we’ll meet him on the other shore.

George F. Ellis was born in Raleigh, 
N. C., March 13, 1825, and died in Greens- 
boro, Ala., June 4, 1901. His father, Eze- 
kiel Ellis, moved to Alabama and settled 
in Marengo county when George was. 
only snine years old. He professed reli- 
gion and joined the Church when he was. 
a boy. He had a clear and distinct expe- 
rience of religion which held him true to 
God through a long and eventful life. 
March 14, 1850, he was happily married 
to Martha J. Curry, and this union was 
blessed with fifteen children, twelve of 
whom lived to be grown, and nine sur- 
vive him. He was licensed to preach 
June 15, 1850, under J. W. Dorman, pre- 
siding elder, at Prairieville on the Spring 
Hill Circuit, and joined the Alabama Con- 
ference in 1852. He was ordained deacon 
at Talladega, Ala., in 1854, by Bishop 
Andrew, and was ordained elder Decem- 
ber 7, 1855, at Eutaw, Ala., Bishop Paine 
presiding. Brother Ellis was a faithful 
and efficient preacher for many years in 
the Alabama Conference, but for a num- 
ber of years past found it necessary to 
have the superannuated relation. He 
talked of the gracious seasons through 
which he passed in his earlier ministry. 
His labors were not without fruit. His 
preaching was incisive and edifying. He 
had a terse and nervous style, senten- 
tious and clear-cut. There was no mis- 
taking what George F. Ellis thought on 
a subject if he spoke upon ft.

Joseph Callaway Johnson was born 
March 26, 1850, and died at Pushmataha, 
Choctaw county, Ala., July 4, 1901. At 
the age of fourteen he joined the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. South, at Wesley 
Chapel, Georgiana Circuit, in Butler 
county, Ala. He was converted three 
years later. He was licensed to preach 
by the Quarterly Conference of the Geor- 
giana Circuit, and in December, 1875, at 
Greenville, Ala., he was admitted on trial 
into the Alabama Conference, Bishop 
Marvin presiding. In December, 1877, in 
Court Street Church, Montgomery, Ala., 
he was ordained a deacon by Bishop 
Keener; and in 1879, in Tuskegee, he was 
ordained an elder by Bishop Paine.

Whistler Station, 1891-2; Bellville Cir- 
cuit, 1893; Powelton Circuit, 1894-7; La 
Pine Circuit, 1898-9; Mobile Circuit, 1900; 
Pelham Circuit, 1901. The above charges 
make up the field in which he preached 
the gospel during the last twenty-five 
and a half years, and in which he labored 
in the manifold ways in which a pastor 
is called upon to labor for the salvation 
of souls and the upbuilding of the king- 
dom of God. He labored in a broad field 
and won many souls to Christ. To hun- 
dreds of sorrowing hearts he carried 
comfort, and by his messages of hope 
and love he imparted strength and cour- 
age to the fainting faith and drooping 
spirits of many. Who can estimate the 
value of his life to others? Brother 
Job nr ■>ti was as ingenuous and simple- 
hearteu as a child, with a sweet, sunny 
ilispop* tion, and Ki carried gladness and 
sunshme into the homes which he vis- 



ited. Many can testify to his unfaltering 
devotion to his family, to the people of 
his charge, and to his w r ork as a minister 
of the gospel. Without complaining, and 
in the face of difficulties, he did his work 
faithfully, and gave his people “as much 
as in him was.” In prayer he was one of 
the most earnest of men: at times his 
petitions seemed to shoot upward like 
darting tongues of fire, and it seemed 
that his heart would break if he did 
not receive an immediate answer. He 
preached with the same earnestness, 
though perhaps not with the same flu- 
ency with which he prayed. But, while 
he was instant in season and out of sea- 
son, he was most of the time for a num- 
ber of years a great sufferer. In addi- 
tion to this his wife has been for years 
iin invalid. In 1893 one of his sons, Eu- 
gene, was shot down in the woods, away 
from home, by another boy. The awful 
tragedy cast a deep gloom over his home, 
and for months his wife was confined to 
her bed as the result of it. But with this 
weight of sorrow upon his heart he went 
forward in his wrnrk, rejoicing with those 
that rejoiced and weeping with those 
that wept. His labors and his sorrows 
are ended, and he has gone to his home 
above. His body sleeps in the cemetery 
at Pushmataha, Ala. Farewell, friend and 
brother, until we meet again. May God 
watch over the invalid widow and the 
fatherless boys.

D. W. Towns was the son of James L. 
and Emily Towns. He was born in Rus- 
sell county, Ala., October 29, 1855. He 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, about one year before he was con- 
verted. In a meeting held by Rev. J. C. 
A. Bridges at Carthage he was shouting- 
ly converted: he knew he was saved from 
his sins. Brother Towns was a worker 
in the Church from the start. He filled 
all the oftiees in the Church, such as 
superintendent, class leader, steward, 
and exhorter, and then in 1881 he was li- 
censed to preach. He felt his call, and 
always found a place to preach. He had 
four appointments in the month. “A will 
makes a way.” At the fourth Quarterly 
Conference of 1881 he was recommended 
to the Annual Conference for admission 
on trial. Brother W. A. Sampey was his 
presiding elder. He was admitted into 
the Conference at Jacksonville, Bishop 
Kavanaugh presiding. Here was begun 
a ministry of nineteen years of hard 
work. At that time the ministerial fields 
were not flowers nor beds of roses with- 
out thorns. His first year was as junior 
preacher on Sehlbyville Circuit, with J. 
T. Smith as senior. This was a great 
year; over two hundred souls were con- 
verted, and nearly that number added to 
the Church. His next appointment was 
Wallisville Circuit. This was a hard 
field, but he found some noble Christian 
people to comfort and help him. He did 
a good work. At the close of this year 
he was ordained deacon at Tyler, Tex., 
by Bishop Parker. Here he was assigned 
to the Church Hill Circuit. The next 
year he served the Sexton Circuit. At 
the close of this year he was ordained 
c lder at Beaumont, Tex., by Bishop Mc- 
Tyeire. He was sent to the Concord Cir- 



cuit; and in June of this year he was 
married to Miss M. H. Thomas, of Sexton, 
Tex. She was a noble, cultivated lady. 
In 1887 he served the Malakoff Circuit; 
the next four years the New York Cir- 
cuit; the next two years the Hallville 
Circuit; the next three years the Canton 
Circuit; the next year North Side, Mar- 
shall; the next two years the Elkhart 
Circuit; and the next year he was ap- 
pointed by the bishop to Liberty Circuit, 
but by the Master to heaven. He went to 
Liberty immediately after Conference, 
but preached only once, and was taken 
sick with cold, which resulted in pneu- 
monia. He was sick about ten days. He 
was among strangers, but they were the 
children of the Master, and gave him all 
the attention that could be given. He 
did not seem to know that he was very 
sick, and during the last few days he was 
delirious. He died January 15, 1901. He 
did not need dying testimony, for those 
who knew him best said from childhood 
“there was never a better boy.” He was 
a true Christian, a perfect gentleman, a 
good preacher, a kind husband, and a de- 
voted father. He has joined his mother 
and his wife in the better world. His 
children are left to the care of the 
Church and their friends. We will meet 
him in heaven. 

G. W. Langley was born in Murrie 
county, Ga., February 24, 1845; was con- 
verted in Beckville, Panola county, Tex., 
in 1865. Having backslid, he was re- 
claimed in 1873 under the ministry of the 
Rev. J. W. Mills, and was licensed to 
preach by J. C. A. Bridges. In the same 
year (December, 1884) he was admitted 
on trial into the East Texas Conference 
at Longview, Tex., Bishop McTyeire pre- 
siding. He was ordained deacon in 1881 
by Bishop Kavanaugh, and ordained eld- 
er in 1890 by Bishop Galloway. He trav- 
eled the following works: Melrose Cir- 
cuit, 1885-6; Church Hill Circuit, 1887-8; 
Kilgore Circuit, 1889-91; then back to 
Melrose Circuit in 1892-3; then to Minden 
Circuit in 1894-6. Then he received a su- 
pernumerary relation for four years. At 
Pittsburg, in December, 1900, he an- 
nounced himself ready for work, receiv- 
ing the appointment of Sabine Pass and 
Port Arthur, where he finished up the 
work that God and the Conference gave 
him to do — saying to his wife and chil- 
dren and friends that all was well, that 
he was ready and willing to go. Just be- 
fore the spirit left the body he said to 
loved ones and friends, “Listen to the 
angels singing,” and died in the triumphs 
of a living Christian faith. We have this 
statement made by himself in answer to 
a request of brother Ellis Smith: “Out- 
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side of conversion, when I gave myself 
fully to God, consecrated my life to him, 
oh the sweet peace of God that filled my 
soul! And that peace still keeps me.”

John F. Evans, son of John and Susan 
Bullock Evans, was born in Wayne coun- 
ty, Miss., November 25, 1832, and died in 
Vaiden, Miss., July 6, 1901. His boyhood 
and youth were spent in the eastern part 
of the state. He joined the Methodist 
Church at ten years of age, keeping ever 
before him the highest ideal of what a 
Christian should be, so that when, dur- 
ing a meeting at Old Union Church, Clark 
county, Ala., in 1857, he gave his heart 
and life to God, it was with no mental 
reservation, for after a sound conversion 
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he gave himself unreservedly to the 
Christian ministry. Realizing his need 
of better equipment, he at once entered 
the male academy at Summerfield, Ala., 
where he remained for two years, pre- 
paring himself to enter college at Greens- 
boro, Ala., the next year; but the pre- 
siding elder, desiring a young man for 
the Montevallo Station, persuaded him 
to leave school and take charge if that 
work. In 1861 he was received on trial 
into the Alabama Conference, and served 
with fidelity and great acceptability a 
number of charges in the bounds of that 
Conference. He was married August 4, 
1866, to Miss Sallie R. Foomer, of Mobile, 
Ala., who linked her destiny with the 
young itinerant, and together they went 
to their appointment on the Gaston Cir- 
cuit, January 2, 1866. Brother Evans 
was strictly a man of one work, and 
methodical in his work. He did his pas- 
toral work according to rule, not only 
as to time, but as to the character of 
work. He seldom visited a family and 
left without praying the blessings of 
God upon that home. His personal de- 
votions were according to rule, and that 
rule became a habit. Three times a day, 
as regularly as he took his meals, he re- 
tired to his closet to commune with 
God. He said modestly, “My soul needs 
food as often as my body.” He was par- 
ticularly gifted in public prayer. A 
friend once remarked, “He did his best 
preaching on his knees.” His Christian 
character was of the strongest and most 
robust type; he always enjoyed a rich 
Christian experience, the principles of 
which were demonstrated in every public 
act of his life. Truly he adorned the pro- 
fession he made by “a well-ordered life 
and godly conversation.” As a preach- 
er brother Evans was a man of more 
than ordinary ability. The themes upon 
which he loved to dwell were experi- 
mental and practical piety. He was a re- 
vivalist of the true type; had no gifts 
at manipulation, always depending on 
God’s truth and God in his truth to save 
souls. Such was the power of his 
preaching that hundreds, if not thou- 
sands, converted and brought into the 
fold of God will rise in the last day and 
call him blessed. In 1875 he was trans- 
ferred to the North Mississippi Confer- 
ence and appointed to the Ripley Circuit, 
which he served two years; in 1877 he 
was sent to Baldwin; two years after he 
served the Brooksville, Richland, and 
Black Hawk circuits, each four years. 
From 1888 to 1890 he was presiding eld- 
er of the Grenada District, where his 
work was eminently successful, but an 
attack of sciatic rheumatism forced him 
to retire again into the regxilar pastor- 
ate. He served the Vaiden charge in 
1890-1; Kosciusko and Durant in 1892-3; 
Coffeeville Circuit in 1894; Carrollton 
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Station in 1895; was returned to Vaiden 
for the next four years; then in 1900 he 
served the Eupora charge one year, 
which was his last appointment, for here 
he finished his active work. At the last 
session of our Annual Conference he was 
superannuated. The good people of 
Vaiden at once notified him that they 
would furnish him a home, which they 
did. He toiled for six months to make a 
support for his family until disease fas- 
tened upon his tired form, and it was 
soon discovered that he lacked vital 
force to rally. His first public work 
after returning to Vaiden for the last 
time was to conduct a watch-night serv- 
ice (in the absence of the pastor); his 
last was baptizing two sweet infants — 
one a daughter of the pastor — on Sab- 
bath, June 24, 1901. Between these dates 
he preached frequently at different 
places, but since April he was forced by 
feebleness from protracted sickness to 
deliver his sermons sitting. The mes- 
sages coming from one even then on the 
borderland, nearing the eternal city, 
seemed to produce a good impression, 
and we trust that seed there sown will 
yet bring a harvest of souls to the Mas- 
ter’s garner. To the very last hour the 
light burned brighter and brighter, and 
when the messenger came for him he 
was ready. On the last morning of his 
stay on earth he asked that all of his 
family should come near; then with one 
arm lovingly encircling one daughter, a 
hand tightly clasped by the other daugh- 
ter, his wife and little son close by him, 
a smile of heavenly radiance overspread 
his countenance. After asking of his ab- 
sent son and others (the son reached his 
bedside later), he seemed to be very hap- 
py. At intervals during* the morning his 
utterances were little short of inspira- 
tion. He talked calmly and dispassion- 
ately of his approaching dissolution. 
Atone time he said to his pastor: “Broth- 
er, have you brought the Saviour to-day? 
In him alone is peace and salvation.” A 
number of times he exclaimed, “I want 
to go home!” and a little later, “I’m go- 
ing home!” Just before he died he re- 
peated with unusual vigor and with up- 
lifted finger the words, “The Way, the 
Truth, and the Life”; and as life’s frail 
bark left the shore of time and weighed 
anchor for eternit 3 r , the man of God, rais- 
ing his weary eyes and waving his hand 
as if to bid adieu to those behind, uttered 
the words, “All is well,” and spoke to hu- 
man ears no more. He is not dead, but 
will live on in the coming years. His 
funeral from the Methodist Church in 
Vaiden was attended by a large con- 
course of friends, who mourn their loss; 
and his body was laid to rest in the cem- 
etery, there to await the resurrection of 
the just. We pray God to bless and com- 



fort the bereaved wife and four children, 
till in his own good time he unites them 
an unbroken family in heaven. 

Moses Hamilton Honnoll, son of Peter 
and Mary Honnoll, w*as born in Alcorn 
county (then Tishomingo), Miss., May 9, 
1850. When he was only nine years of 
age he joined the Methodist Church on 
profession of faith near the home of his 
parents. His Christian life was so ma- 
ture that at the age of twenty years he 
was licensed to exhort. On account of 
changing his place of residence he unit- 
ed with the Congregational Methodists. 
His labors among them were so accepta- 
ble that they ordained him an elder. 
When he was twenty-one years of age 
he was happily married to Miss Oneida 
Haw’kins; to them were born ten chil- 
dren, six girls and four boys. Brother 
Honnoll was received into the North 
Mississippi Conferences at Aberdeen, 
Miss., in 1884, and was appointed to 
Blackland Circuit, which he served two 
years. His next charge was Austin one 
year. Then he was sent to Richmond 
Circuit two years; thence to Olive 
Branch for one year. New Albany Cir- 
cuit was his next charge for four years. 
His next appointment was Buena Vista 
Circuit for two years; thence to Kos- 
suth Circuit for two years. His last ap- 
pointment was Potts Camp, where, on 
December 24, 1900, surrounded by his 
wife and eight children, together with 
other relatives and many friends, he 
went to his reward in heaven. His death 
was like his life, one of peace and joy. 
His health had been failing for a long 
time, but as the outward man perished 
the inward man was renewed day by 
day. During his hardest sufferings he 
would exclaim: “Happy! happy! Oh, 

heaven, sweet heaven! when shall I get 
there?” To the last he was perfectly 
conscious, gave godly advice to his wife 
and children, told them his praying time 
was over, and they must meet him in 
heaven. On Saturday before he died on 
Monday he selected the following hymns 
for his funeral: “How firm a founda- 
tion,” “Amazing grace,” “Oh! think of a 
home over there,” and “I am going home 
to die no more.” He requested that the 
Rev. T. A. Bowen, of Tupelo Station, con- 
duct his funeral services; and on Christ- 
mas day the Church at Potts Camp was 
crowded with people whom he had loved 
and served to hear the last tribute of re- 
spect to one whose life had been crowd- 
ed with so many demonstrations of love 
and kindness to all with whom he had 
been asociat-ed during life. Brother Hon- 
noll enjoyed a deep and abiding experi- 
ence of grace. He understood preach- 
ing, and ably defended the doctrines of 
Methodism whenever called on. He nev- 
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er sought a place for comfort nor for 
honor, but when duty called he "was ever 
ready to respond. He was a living epis- 
tle known and read of all men. His re- 
mains rest in the Potts Camp cemetery 
to await the glorious resurrection morn- 
ing when the dead in Christ shall be 
raised to life again. His family now re- 
side at Verona, Miss., and they deserve 
the very greatest sympathy of our 
preachers and people. 



Joseph Sykes Oakley, son of Charles 
and Margaret Oakley, was born in Shef- 
field, England, November 1, 1852; and 
died in Winona, Miss., March 7, 1901. 
These years comprehended a life of more 
than ordinary character. As to physique 
brother Oakley was one of the finest 
specimens of humanity. He was about 
six feet two inches in height, weighed 
about two hundred and forty pounds, 
was perfectly erect in person and car- 
riage, had coal-black hair, coal-black, 
sparkling, piercing eyes, and a slightly 
dark complexion’. Such was his personal 
appearance that he would attract atten- 
tion and create admiration in any as- 
sembly. His intellectual qualities were 
in no sense or degree inferior to his 
physical. His powers of perception were 
quick, strong, and comprehensive, so 
that he readily and easily took in and 
solved the most difficult problems and 
mastered the profoundest subjects. His 
memory was almost faultless, so that 
he rarely forgot facts, names, or faces. 
His logic was clear and conclusive, and 
his rhetoric almost perfect. His social 
qualities were of the highest and finest 
type. Hence he was one of the most at- 
tractive and lovable characters. He was 
everybody’s friend, and everybody was 
his friend, without any regard to dis- 
tinctions or social caste. And the same 
power which drew friends to him also 
bound them to him. Who that ever 
knew him did not love him? And who 
that ever loved him ever ceased to love 
him? But the crowning characteristics 
of his life were his Christian and minis- 
terial qualities. Brought up under the 
most favorable Christian influences, in 
early life he gave his heart to God, con- 
secrated his life and powers to his serv- 
ice, entered the ministry at the early 
age of eighteen years, and from that 
time till the close of his life he said in 
effect and by every token, “As much as 
in me is I am ready to preach the gos- 
pel.” His presentation of the gospel was 
always in a clear, attractive, and force- 
ful manner. There were times when he 
preached with great power. Hence he 
was not only admired as a man and a 
Christian, but also as a preacher of the 
gospel. He was always popular with his 
people, and drew the masses by his 
preaching. He was in demand for our 



most important appointments, and the 
people never tired of his ministry. He 
was a model husband, and a most devot- 
ed and loving father. He was educated 
at Ellismore Wesleyan Institute, in En- 
gland; converted in 1869, and licensed to 
preach in the Wesleyan Methodist 
Church in 1870. In 1872 he crossed the 
Atlantic Ocean and came to America, 
and was admitted on trial into the North 
Mississippi Annual Conference, at Cor- 
inth, Miss., November, 1872; received 
into full connection at Aberdeen, Miss., 
November, 1874; was ordained deacon by 
Bishop Doggett at the same Conference, 
and ordained elder by Bishop Pierce at 
Sardis, Miss., in 1S76. He served the fol- 
lowing charges: Jonesboro Circuit, 1873; 
Lake Bolivar Circuit, 1874; Greenville 
Station, 1875; Lake Bolivar Circuit, 1876- 
7; Black Hawk Circuit, 1878-81; Carroll- 
ton Circuit, 1882; Starkville Station, 
18S3-6; Water Talley Station, 1887-8; Co- 
lumbus Station, 1889-92; Greenville Sta- 
tion, 1893; Holly Springs Station, 1894-7; 
und the Durant District, 1898-9. On ac- 
count of failing health he was on the 
superannuated list 1900-1; and he died 
in the town of Winona on the 7th of 
March, 1901. He was Secretary of the 
North Mississippi Conference from 1890 
to 1898, and only on one occasion did his 
minutes have to be corrected, and in 
that case there was doubt as to his hav- 
ing made a mistake. He was twice elect- 
ed a delegate to the General Conference. 
He was married to Miss Missie Harrison 
in the fall of 1873, with whom he lived 
happily for nearly twenty-eight years, 
and whom he has left, with their six chil- 
dren, in sorrow and sadness. “Blessed 
are the dead which die in the Lord from 
henceforth: Yea, saith the Spirit, that 
they may rest from their labors; and 
their works do follow them.”

Henry M. Haynie wenl to his reward 
March 29, 1901. He was born in the state 
of Alabama in the year 1835, and was 
about sixty-six years of age when be 
passed away. His parents moved to *Tex- 
as wdien the infant Henry was only about 
a year old, hence he was almost entirely 
reared in the latter state. He was con- 
verted early in life, and grew up a. pious, 
Christian young man. He entered the 
Confederate army at the beginning of 
the Civil War, and spent four years in 
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that service, maintaining his integrity 
amid all the temptations of those years. 
There is in one of the old church records 
in the Methodist church in the town of 
Bastrop an account of the organization 
of a class of some Methodist people by 
one Henry Haynie, in the year 1835, said 
to be the grandfather of the subject of 
this memoir. So it seems that he came 
of preaching stock. He was a good man, 
and popular as a preacher. His people 
loved him where he served as pastor, and 
generally clamored for his return. In 
the city of Austin, December, 1885, he 
was admitted on trial into the Texas 
Conference, and was appointed to the 
Manchaca Mission, where he remained 
for two years. He was ordained deacon 
by Bishop Duncan at the Conference held 
in Houston in 1887, and was sent to the 
Elgin Circuit. At the Conference held in 
La Grange in 1889 he was ordained elder 
by Bishop Key, and at the same Confer- 
ence was appointed to Columbia and 
Brazoria. His next appointment was 
Weimar Circuit, where he served three 
years, 1891-3. Here, in July, 1892, his 
wife, after great faithfulness in her 
allotted sphere, was called to her 
reward, leaving her husband and a large 
family of children. In December, 1893, 
brother Haynie was again married, Miss 
Kate York, of Weimar, becoming his sec- 
ond wife, who survives him and lives in 
Elgin, Tex. In 1894 he was stationed at 
Elgin, where he remained two years. His 
next appointment was Kosse, which 
charge he also served two years. From 
Kosse he was sent to Chapel Hill Sta- 
tion, serving two years in the latter 
place. At the Conference at Marlin in 
1899 he was granted a superannuated re- 
lation, and remained in that relation un- 
til his death. This is a very meager 
sketch of the life of one of the best mem- 
bers of the Texas Conference. The 
preachers and people alike loved him. 
No man among us is more unselfish or 
more devoted to the work than was .he. 
He always accepted cheerfully the work 
assigned him, and never failed to leave 
friends when he left the charge. Of him 
it may be said, “He wrought faithfully 
and well.” “He rests from his labors, 
and his works do follow him.” 

Daniel Haden Linebaugh was born in 
Green county, Tenn., on the 14th day of 
February, 1831. His father died when he 
was only nine years of age, and, as he 
was the oldest child, he became the main 
support of his widowed mother. He 
grew up in Louisville, Ky., where he had 
moved with his mother. He learned the 
trade of a carriage painter, and followed 
that business up to the time he entered 
the ministry. He was married on the 



27th day of July, 1857, to Miss Margaret 
Sweets, of Bardstown, Ky., who survives, 
him. There were nine children born to 
them. Three are dead and six living. 
His children are all grown and all mem- 
bers of the Methodist Church. The Rev. 
N. L. Linebaugh, of the Indian Mission 
Conference, is his second son. He died 
at the home of his youngest daughter, at 
Mount Pleasant, Tex., while on a visit, on 
the 29th day of July, 1901. His home was 
with his oldest son at Atoka, I. T. His 
death was very sudden and unexpected. 
His last words were, as he pointed to 
his open Bible lying on the center table, 
“The Book, daughter, the Book.” He was 
converted in 1856 and joined the Meth- 
odist Church; was licensed to preach at 
Bardstown, Ky., in 1860; was ordained a 
deacon by Bishop Kavanaugh in 1861, and 
an elder by Bishop Doggett in 1865. In 
1861 he served as a supply on the Buffalo 
Mission. In 1862 he was a supply on the 
Litchfield Circuit, Louisville Conference. 
In 1863 he was admitted on trial into the 
Louisville Conference, and in 1864-5 
served the Columbia Circuit. He also 
served the following charges in that 
Conference: 1866, Greensburg Circuit; 
1867, Louisville Circuit; 1868-9, Branden- 
burg; 1870, Big Springs and Bewlevville; 
1871, Bradfordsville. In the fall of 1871 
he was transferred to the Little Rock 
ference and appointed to the Travis Cir- 
cuit. In 1873 he served the El Dorado 
Circuit; in 1874-5, the El Dorado and La- 
peal Circuit; in 1876-7, the Mount Pleas- 
ant Circuit; in 1878-9 he was presiding 
elder of the Camden District; in 1880-1 
he was on the Magnolia Circuit. In the 
fall of 1881 he located, but was readmit- 
ted in 1882, transferred to the Texas Con- 
ference and appointed to the Travis Cir- 
cuit; in 1884-5 he served the Milano Cir- 
cuit. In the fall of 1885 he took a super- 
numerary relation, which relation he re- 
tained for several years, when he was su- 
perannuated, which relation he sustained 
at the time of his death. He wns pure in 
life, strong in faith, and rich in experi- 
ence. His ministry w T as a very success- 
ful one in winning souls for Christ, and 
in building up the Church. He was a 
strong preacher. He died a peaceful and 
triumphant death, and leaves a widow 
and six children to mourn his loss. Truly 
he was a good man, with a heart full of 
love for God and humanity. 

Jesse A. McIver. son of James A. and 
Sarah J. McIver, was born in Lauderdale 
county, Tenn., March 17, 1869. When 
Jesse was nine years old his parents 
moved to Falkner county. Ark., where he 
was educated in the public schools of the 
county. After going through the public 
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schools he entered Quitman College, 
Ark., where he remained one year. He 
was reared by pious parents, who sought 
to impress upon his young mind the im- 
portance of giving his life early to Chris- 
tianity. At the age of nineteen he was 
licensed to preach by George W. Hill, 
presiding elder. In the fall of 1891 he 
was admitted on trial into the Arkansas 
Conference, and did three years’ faithful 
work in that Conference. In the fall of 
1895 he was transferred to the Texas 
Conference and appointed to the Cold 
Springs Circuit. In 1890 he was married 
to Miss Ida Patty, in Falkner county, 
Ark. - To this marriage were born two 
children, who are left mourn a kind 
and loving father. Brother Mclver was 
a good man — ardent, firm, reliable. As 
a companion he was kind and courteous; 
as a Christian he was experimental and 
exemplary. He had a good heart by di- 
vine grace, and he evinced the genuine- 
ness and depth of his piety by faithfully 
attending to his public and private duties 
like a Christian man. He was naturally 
timid and diffident of his own opinions, 
but was nevertheless immovably firm 
when his opinions were formed on any 
subject involving his conscience. As a 
minister he was plain, exhibiting clear- 
ly the sense of his text and pressing it 
home to the hearts of his hearers with

all the force of his own deep convictions 
of its eternal value. He dealt faithfully 
with the people under his charge, and 
doubtless he could say, “I am clear of 
the blood of all men.” He was a tender 
and sympathizing pastor, participating 
in all the joys and sorrows of his flock. 
His most intimate friends have been 
painfully aware for two or three years 
that his work was fast winding to a 
close — that the fatal destroyer, con- 
sumption, was fast doing its work. At 
the Conference at Rockdale last fall 
Bishop Candler appointed him to Lott 
Circuit for the second year, but he was 
able to do but little work after the ap- 
pointment was made. At his first Quar- 
terly Conference, in February, he was by 
his brethren granted a leave of absence 
to go West in search of health, which he 
did, but it proved to be of no benefit to 
him. He remained in the West but a few 
w^eeks, when he found it necessary to 
leave the climate and hasten to his fa- 
ther’s, in Nevada, Tex., where he passed 
peacefully away on the 2d day of May, 
1901. He leaves two little girls to the 
care of his brethren — little Elmer, ten 
years old, and Winnie, seven years old, 
both bright and promising children. 
May the God of their father throw the 
everlasting arms about them, and raise 
up friends to care for them, and comfort 
the hearts of his aged parents as they 
pass down the hillside of life. Our dear

Hiram B. Trevilion was born January 
29, 1850; was married to Miss Alice 
J. Vardeman, December 28, 1871; joined 
the Methodist Church, South, in Au- 
gust, 1889; was admitted on trial into 
the Mississippi Conference in Decem- 
ber, 1890; was ordained deacon by Bish- 
op Key, December 21, 1893; and died 
at Columbia, Miss., December 28, 1900. 
These meager data give the bare out- 
lines of a true, brave life that came 
among us and toiled with us for ten 
years. In 1891 he served Live Oak Cir- 
cuit, in 1892 East Baton Rouge Circuit, 
and in 1893 Tallisheek Circuit, All of 
these are in the “Florida parishes” of 
Louisiana, then a part of our Conference,, 
but now in the Louisiana Conference. 
During this year. 1893, Rev. John A. Ellis, 
pastor at Moss Point, died; the pastor- 
at Ellisville was sent to fill his place and 
brother Trevilion was removed from Tal- 
lisheek to Ellisville. He was returned to 
Ellisville Station for 1894. In 1895 he -was 
on the Eastabuchie Circuit, and at Au- 
gusta in 1896. He was at Columbia in 
1897-9. In 1900 he was at Fernwood. 
About the middle of the year he became 
the innocent victim of a dark and das- 
tardly conspiracy and a cruel and cow- 
ardly assault, which left him so bruised 
and beaten that he never recovered. He 
had to be relieved of his charge, and was 
carried by his family back to Columliia, 
his former charge, where true and tried 
friends cared for him until his death. At 
our last Conference, which closed but 
eleven days before his death, he was 
placed uDon the roll of the superannu- 
ated, the “roll of honor.” As the end 
drew near he commissioned his loved 
ones to bear to his brethren of the Mis- 
sissippi Conference this message: “Tell 
them that I shall be on the other side to 
welcome them home as they come; for 
I am praying the dear Father to take me 
home out of all my sufferings.” His last 
words were, “Peace! peace! peace!”

Wiixiam Micon Stevens, son of Cap- 
tain James H. and Mrs. Olive A. Stevens, 
was born in Bastrop, La., December 11, 
1864, and died in Meridian, Miss., July 22, 
1901. Baptized into the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, he was in due time con- 
firmed as a member of that Church. In 
1885 he entered Kavanaugh College, and 
at a revival held in the autumn made a 
public profession of religion. A year 
later he joined our Church; and on April 
2, 1887, was licensed to preach. In the 
summer of 1889, Providence Circuit hav- 
ing become vacant, he was appointed by 
the presiding elder to the vacancy. In 
December of that year he was admitted 
on trial into the Mississippi Conference, 
and appointed to South Warren Circuit! 
He served this his first charge for four 
years, during which time it passed from 
a mission to a self-supporting charge 
with two new churches and a nice, new 
parsonage, paying its pastor $600 per 
year. This remarkable success in his 
first charge gave promise of large useful- 
ness, and suggested unusual ability and 
a consecration in keeping with his call- 
ing. His next charge was Rocky Springs, 
which he served for three years. Thence 
he was sent to Harriston, where he re- 
mained but one year. From there he 
went to Lake, where he remained three 
years. His last charge was West End, 
Meridian, which he served half a year, 
when God took him. He was ordained 
deacon by Bishop Hendrix, December 13, 
1891, and elder by Bishop Keener, Decem- 
ber 16, 1894. He was married to Miss 
Sophie R. Ball, of Tylertown, Miss., on 
December 26, 1889. She, with three chil- 
dren, survives him; two others are with 
him in “the house of many mansions.” 
He entered the Conference before he had 
gotten a diploma, feeling that he hardly 
had time and means to complete a col- 
lege course. Possibly the step in his case 
was a wise one; but realizing at a later 
date that he needed some further fitting 
for his life work, with the indorsement of 
his plan by his: presiding elder, he went 
last year to Chicago and entered the fa- 
mous Bible Training School founded by 
Mr. Moody. In reply to a suggestion 
lhat he purposed becoming a traveling 
evangelist, he clearly stated that such 
was not his plan, but that he had gone 



tions,” a courage as foreign to parade as 
it was to fear. Very marked also was his 
fidelity to duty — more properly his love 
for the beautiful service of his Lord. His 
piety was beautiful. Quiet, unassuming, 
undemonstrative, he was not inclined to 
make public the sacred secrets of his 
soul; but we, who knew him best, read in 
his life the unmistakable indications of 
his close walk with God. His ideals were 
high, his purposes pure and strong, his 
fidelity to right and duty unswerving, his 
courage undaunted, his piety beautiful 
and manly, his faith in Christ unfalter- 
ing, his loyalty to the Church unim- 
peachable, and his hope of heaven un- 
dimmed. When the summons came it 
found him ready. Conscious of his ap- 
proaching death, he spoke calmly of a 
preference to stay and carry on the work 
he was doing, but declared himself ready 
and willing to go if it was God’s will. 
Thus he passed from us, in the prime of 
a stalwart manhood and from a sphere 
of increasing usefulness. Why is it that 
just when his family ne.eded him most, 
that just when he had reached that long- 
toiled-for point in his career where he 
was best fitted for his work, that just as 
he was stepping to a higher plane of use- 
fulness, he must lay it all down? It is a 
strange providence. We may not under- 
stand it now; but we shall understand it 
when 

W e shall know as we are known 
In the dawning 
Of the morning 

When the mists have rolled away. 

Of fine physique and manly bearing, he 
was a kingly specimen of young man- 
hood. Pure in life, consecrated in heart, 
high in his purposes, gifted in intellect 
and attractive in manner, his was a most 
promising future; but God suddenly 
turned that hopeful future heavenward, 
and all is well. 

Robert Watkins Bailey, the son of 
Henry Clay and Harriet Amanda Bailey, 
was born in Colusa county, Cal., Decem- 
ber 12, 1861, and died at Long Beach, Los 
Angeles county. Cal., February 9, 1901. 
With the exception of two terms at pub- 
lic school and two at private school, his 
education was gotten at home and in a 
printing office. He educated himself, and 
he did it well. He was converted at Wil- 
mington, Cal., in 1878, under the ministry 
of Rev. A. M. Campbell; was licensed to 
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preach on October 22, 1882; and was ad- 
mitted on trial into the Los Angeles Con- 
ference within a few days. He was or- 
dained deacon October 26, 1884, and elder 
October 31, 1886. His first charge was 
Bakersfield, a mission in the mountains, 
where he was compelled to toil as a 
sheep herder for three months for a live- 
lihood. The next year he was sent to 
Arroyo Grande. Subsequently he served 
New Port, New River, Pasadena, and 
San Diego. In 1892 he was transferred to 
the Mississippi Conference, and was ap- 
pointed for the ensuing year to Wood- 
ville. In 1894-5 he served Hazlehurst. 
He was then appointed Conference col- 
porter, and was domiciled at Jackson. 
When Dr. Du Bose was elected General 
Secretary of Epworth Leagues in 1898 
brother Bailey was appointed in his stead 
to the First Church, Jackson. He was 
reappointed to this charge at the ensu- 
ing Conference. Of his ministry in this 
charge Bishop Galloway has thus writ- 
ten for a Jackson paper: “To this com- 
munity he especially endeared himself, 
on account of heroic and unwearied 
service during the prevalence of yellow 
fever. It is no disparagement to others 
to say that no one equaled him in the 
number of hours, day and night, given to 
the afflicted, the nurses secured, and oth- 
er attentions shown. Never having been 
exposed to the disease before, he seemed 
to know no fear, and with an almost reck- 
less disregard of himself went wherever 
there was a person in distress. I often 
tried to restrain him from unnecessary 
exposure, and sought to shield him by 
tender of personal service, but without 
avail. He felt that duty called him, and 
that voice he was ever quick to hear and 
speedily obey. His name will always be 
tenderly cherished in many afflicted 
homes in this city.” His last pastorate 
was Moss Point. Early in the year a 
deadly malady developed. He sought re- 
lief in Colorado, and hoped that he had 
thwarted the destroyer. He returned to 
his work; but the malady reappeared and 
drove him again to Colorado; but finding 
no relief there, he hastened to his fa- 
ther’s home in California, where he died. 
One who has known him more intimately 
and for a longer period than has any 
member of this Conference thus writes 
of him: “I knew him well and loved him 
much. I knew him when a boy in his 
home by the western sea, and was enter- 
tained in his father’s house, and met his 
mother and sisters. ‘Wat,’ as we called 
him, was then a boy about seventeen 
years of age. I afterwards preached to 
him, when he taught public school at Los 
Bolsas, and was associated with him 
some years later when he was admitted 
on trial into the Los Angeles Conference. 
When in 1892 he came to Mississippi he 



was appointed to Woodville, where I was 
at the time in charge of Edward McGe- 
hee College. Thus he became my inti- 
mate asociate, as well as my successor 
and predecessor in the Woodville pas- 
torate., Since then, as fellow-workers in 
the Mississippi Conference, our relations 
have been close and cordial. Thus asso- 
ciated, 1 came to know him well, and, 
knowing him, loved him. No man among 
us thought more profoundly, and mixed 
with the old things of preaching more 
that was new and, in presentation, orig- 
inal. No man ever more fully obeyed 
Paul’s injunction, ‘Prove ail things, hold 
fast that which is good’; nor did even 
Lucretia Mott herself cling more firmly 
to her own dictum, ‘Truth for authority, 
and not authority for truth,’ than did 
this brave, conscientious young thinker 
in the Methodist ministry. His learn- 
ing was broad as his thought was deep. 
He read much, read rapidly, read widely, 
read wisely, and remembered well. His 
intense logical acumen made him a nat- 
ural polemic of high order. His native 
kindness of heart and suavity of man- 
ner added force to his arguments. I 
think that the strongest polemic effort 
that I have heard in twenty years on the 
floor of an Annual Conference came 
from his lips. His powers of analysis 
and illustration and appeal displayed on 
this occasion could hardly be excelled. 
Though thoughtful as a philosopher and 
learned as a sage, he was as transpar- 
ently simple-hearted as a child. He 
seemed to be utterly void of egotism, and 
altogether unconscious of his large abil- 
ity. In his family he was like a big boy 
— playfully free, yet utterly without any 
effort to be playful. With his friends, 
his closest friends, he was frank and 
easy and kind and perfectly natural. His 
unconventionality of manner, though so 
peref ctly natural to him, was so uncom- 
mon, alas! as to make him appear al- 
most eccentric. He despised cant as if 
it were sin, and was almost eccentric- 
ally unconventional. He would not wear 
clerical clothes, and he shunned ‘clerical 
airs’ and ‘preacher tones,’ and avoided 
everything that might in any way be 
thought of as sanctimonious by the most 
critical. To me his unconventional nat- 
uralness was most refreshing, and, as I 
came to know and love him more, be- 
came a chief charm in his delightful per- 
sonality. His religious experiences were 
sacred secrets with God. It did not seem 
to occur to him that any one could be at 
all interested in them, and he, therefore, 
never thrust them upon anybody. This 
unusual reserve w r as so perfectly natural 
that no one seemed to expect anything 
else from him. Thus, in his life and in 
his preaching, he so thoroughly ‘hid be- 
hind the cross’ that his personality was 
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forgotten, but the Christ he preached 
was remembered. His capacity for work 
was marvelous. Slender, wiry, nervous, 
he moved quickly, and never seemed to 
tire. Not even John Wesley could do 
more in a day than he. It required a 
large pastorate to fully occupy his time. 
Possibly he did too much. Certainly he 
did not rust. ‘It is better to wear out 
than to rust out.’ Now that he rests, his 
‘works do follow’ him. The world is bet- 
ter because he was such a tireless toiler. 
Such, as I saw him, was my friend and 
brother, the brave, buoyant, learned and 
gifted, good and truly great young man 
who was taken from us ere he had 
reached his prime. Had he lived to reach 
that prime, he would have been known as 
a great man. As he was my predecessor 
as well as successor at Woodville, so he 
was my immediate predecessor at Moss 
Point, my present pastorate. The aroma 
of his splendid life lingers here. Al- 
though he came at the beginning of his 
invalidism, and was able to do but little 
work here, the people learned to love 
him, and some of them became bound 
very close to him. My life is richer be- 
cause I knew him. Others share with me 
this feeling. ‘He, being dead, yet speak- 
eth,’ not merely in the strong sermons 
he preached, but also in the memory of 
a manly life cast upon a kingly plane.” 
Another who knew him well thus speaks 
of him: “Mr. Bailey was a man of re- 
markable intellectuality. Those who 
knew him longest and most intimately 
appreciated to admiration his striking 
originality, the incisiveness of his intel- 
lect, the quaintness of his humor, and his 
rare power of lucid and terse statement. 
At times his brief sentences were bril- 
liant epigrams, frill of the choicest wis- 
dom. If he had had a rich, well-modu- 
lated voice, with some histrionic talent 
and the grace of an orator, he would 
have ranked among the greatest and 
most attractive preachers of our coun- 
try. As it was, those who had trained 
minds, and were in search of intellectual 
and spiritual enrichment, heard him 
with increasing delight and edification. 
Without doubt he was a man of unusual 
ability. And to intimate friends he was 
an attractive personality. A man of wide 
reading, accurate memory, and rare lit- 
erary taste, he was charming in conver- 
sation and instructive in public dis- 
course. Some of his expositions of 
Scripture I shall retain in heart and 
memory through life. Though his 
physique was frail, and was held toward 
the last in the clasp of an insidious mal- 
ady, yet it was difficult to think of my 
friend as an invalid. Active, hopeful, 
self-forgetful, he rarely mentioned his 
ailment, and never spoke of it as other 
than a slight temporary hindrance to 



work, of which he would soon be rid. 
Thus death seemed to take him almost 
unawares, although he was an invalid 
for a full year; but it found him ready. 
Bravely he met his ‘Pilot face to face,’ 

‘And there was no moaning of the liar 
When he put out to sea.’ ” 

He was married October 20, 1891, to Miss 
Fannie Connor, of Natchez, Miss., who, 
with three children, survives him. 

Pinckney A. Johnston, son of Gideon 
and Beulah Johnston, was born in Cayu- 
ga, Hinds county, Miss., July 24, 1839; 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, in 1856; was brought to a saving 
knowledge of the truth as it is in Christ 
Jesus in August, 1858. While attending 
Centenary College, at Jackson, La., he 
with several others, was licensed to 
preach in 1859. Rev. Barnabas Pipkin 
was then presiding elder of the district. 
Brother Johnston was received on trial 
into the Mississippi Conference in 1861; 
w r as ordained deacon by Bishop Andrew 
in 1863; was ordained elder by Bishop 
Kavanaugh, December 3, 1871. He en- 
tered the Confederate army as a volun- 
teer in April, 1S62, and in August of the 
same year was appointed chaplain. This 
relation he sustained until the cessation 
of hostilities. His experiences of these 
three years were rarely ever mentioned, 
even to most intimate friends. Soon after 
his return home he w r as married to Miss 
Hattie Siebe. Of this union five children 
were born. In 1866 he did not take worli 
from the Conference, but spent much of 
his time in protracted meetings, where 
he was always efficient help. In 1867 he 
was junior preacher on Cayuga Circuit. 
He did not take work in 1868. In 1869 he 
served Vaiden Circuit; in 1870 the Kos- 
ciusko Circuit. That year the North Mis- 
sissippi Conference was formed. He re- 
mained in this new Conference in 1871, 
serving Kosciusko and Bethel. In De- 
cember of this year he came back to his 
old Conference. He was stationed at 
Hazlehurst in 1872, and in 1873, at his 
own request, he was appointed to Gall- 
man Mission. In 1874-5 he was on Prov- 
idence Circuit; in 1876 he was put on the 
supernumerary list; in 1877 he served 
Georgetown Circuit; in 1878, Casey ville 
Circuit. It was during this year that she 
who had been the cheer and sunshine of 
the parsonage home was called to the 
life beyond. In 1879 he served Rankin 
charge; in 1880 he was field agent for 
Whitworth Female College. But in the 
itinerant work, either as pastor or pre- 
siding elder, did he find the field alone 
that was congenial to his life. January 
14, 1880, he was married to Miss Mary E. 
Kelly, who, in his after life of faithful 
work, followed by some years of suffer- 
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ing, has been to him all that a wife could 
be. She, witji four of the children — all 
Christians and useful members of the 
Church to which he gave his life — sur- 
vive to rejoice in the life of such a hus- 
band and father. In 1881-4 he served Mad- 
ison Circuit; in 1885, the Flora Circuit; 
1886-7, East Feliciana Circuit; 1888-91 he 
was presiding elder of the Brandon Dis- 
trict; in 1892-4 he was on the Woodville 
District. The General Conference of 1894 
transferred a part of the territory em- 
braced within this district to the Lou- 
isiana Conference; so he went with his 
district parsonage into this (Louisiana) 
Conference. In 1895 he was presiding 
elder on the Baton Rouge District; in 
1896-7 he was stationed at Homer, La. 
Realizing that the hitherto strong phys- 
ical man was gradually yielding to the 
effects of palsy, which had crept upon 
him, he asked for a superannuated rela- 
tion in December, 1897. After spending 
a while at Hazlehurst he came to Merid- 
ian, where three of his children were liv- 
ing. His brethren of the Mississippi Con- 
ference, appreciating the fact that his 
strong life had been given to this Con- 
ference, asked that he be transferred to 
us, that we might minister to him in his 
afflictions. His prayers, with his bene- 
dictions, had been ours, and we claimed 
the privilege of having his name upon 
our honor roll. Since coming to Merid- 
ian he has been a regular attendant at 
East End Church until his health pre- 
vented. The pastors of our Churches 
here have visited him regularly. He was 
confined to his bed most of the time dur- 
ing this year. At times he would ex- 
claim, “I am in a rapture of joy!” Dur- 
ing the last few days of his life his 
visions were glorious. At one time he 
started to tell sister Johnston what he 
had just seen, but pausing a moment, 
said, “No, I won’t tell it; the people will 
not believe it.” The last nine days of his 
life he refused to take any nourishment, 
saying it only added to his suffering. For 
three days before the end came he could 
not take even a swallow of water. Final- 
ly, about 4:30 p.m. September 26, he went 
sweetly into the beyond. Brothers Guice, 
Weems, and Alford were at his side. His 
pastor had been with him almost con- 
stantly for three days. Greater devo- 
tion, more untiring attention were never 
given to a husband and father. The day 
after his death he was buried from East 
End Church, in which service the resi- 
dent pastors, with the presiding elder 
and brother D. G. W. Ellis, took part. 
Then we laid him to rest in Magnolia 
Cemetery, in the northern part of the 
city. Thus has passed from our midst 
one of our most efficient workmen, a 
strong revival preacher, at one time a 
fine singer, and a man of unusual power 
in prayer. 



William B. Hines, the son of John 
Henderson Hines and Rhoda Glass, was 
born near Huntsville, Ala., February 8, 
1819. His parents were from Albemarle 
county, Va.; his father was of English 
descent and a local preacher. Major 
Hines, of Revolutionary fame, his grand- 
father, witnessed Cornwallis surren- 
der his sword to General Washington, Oc- 
tober 19, 1781, at Yorktown, Ya. William 
B. Hines was converted during a camp 
meeting near Grenada, Miss., in 1835. 
He was happily united in marriage with 
Miss Jane Fletcher Coppedge, of Grena- 
da, Miss., in February, 1841. He was li- 
censed to preach at Lexington, Miss., in 
1845; recommended to the Mississippi 
Annual Conference in 1846; and in De- 
cember of that year was admitted on 
trial into the traveling connection and 
appointed by Bishop Andrew to Bayou 
Sara, La. His second appointment was 
Yazoo Circuit, with James A. Godfrey. 
At the Conference in Vicksburg, Decem- 
ber, 1848, he was admitted into full con- 
nection and ordained deacon by Bishop 
Paine. He was ordained elder by Bishop 
Paine in December, 1851, and appointed 
to Jackson, La. At the Conference of 
December, 1852, he was located at his 
own request; was readmitted in 1853, 
and continued in the regular effective 
itinerant work until literally worn out 
and forced to superannuate. He served 
circuits, stations, and districts in all 
portions of our Conference: Greenville 
District, 1857-61; Natchez District, 1861- 
5; Meridian District, 1871-4; Brandon 
District, 1875; and Jackson District, 1876- 
7. From 1877 to 1892 he traversed nearly 
the whole Conference territory, serving 
Brownsville, Waynesboro, Lauderdale, 
Summit, Adams, Scotland, Providence, 
Binnsville, Yossburg, and Lake. At the 
Conference of 1892 he was enrolled a su- 
perannuate. He died at the residence of 
his daughter, Mrs. Mollie L. Reed, in 
Summit, Miss., April 24, 1901. His wife, 
who had been his companion, counselor, 
and comfort, truly a God-given “help- 
meet” for fifty-nine years, preceded him, 
April 19, 1900, to the reward promised. 
He was buried in Gloster, Miss., April 25, 
1901, from the Methodist Church. Spe- 
cial memorial services were conducted 
in that church by Rev. J. A. B. Jones, 
May 5, 1901. He was the father of ten 
children, of whom six have died and four 
yet live. The world and the Church will 
not, cannot know until the resurrection 
of the saints what sacrifices of personal 
and domestic comfort and financial in- 
terest William B. Hines quietly endured 
to serve his generation. He attained dis- 
tinguished eminence as a preacher, pas- 
tor, and adviser. A polished Christian 
gentleman, with clear perception, deep 
convictions, and strong utterance, re- 
markably powerful in prayer, a consist- 
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ent, joyous Christian, an efficient preach- 
er and pastor — “after he had served his 
own generation by the will of God, fell 
on sleep and was laid unto his fathers.” 

Ephraim A. Flowers was born in Frank- 
lin county, Miss., January 26, 1826, and 
died at the residence of his daughter, 
Mrs. E. F. Chapman, in Wesson, Miss., 
April 28, 1901, and was buried in the 
Flowers graveyard near Cool Springs 
Church. Franklin county, Miss., April 30, 
1901. Six children, twenty-seven grand- 
children, five great-grandchildren, and 
his second wife survive. Ephraim Flow- 
ers, from his childhood, was commended 
for his scrupulous fidelity, indomitable 
energy, and dauntless courage. Early in 
life he obeyed the call of mercy, duty, 
and privilege, gave his heart to God and 
joined the Methodist Church. The vows 
he then assumed, the covenant he en- 
tered into, he kept sacred and inviolate. 
His religious experience was clear, scrip- 
tural, robust. He entered actively into 
Church work, and early gave assurance 
of ability for great usefulness, possess- 
ing unusual gifts in prayer, song, and ex- 
hortation. He was admitted on trial into 
the Mississippi Annual Conference in De- 
cember, J853; into full connection and 
ordained deacon, December, 1855; com- 
pleted the required course of study on 
schedule time, and was ordained elder in 
December, 1857. His early educational 
advantages were distressingly limited, 
his labors abundant, yet he “brought 
up” his four years’ course of study, 
passed creditable examinations, contin- 
ued to make proficiency, and was a pop- 
ular and useful preacher and pastor. In 
1875-6 he was supernumerary on account 
of failing health; 1877-80, again effect- 
ive; 1881-6, superannuated; 1887, served 
Roxie; 1888-9, superannuated ; 1890, served 
North Wilkinson; 1891, supernumerary; 
and 1892 to time of his death in 1901, su- 
perannuated. Serving missions to negro 
slaves, country and city congregations, 
or enduring disablement by ill health, he 
ever maintained a beautiful, consistent, 
Christian character, sunshine in his soul, 
“full of faith and the Holy Ghost.” The 
long evening twilight — ten years a su- 
perannuate — preceding the close on 
earth of such a life, could not be other 
than cloudless, serene, triumphant.
